Tracing the Origin of 


Writing Materials 


O Nature’s noblest gift—my gray 
goose quill! 

Slave of my thoughts, obedient to 
my will, 

Torn from thy parent bird to form 
@ pen, 

That mighty instrument of little men! 

—Byron—English Bard & 
Scotch Reviewers. 


It is difficult to trace the origin 
of writing, but somewhere back in 
the beginning of human history, in 
the epoch called the Quaternary Pe- 
riod, when man lived in a cave in 
wild surroundings, he found that by 
scratching the sharp edge of one 
stone against another, he could make 
a mark. As the mind developed we 
find them carving, and engraving 
hieroglyphics on rocks, which took 
the form of men, animals and weap- 
ons of that period. 

The story of the pen is said to 
be a sequence of ideas between the 
first piece of rock scratched upon by 
prehistoric man and the bit of metal 
which, now records our thoughts. 


Next it was discovered that flint, 
serpentine, and chalcedony marked 
more clearly than the others, and 
the elongated chip began to be han- 
dled more cleverly. Thus, in the Age 
of Stone, the first pen, the Stylus 
originated. 

In the Bronze Age, when men had 
learned to hammer metal into various 
shapes, the iron stylus arrived. 

In the Egyptian Age, 14 or 15 
centuries B.C. the iron stylus was 
used for marking on soapstcne, lime- 
stone and waxed surfaces. Improve- 
ments were made, the blunt end 
being convex and smooth for erasing 
and smoothing over irregularities. 
Sometimes it was pointed with a 
diamond to give it greater cutting 
power. The iron stylus was also used 
by the Egyptians with a mallet, re- 
sembling the chisel, for cutting in- 
scriptions on monuments, etc. 

Later a marking fluid was dis- 
covered and this made necessary an 
instrument which would spread char- 
acters on parchment, tree bark, etc. 
Then it was found that by putting 





a small bunch of hairs together, and 
arranging them in cone shape, that 
an instrument could be made that 
‘would carry fluid in its path, and 
make a mark of desired shape. A 
tube was cut from a stalk of grass 
for a holder, and the hairs fastened 
by a piece of thread which was drawn 
through the tube. Thus the Brush 
was born. Camel hair and badger 
were most popular for this purpose. 
Just when the Brush arrived is not 
exactly known, but with this tube 
the great Confucius wrote his phil- 
osophy. 

Just as the discovery of ink 
wrought a change in the Stylus to 
Brush, so the advent of papyrus, a 
paper made from that plant, brought 
with it a pen adapted for this ma- 
terial. This was the Reed of Calamo, 
which grew in the marshes on the 
shores of Egypt, Armenia and the 
Persian Gulf. When this was cut 
into short lengths and trimmed down 
to a point it made a suitable pen 
for the new paper. 

When finer paper arrived a still 
finer instrument was needed, and the 
goose quill for ordinary, or the crow 
for very fine writing was well 
adapted. 

The earliest allusion to the quill 
occurs in the writings of St. Isadore 
de Seville, 7th century, although it 
is believed by some to have been 
used at still earlier a period. 

Most of the writing was done in 
monasteries by monks, and in the 
18th century when quill-making be- 
came quite an art, every monk and 
every teacher was expected to excel 
in it. 

The preliminary process was to 
sort them as to quality, dry them in 
the hot sand and then clean them 
of the outer skin. They were then 
hardened by dipping them in a boil- 
ing solution of alum and nitric acid. 

Ruby points were sometimes fitted 
to the nib, but this involved too 
much ‘work and were found imprac- 
ticable. 

In 1809 Joseph Bramah devised a

machine for cutting quills into sep- 
arate nibs for use in holders, thus 
making several pens from one quill. 
The quill pen remained popular for 
many years, and with it great master- 
pieces in literature have been written. 
Not until about 1780, after much ex- 
perimenting did Samuel Harrison in- 
troduce the first metallic pens. 
These were made as follows: A 
sheet of steel was rolled in the form 
of a tube, one end being cut and 
trimmed to a point like the quill. 
The seam where both edges of the 
tube met formed the slit of the pen. 
This was improved on by cutting a 
rough blank out of a thin sheet of 
steel. The blank was filed into form 
about the nib, rounded and marked 
inside with a sharp chisel where the 
slit was to be in the finished pen. 


After tempering, the nib was ground

Every time I would happen to see 
Schumann-Heink’s “Wie ein Grues- 
sen” in Bauer’s, I wondered about 
it. It’s there classified as the first 
of her two “Private Records, U.S.A., 
1898” (the other being a talk with 
her husband, Mr. Schumann), and 
naturally, the fact that it supposedly 
was made so early and never sold, 
left me little hope of ever hearing it. 

And so I went on gazing longingly 
at the little line—as on so many other 
little lines which make part of my 
dream world—until the unexpected 
happened one balmy day last sum- 
mer. No, I didn’t get the record, but 
in one of his friendly, cheerful let- 
ters, the Reverend Harlan B. Kish- 
paugh, of Cornwallville, N. Y., whom 
I met through his being a HOBBIES 
subscriber, casually informed me that 
he had found it, and asked what I 
thought of the disc. This was one 
letter I answered on the spot, re- 
questing to please, let me have the 
details of the discovery and a tape

re-recording of this extreme rarity. 
As for its value, well, I had never 
seen or heard of another copy, so 
could not even hazard a guess. 

The tape and a detailed account 
of the find soon arrived. The Schu- 
mann-Heink treasure had been found 
together with a bunch of old discs, 
and I was amazed to learn that it 
had lain around for some weeks be- 
fore it was played. The reason was 
simple, however, for the 7-inch record 
has no label or anything else to i- 
dentify it with the artist. When he 
first played it, Mr. Kishpaugh did 
recognize Schumann - Heink’s voice 
but, to make sure, played it on his 
weekly radio program and asked the 
listeners to identify the singer. The 
replies were unanimous that it was 
Schumann-Heink. ; 


To get back to the tape, to say 
that the contents were impressive 
would be putting it very, very mild- 
ly; but I also became anxious to hear 
it in a key best suited to a low voice, 
and one drawback of tape machines 
is that they have no speed regulators. 
This, too, was arranged through a 
welcome visit from Mr. and Mrs. 
Kishpaugh. They brought the pre- 
cious little record, and in a few min- 
utes the appropriate speed for it 
was found and my Webcor was cap- 
turing one of the most glorious bits 
of singing ever impressed on wax. 

We listened, enthralled, to it over 
and over again, and then I ventured 
a question as to whether Mr. Kish- 
paugh would consent to share this 
unforgettable experience with his 
fellow collectors by making the disc 
available to them through a re- re- 
cording. I confess that I had already 
planned this request and was hoping 
it would be granted, but after meet- 
ing Harlan and Grace Kishpaugh 
personally I was sure it would be,

for they’re one of the nicest couples 
one could ever want to meet. They 
both love music and are eager col- 
lectors of disc and cylinder record- 
ings, which Harlan Kishpaugh pre- 
sents on his “Melodies from the 
Attic” on radic station WTRY, Troy, 
N. Y., every Sunday night from 
10:00 to 10:30. Laudable achieve- 
ments, these, when one considers that 
he is the’ pastor of four churches in 
four different towns. 

When a re-recording project such 
as this is contemplated, a seasoned 
collector—and I am no exception— 
would think of William H. Seltsam, 
of the International Record Collect- 
ors’ Club. My reaction was duplicated 
a few days later by our good friend 
and neighbor, Charles M. Sniffin, for 
whom I played the tape. In fact 
Charlie was most enthusiastic and 
considered the issuance imperative. 
Next day he called and asked wheth- 
er my husband and I would join him 
that evening for a drive to Bridge- 
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port to see Bill Seltsam about it, so 
we packed our tape recorder and 
went. 


The first few notes of the tape 
were enough to bring out that cer- 
tain glint in Bill Seltsam’s eyes, and 
there and then the matter of getting 
in touch with the owner of the 
original dise and bringing out Schu- 
mann-Heink’s earliest known record- 
ing passed into his expert hands. 


William H. Seltsam is the type 
who once he starts something, does 
the job thoroughly in every respect. 
Thus, only half an hour after he 
heard the tape he discovered that 
Franz, to whom the song is attribut- 
ed in Bauer’s, was not the composer 
of “Wie ein Gruessen.” For the next 
several weeks we all were looking up 
lieder volumes and other available 
literature, but not a single composer 
would claim the charming piece. The 
mystery was eventually solved by 
Philip L. Miller, of the Music Divi- 
sion, New York Public Library, who 
hit upon the ingenious idea of look- 
ing up some old programs of Schu- 


iD 


mann-Heink’s concerts. Sure enough, 
the program here reproduced, dated 
May 21, 1900, included the song in 
question and gives the composer as 
Mehrkens (the “h” is dropped). 
Through other research, Bill Seltsam 
also determined the recording date 
to be 1900, and not 1898 as previous- 
ly believed. 


Now, at last, the record is out as 
I.R.C.C. No. 3148, and presents the 
great Ernestine Schumann-Heink in 
all her pristine glory. She sings this 
beautiful song, preceded by a bril- 
liant piano introduction, with a 
youthful, ringy voice that is new to 
us, sympathetically and tenderly. The 
re-recording is exceptionally well 
done, with much of the surface noise 
eliminated and the voice brought for- 
ward. The I. R. C. C. has done a 
splendid job as usual, and William 
H. Seltsam merits our applause for 
making it possible for everyone to 
own a copy of one of the. earliest and 
loveliest of all American recordings. 


The reverse of I. R. C. C. 3148 is 
an enchanting vocal delicacy in the

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shape of the unlisted 1901 version of 
Rosalia Chalia’s Barcarola from “La 
Stella del Nord.”” Anyone who knows 
what Chalia did on those early “seven 
inchers” of hers will have an idea of 
what to expect here. It’s difficult to 
understand why this Cuban soprano’s 
fame is now so dim, for judging by 
her records she was a singer of ex- 
ceptional talent and with an envi- 
able ability to throw off dazzling 
coloratura passages with the most 
disarming ease. This is a worthy 
coupling to Schumann-Heink’s unique 
item. 

Simultaneously, I. R. C. C. is re- 
leasing another dise of great histor- 
ical significance, No. 3142, entitled: 
Emma Eames Comments on_ her 
Records. As all collectors know, the 
diva did give her opinions about her 
records on a program of them pre- 
sented by Stephen Fassett over 
WOXR, New York, on February 2, 
1939. Everything the grande dame 
of the Golden Age of Opera says on 
this record is infinitely important. In 
a low melodious voice, clearly, simply 
and concisely, she deplores the crude 
methods of early recording days, 
which prevented the true quality of 
her voice from being faithfully re- 
produced. She fondly reminisces on 
how Gounod coached her in his 
“Faust,” ‘Mireille’ and “Romeo et 
Juliette.”. She tells about her career, 
her roles, and her retirement; ex- 
plains her records; gives an idea of 
her voice and its production; and 
generally keeps you pinned to your 
seat with ever-mounting interest 
clear to the end of the second side. 

Both the above records have been 
issued as a limited edition, but may 
still be obtainable at the time this 
appears in print by writing to: Mr.

Omissions and Corrections 


In the January issue I forgot to 
mention that the Bori/Fleta “Car- 
men’”-Parle- moi de ma mere was 
issued some years ago by The His- 
toric Record Society, of Chicago, III. 
This duet was coupled with the 
Cherry Duet from “L’Amico Fritz,” 
by the same artists. Also, William 
Violi, of Brooklyn, N. Y., points out 
that the two HMVs of Clara Butt’s 
Brindisi from “Lucrezia Borgia” are 
acoustical, and not electrical, as I 
wrote. 

And from Los Altos, Cal., George 
T. Keating writes, asking why I 
“. . . did not include the most famous 
rendition of all, the one by Fabbri. 
With Schumann-Heink in her prime,” 
continues Mr. Keating, “she was the 
one contralto who possessed the high 
notes necessary for this aria. I mean 
her first record, the red G&T 53322, 
perfect I think, challenged only faint- 
ly by the Columbia Schumann-Heink, 
which is, as were all five of those 
issues, poorly reproduced. Fabbri 


made another record later of the 
same aria (which Bauer says was re- 
recorded for her privately). I have 
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this also, but it is another version, 
slower and the voice much darker in 
hue and timbre. My copy has an 
autograph inscription by the singer 
dated 1914, which may be the date 
of the issue and recording.” 

The answer is simple—I do not 
have Fabbri’s Brindisi. I guess that 
is one of the lines in Bauer’s I gaze 
longingly at. Incidentally, I don’t 
know what Fabbri does with the 
song, but in the score it doesn’t go 
above F-natural, and the notes in- 
serted by the ladies I discussed in 
my “Drinking Song,” are not higher 
than a G—except Mantelli, who 
touches a high B, en passant, in the 
second of her three added cadenzas, 
and Matzenauer, who, in her run, 
reaches an A.

Albert Spalding 


Ill. Albert Spalding’s Concert Career 


Some of the salient details of Al- 
bert Spalding’s long and brilliant 
career were summed up in the bio- 
graphical] sketch which appeared in 
the 1940 edition of the Victor Record 
catalog: 

Happily a biographical note of Albert 
Spalding does not begin with citing 
his poor and struggling parentage. 
Albert Spalding, America’s own violinist, 
was born in Chicago of a quite well-to-do 
family. He inherited much of his talent 
from his mother, who was conspicuously 
identified with the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra under Theodore Thomas. Albert 
Spalding began playing the violin at the 
age of seven and his principal teachers 
were Chiti of Florence, Buitrago of 
New York, and Lefort of Paris. He was 
graduated from the Bologna Conserva- 
tory of Music at fourteen with the high- 
est honors ever accorded anyone since 
Mozart. His first American appearance 
was at Carnegie Hall as soloist with the 
New York Symphony Orchestra under 
Walter Damrosch. 

Mr. Spalding has since appeared in 
practically every civilized country of the 
world, and today is one of the most 
popular of the world-famous violinists. 
Radio audiences have repeatedly voted 
him their favorite violinist. Mr, Spalding 
is distinguished not only as an executant 
but as a composer. He has written more 
than sixty works for the violin, twenty- 
five for piano; thirty songs; several 
quartettes and several works for or- 
chestra, not including many transcrip- 
tions and arrangements. Charming, hand- 
some, debonair, Mr. Spalding is a con- 
spicuous ornament to America in music 
and to music in America. 


_ As the New York Times remarked 
in its obituary account, Spalding, 
born on August 15, 1888, was “one 
of the few native American violinists 
to attain a reputation of world im- 
portance.” His father, J. Walter

Spalding, and his uncle, A. G. Spald- 
ing, were partners in the famous 
sporting goods house of A. G. Spald- 
ing and Bros. His mother, Marie 
Boardman Spalding, maintained a 
music salon in Florence, Italy, for 
many years. Much of the Times arti- 
cle is so informative that it may well 
be quoted: 

“IT was an ordinary looking child,’ he 
said, after he had reached the top of 
his career, ‘‘undersized for my age but 
with a kind of restless and wiry energy 
that was always getting me into scrapes 
and accidents.” 

He was seven when he asked for a 
violin. and when it arrived at Christ- 
mas it was a half-sized instrument that 
cost $4 and was intended for a joke. 
But the boy would not put the little 
fiddle down, and eventually lessons were 
started. They went so well that he was 
enrolled in the Bologna Conservatory. .. 

His formal debut was in Paris in 1905, 
and that same season he attracted much 
attention by appearing on a_ gigantic 
benefit program with Adelina Patti. Mr. 
Spalding’s accompanist was delayed, and 
Patti offered the use of her own. They 
played without rehearsal and were very 
successful. 

His American debut was made Nov. 
8, 1908, in Carnegie Hall as soloist with 
the New York Symphony under the late 
Walter Damrosch. It was the beginning 
of a close friendship and led, more than 
a decade later, to one of the most dra- 
matic events of Mr. Spalding’s career. 
This was his trip through Europe with 
Mr. Damrosch and his orchestra, sharing 
soloist honors with John Powell, the 
pianist. (Mr. Powell, like me, a native 
of Richmond, and an old friend of mine, 
is perhaps Virginia’s most distinguished 
native musician.—Jim Walsh.) The tour 
was the first ever made by an American 
symphony orchestra and it attracted wide 
attention on both sides of the Atlantic. 

After his debut, Mr, Spalding toured 
frequently in the United States and 
Europe. In 1939 he made his 200th At- 
lantic crossing. In addition to appearing 
as soloist with the world’s leading or-

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American, and one of three world-famous 
violinists—the others being Fritz Kreisler 
and the late Eugene Ysaye—to be in- 
vited to play with the Paris Conservatory 
Orchestra. 

When the United States entered World 
War I, Mr. Spalding cancelled more than 
$35,000 worth of concert commitments 
to enlist in the Army Aviation Corps. 
A commission as a lieutenant soon fol- 
lowed, and he was assigned to serve in 
Italy, where he became adjutant to 
Major Fiorello H. La Guardia, later 
Mayor of New York. Upon his discharge 
the violinist married in 1919 Mary Van- 
derhof Pyle. 

In World War II Mr, Spalding returned 
to Italy to serve in the psychological 
warfare branch of the Allied forces. 
Conservative and immaculate in appear- 
ance, Mr. Spalding never hesitated to 
try new things, sometimes with un- 
expected success. One of these ventures 
was begun in 1940, when he became 
violinist and master of ceremonies on 
an important national radio program. 
In addition, he composed largely, al- 
though not many of his works reached 
the broader audience. Mr. Spalding was 
one violinist virtuoso who did not use 
a Stradivarius. His favorite instrument 
was a Guarnerius del Jesu dating from 
1735, although occasionally he played a 
Mantagnana, fourteen years older. 

Mr. Spalding was a Chevalier of the 
French Legion of Honor, and held the 
Cross of the Crown of Italy. Besides his 
wife, Mr. Spalding leaves a brother, H. 
Boardman Spalding. 


With reference to the New York 
Times death notice, it is interesting 
to recall that the Virginia pianist- 
composer, John Powell, is one of the 
most enthusiastic advocates of the 
theory that great American music 
will be constructed from our South- 
ern and Western “folk tunes.” Spald- 
ing apparently had much the same 
views. The Edison Phonograph 
Monthly for December, 1916, said: 
“Albert Spalding ... is an enthusi- 
astic advocate of the use of the folk- 
song in the recitalist’s repertoire 
and he declares that America has a 
wealth of such songs that are as fine 
as any that can be found. He be- 
lieves that folk-songs should be 
judged by their merit when unsup- 
ported by an accompaniment. ‘A tune 
whose outline is not strong enough 
to stand without props has no right 
to be counted as a folk-song’ is his 
dictum.” 

The “lead” of the Times article 
said that Spalding died about 8:30 
p. m., May 26, of a cerebral hemor- 
rhage at his New York home, 3 East 
77th Street, He and his wife -were 
about to go to dinner when he col- 
lapsed and died within a few minutes. 
His death occurred within a month 
of the third anniversary of his last 
concert appearance, on June 20, 1950, 
at the opening of the ,Lewishon Sta- 
dium Season, with Efrem Kurtz 
directing the Philharmonic - Sym- 
phony Orchestra. The next day Olin 
Downes commented: “Mr. Spalding 
has been before the public for 45 
years. His delivery of the music (a 
Beethoven violin concerto) gave us 
the true measure -of his sincerity, 
his inalienable perception of beauty, 
and unfaltering ideals.” 

The New York Herald Tribune’s 
death notice quoted Walter Dam- 
rosch as saying: “Spalding is the 
first great instrumentalist this coun- 
try has produced,” and added: “By 
1941, almost ten years before his re- 
tirement as an active concert violin- 
ist, it was estimated that he had 


earned more than $2,000,000 from 
stage appearances alone. A _ soft- 
spoken man of average height with 
a ruddy complexion, he served in 
Italy . . . in World Kar II as ‘Major 
Sheridan’ (making) regular broad- 
casts to the Italian partisans and for 
a few months in 1944 was in charge 
of Radio Rome for the Allied Powers. 


“At his farewell concert... he 
said he wanted to retire from the 
routine of concerts to devote his 
full time to writing, teaching and 
composing. He added, almost joking- 
ly, that he wanted to leave ‘while 
they still regret to see me go’... 
During a dinner in Mr. Spalding’s 
honor at the Waldorf-Astoria in 
April, 1951, Fritz Kreisler said of 
the honored guest: ‘He never fails 
to play on the heart strings of his 
listeners.’ Mr. Kreisler described him 
as a ‘wonderful violinist ... a dis- 
tinguished citizen and patriot.’ 

“Aside from his musical career, 
Mr. Spaiding had been a director in 
his father’s sporting goods firm, al- 
though he took little active part in 
its operations. His books included 
‘Rise to Follow,’ an autobiography 
published in 1948, and ‘A Fiddle, a 
Sword, and A Lady,’ a biographical 
novel based on the life of Giuseppe 
Tartini, Italian violinist of the eigh- 
teenth century.” 

Spalding’s novel, which received 
generally favorable criticism, was 
published only a few months ago. In 
“Rise to Follow’ he gave consider- 
able information about his record 
making activities and said that in 
some years his royalties from Edison 
records equaled his concert earnings. 


Spalding said he felt that he was in 


a favorable position as the only Edi- 
son violinist with a wide popular 
following, whereas Victor had a 
whole “stable,” such as Kreisler, E1- 
man, Heifetz, Zimbalist, Kubelik, and 
Maud Powell. Edison of course re- 
corded other noted violinists—among 
them Carl Flesch, Vasa _ Prihoda, 
Kathleen Parlow, Mischa Violin and 
Mary Zentay—but only Spalding be- 
came a prime favorite with Diamond 
Disc buyers. One of the favorite 
stunts of the “Tone Test” days was 
to play violin records by Spalding 
and Flesch and ask the audience to 
observe how the New Edison brought 
out perfectly the characteristic 
touches of both—Spalding’s elegant, 
graceful bowing as contrasted to the 
sturdier, more “masculine” technique 
of Flesch. Frequently, another violin- 
ist, for example, Arthur Walsh, an 
Edison staff member; Rudolph Polk, 
Abraham Bond or Richard Czerwonky 
would play with the Spalding or 
Flesch records, to demonstrate that 
the phonograph actually did “re- 
create” violin tone. 


IV Albert Spalding’s Records 


Little space remains for consider- 
ation of Spalding’s recording career, 
which lacked most of the picturesque 
experiences of performers who had 
begun earlier. His first record, Edison 
four-minute Amberol No. 177, was 
issued when he was 21, in August, 
1909—the year which I consider the 
end of the pioneer recording period. 
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The New Phonogram commented: 


Mr. Spalding is a young American 
violinist, who, by virtue of his unusual 
talent, has scored a great success. We 
regard ourselves as fortunate indeed in 
inducing him to reproduce some of his 
marvelous talent on our records. Violin 
solos of Henri Wienawski, the ‘composer 
of this selection (‘‘Polonaise in D Ma- 
jor’), are very popular with concert 
performers, and are found in the reper- 
toire of every violin artist. Wienawski 
was himself a renowned violinist as well 
as composer. His “Polonaise” .. . calls 
for that artistic conception and brilliancy 
of technique so essential to the true 
violinist, 


This first Spalding record sold at 
the regular price for four-minute 
cylinders, 50 cents. He appears not 
to have made any two-minute records. 
The August issue of Phonogram also 
contain a biographical sketch, which 
says that Spalding made his first 
appearance when ten years of age 
before the Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught. “When fourteen years old, 
he successfully passed the severe 
test of an examination for professor- 
ship at Bologna Conservatoire, He 
secured 48 marks out of a possible 
50 and was declared by the profes- 
sors composing the committee on 
examination to be the youngest on 
record to pass such an exacting 
examination.” 

Although some of Spalding’s rec- 
ords were of too intellectual a type 
to appeal to the predominately ‘“mid- 
dle-brow” Edison clientele, he never-

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theless became a favorite with those 
who preferred a higher grade of 
music, and when Edison decided to 
compete a bit more energetically a- 
gainst Victor and Columbia in the 
“higher brackets” of music, he was 
one of the several artists “promot- 
ed” to a 75 cent classification. His 
first Amberol cylinder in this classi- 
fication appeared in February, 1912. 
It was the Prize Song from Wagner’s 
“Die Meistersinger,” with piano ac- 
companiment by the ever faithful 
Benoist. In addition, Spalding also 
played a violin obligato to Marie 
Rappold’s soprano solo of the Bach- 
Gounod “Ave Maria.” They after- 
wards recorded this hackneyed but 
ever popular bit of religiosity on 
a Diamond Disc, and it was a big 
seller. Sometimes Mme. Rappold and 
Spalding gave “tone tests,” singing 
and playing in unison with the rec- 
ord as in a phonograph J have. 
There is an interesting article in 
the August, 1918, Edison Amberola 
Monthy concerning the war services 
of Spalding, who had made a long 
list of Diamond Discs before he went 
overseas the year before. The article 
is illustrated with a photograph of 
Lieutenant Spalding with “Captain 
(Congressman) F. LaGuardia, 
Commanding Officer of one of the 
American Aviation Camps In Italy.” 
Although only LaGuardia’s head and 
shoulders are shown, somehow the 
cocky little Fiorello, who afterwards 
was one of New York’s most contro- 
versial mayors, appears to be strut- 
ting, while Spalding is smiling in a 
rather shy way. The article quoted 
an interview with Spalding in an 
Italian newspaper, The Rome Gior- 
nale d’Italia. Asked how he could 
keep up with his music and _ still 


serve as a soldier, Spalding replied: 

“You cannot do two things, and do 
them properly, at the same time. At 
the present moment there is more music 
for me in the factories so gloriously 
grinding out planes and motors than in 
a@ symphony by Beethoven. And today 
I would rather run an office-boy’s er- 
rand for my country, and do it as well 
as I can, if it is to serve my country, 
than play successfully the Bach chaconne, 
and I wou'd rather hear a well-directed 
battery of American guns blasting the 
road to peace and victorious liberty 
than the combined applause of 10,000 
audiences. And I want you to believe 
that the artist in me is not asleep in 
telling you these things, for it is my 
conviction that art has as much at 
stake in this war as democracy. Art 
depends as much on the freedom of in- 
dividual thought and action as democ- 
racy. How, then, could it hope te endure 
and prosper in the face of a German 
peace—the triumph and vindication of 
a human machinery and the crushing out 
of individualism? With a German peace 
we would have seen a world-wide spread- 
ing of that foul and insidious disease 
which has already sapped the life and 
os out of what was once Teuton 
ar pe 


Those were pulse-stirring words, 
well suited to win the plaudits of the 
Allied world in war time, but as I 
type this tribute to Spalding on a 
burning hot Memorial Day, only a- 
bout 90 hours. after his death, I 
wonder if he would echo them now 
in the light of the demonstrated 
failure of both World Wars to bless 
the world with even a semblance of 
effective democracy. 


Let us pass on to other less debat- 
able considerations. The 1925 catalog 
of Edison records contains more than 
70 titles by Spalding, representing 
music of varying degrees. He once 
said in an interview that he was 
grateful because Edison had never 
asked him to play “any unworthy 
music,” but much of his list consists 
of comparatively trivial numbers 
which his more cultivated listeners 
would hardly consider worthy of his 
artistry—just as Kreisler’s Victor 
output was the subject of much com- 
plaint, There is little frankly “pop- 
ular” music, although ‘“Marcheta,” 
“Roses of Picardy” and “Love Sends 
a Little Gift of Roses” are repre- 
sented. There are beautiful arrange- 
ments of “My Old Kentucky Home,” 
“Old Folks at Home,” and “Drink 
To Me Only With Thine Eyes.” Ap- 
parently, the only compositions by 
Spalding himself are ‘“Alabama— 
Plantation Melody and _ Dance,” 
“From the Cottonfields,’” and two 
“etchings”—“Sunday Morning Bells” 
and “Hurdy Gurdy Waltz.” Many of 
the arrangements of other composers’ 
material are credited to Spalding. 
For the most part the repertoire is 
the standard concert “war horse” 
type, leaning to the lighter numbers, 
such as “Humoresque,” “Meditation,” 
several of Joachim’s arrangements of 
Hungarian Dances by Brahms; Sar- 
asate’s “Spanish Dance No. 5”; Men- 
delsshon’s “Spring Song’; Kreisler’s 
“Caprice Viennois”; Raff’s “Cava- 
tina”; Rubenstein’s “Melody in F”: 
Beethoven’s “Minuet in G”, and 
Paderewski’s “Minuet,” the latter 
doubled with Spalding’s transcrip- 
tion of Schubert’s “Hark, Hark the 


- Lark.” Those titles give a general 


idea of his Edison repertoire. 


_Spalding’s Brunswick list, begin- 
ning in 1926, was much briefer and 
no more impressive. When he began 
recording for Victor in the 1930's. 
however, although he _ duplicated 
many of his Edison offerings, he was 
given an opportunity to do more im- 
pressive things, such as_ playing 
Spohr’s “Concerto No. 8 in A Minor” 
with Eugene Ormandy and the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra; Tartini’s Devil 
Trill Sonata; an album set of 
Franck’s Sonata in A Major; another 
album of the Brahms Sonata No. 2 
in A Major; and Handel’s Sonata 
VI in E Major. He and the distin- 
guished viola player, William Prim- 
rose, also recorded Mozart’s “Sin- 
fonia Concertante for Violin, Viola 
and Orchestra, in E-Flat.” 

During recent years Mr. Spalding

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has made some Remington long-play- 
ing records of fine music. 

I neglected to mention in the 
proper place that when Edison began 
issuing electric lateral-cut recordings 
in 1929, Spalding returned to the 
company with which he had made 
his start. At least one twelve-inch 
needle-cut record by him was issued 
in the new “Golden Seal’ series 
which Edison hoped to launch as a 
revival to Victor’s Red Seal. This 
record, No. 47005, contained ‘““Humor- 
esque” and “Hark! Hark! The 
Lark!” showing that the old favor- 
ites were still in demand. It was also 
issued on a Diamond Disc. 

And three years earlier, when Edi- 
son brought out his vertical-cut long 
playing records, one of them playing 
40 minutes (20 minutes to a side) 
consisted of a recital by Spalding 
and Benoist, dubbed from their con- 
ventional Diamond Discs, 

Despite his later association with 
other companies, it is as an Edison 
star that the average record collector 
thinks of Spalding. In his death his 
native country and the world have 
lost a genius who was equally great 
as a lovable gentleman. What a pity 
that only three years were left to 
him after his retirement! The liter- 
ary career which he was just begin- 
ning might have come in time—given 
enough time—to rival his musical 
achievements. 

Since this article was written 
André Benoist also has died. He sur- 
vived his long-time friend and associ- 
ate less than a month. Mr. Benoist, 
who had been Spalding’s accompanist 
more than 40 years, died Friday, 
June 19, at the Ivy House Nursing 
Home, Middletown, New Jersey. His 
home was at 5 Valentine Street, Mon- 
mouth Beach, New Jersey. 

As has already been mentioned, 
Benoist was a native of Paris. In 
1933 he was elected to the French 
Legion of Honor for his musical ac- 
complishments. He was a member of 
the Friars and Bohemian Clubs of 
New York. Survivors include his 
wife, Mrs. Alice Moss Benoist; two 
daughters, Mrs. Harold Phillips and 
Mrs. Robert H. Higginson, both of 
Shrewsbury, New Jersey, and a son, 
Albert Spalding Benoist, of New 
York City. 

On June 22, the New York Times 
paid Benoist this editorial tribute: 


THE ACCOMPANIST. The life and 
career of Andre Benoist, who died on 
Friday at the age of 74, illustrate strik- 
ingly how important can be the role of 
those whose function is to help others 
without seeking the limelight for them- 
selves. Mr. Benoist was one of the most 
gifted pianists of Our generation, but he 
was known and loved not as the solo 
performer but in his supporting capacity. 
To musicians all over the world his name 
meant “the accompanist.’’ 

His marvelous skill added to the luster 
of some of the most famous instrumen- 
talists. The three most outstanding vio- 
linists of our time, Fritz Kreisler, Jascha 
Heifetz and the late Albert Spalding, 
and the greatest. ’cellist, Pablo Casals, 
had the benefit of his magnificently sym- 
pathetic understanding at the keyboard. 
Each was better for his assistance. 

In other walks of life, similarly, there 
are many persons who voluntarily take

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Circusiana 
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Assorted Circus 


The word “circus” is a Latin one 
meaning “circle.” Primarily, it means 
a circular or elliptical arena in which 
games. races, and gladiatorial combats 
were presented. Such a circus was 
built in Rome as early as the reign 
of Tarquin I (about 616 to 578 B.C.), 
and was called the Circus Maximus. 

Four kinds of amusement formed 
the sources from which the modern 
circus is derived—-the Roman races 
and athletic contests, the itinerant 
players and jugglers of the Middle 
Ages, the Italian Comedy, and the 
fairs of the English and European 
countrysides. 

The first circus, as moderns know 
it today, was born in Lambeth, Lon- 
don, in 1769. In that year Philip 
Astley — an ex-sergeant - major who 
had become a trick rider—found that 
if he galloped in a circle while stand- 
ing upright on his horse’s back, cen- 
trifugal force helped him keep his 
balance. Astley built a forty-two foot 
circle of sawdust which came to be 
known as the ring. 

Most sources indicate that the first 
circus in America was strictly an 
equestrian performance, but such 
horsemanship has scarcely been seen 
since. John Bill Ricketts, called the 
most skilled rider of his day, came 
from England and built a riding 
school and wooden circus structure 
in Philadelphia in 1792. 

In recent years little has been 
written about the dog and pony shows 
that came into being in the early 
1880’s. Though not on any comparable 
basis of size or variety with the 
circus as we know it, they, neverthe- 
less, were closely akin to the circus 
in offering a show parade. The show 
parades were highlighted by small, 
pony-drawn wagons in which dogs 
rode on pedestals, and monkeys drove 
fire wagons and Roman chariots. 
These little outfits delighted thou- 
sands in the smaller communities and 
then finally played themselves out 
around 1920 on the larger stage of 
the circus. 

Clowns, so important a part of any 
modern circus, started as strolling 


entertainers in the early days of the 
colonies, often supplementing their 
antics with rope and sword dancing. 
An early troupe appeared on the 
outskirts of Philadelphia in 1724 with 
the first recorded ciown, a man called 
Pickle Herring. 

The South holds claim to having 
the country’s two largest circus li- 
braries and museums. One is the 
Harry Hertzberg collection in an an- 
nex to the San Antonio, Texas, Public 
Library. In this collection, one of the 
prize features is the coach used by 
Tom Thumb. 

The other museum is owned and 
operated by the State of Florida as 
part of the John and Mable Ringling 
Museum of Art. It is the Museum of 
the American Circus in Sarasota, 
Florida. 

The third ring was introduced into 
circuses by James A. Bailey, who in 
1887 teamed up with P. T. Barnum 
to form the famous Barnum and 
Bailey show. 

The first wild-animal trainer was 
Isaac A. Van Amburgh, who entered 
a cage with a lion, a leopard, and a 
panther during the 1820’s with a 
traveling show called The Zoological 
Institute. 

The 101 Ranch Wild West show 
gave its first performance in Ponca 
City, Oklahoma, in April, 1908, and 
closed in Washington, D. C., in Au- 
gust, 1931. 

In 1854 “Doc” Gilbert Spaulding, 
a druggist from Albany, invented 
quarter poles. 

“The Mechanic,” a piece of appa- 
ratus like a crane, with which trick 
riders all over the world are now 
taught to ride, was invented by Spen- 
ser Quinn Stokes, who ‘was born in 
Cincinnati in 1819. 

Joshua Stoddard, an inventive 
farmer of Pawlet, Vermont, invented 
the steam calliope. He patented his 
musical set of whistles in 1855. A 
large number were installed on lux- 
ury steamboats, and for several dec- 
ades the waterways of America

echoed to their strident and exciting 
music. 

American-born Richard Sands, 
great equestrian at the Royal Eng- 
lish Opera House in London, is said 
to have sent out the first calliope on 
wheels in a circus parade of his show 
in 1858. 

In the first year that Barnum trans- 
ported his P. T. Barnum’s Great 
Traveling World’s Fair, Circus, Mu- 
seum and Menagerie by rail in 1872, 
he used as a parade feature an elab- 
orate tableau wagon the “Revolving 
Temple of Juno.” The “Temple” was 
drawn by twelve camels with Orien- 
tal robes and trappings. ‘ 

Christy Bros. Big 5-Ring Circus 
made its final tour in 1930 and in 
that year presented the longest and 
most spectacular street parade ever 
given by that circus. Many of the 
famous old Ringling Bros., Barnum 
and Bailey, and Forepaugh - Sells 
Bros. bandwagons and tableaux were 
in that parade. 

Adam. Forepaugh, who is said to 
have originated modern beauty con- 
tests, offered a prize in 1880 for 
“America’s Most Beautiful Woman.” 
Louise Montague won the prize and 
thereafter rode in Iorepaugh’s street 
parade as “the $10,000 beauty.” 

At Delavan, Wisconsin, in 1948, 
the circus parade of old returned for 
one day when Cole Bros. Circus held 
a street parade in tribute to the 
circuses that once wintered in Wis- 
consin. 

One of the earliest listed freaks 
made her appearance in Boston, in 
1771. She was Emma Leach, “A

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“Wentworth’s Hobby 
Museum”

A military school is probably the 
last place to look for an antique mu- 
seum, yet if you visit Wentworth 
Military Academy at Lexington, Mo., 
you can give your peepers a real 
treat, for on the campus is an unique 
collection which usually evokes multi- 
ple “Oh’s” and “Ah’s.” 

The museum, as the cadets tabbed 
the place, is really the hobby room 
in the school dispensary or hospital; 
and each item is the property of Mrs. 
Lillian Westphal, the academy’s hos- 
pital superintendent, who has been 
building her valuable assemblage for 
the past twenty-five years. 

Cadets have been her best publi- 
city agent. She came to Wentworth 
in 1937, and during that time she 
has nursed hundreds of cadets. Con- 
fined to the academy on the doctor’s 
orders, they eventually saw the col- 
lection and they heard the proud 
owner expatiate upon her treasures. 
Naturally, they wrote home to ma- 
ma, who became very interested. 

Many visitors are attracted to this 
collection, particularly women. Per- 
iodically, the school’s newspaper, 
“The Trumpeter,” has carried stories 
on this hobby room, and mothers of 
cadets were among the first visitors. 
They went back home and told their 
friends. Soon there were new visit- 
ors, a sprinkling. of curiosity seekers 
indeed, but. most of the callers were 
bona fide. collectors who accumulated 
similar items though on a less ex- 
tensive scale. y 

A few years back, a Philadelphia 
newspaper gave. her. collection a 
brief write-up. A. barrage of letters 
from hobby fans everywhere descend- 
ed upon her from all parts of the 
country. 

Over a period of years there has 
been a steady stream of visitors, 
some following up earlier corres- 
pondence after hearing about her 
hobby, who dropped by to get ac- 
quainted. “May we take a peek?” 
they inquired. 

“Goodness yes,” she replied exult- 


ingly, for there is no greater pleas- 
ure for a hobbyist than to display a 
collection and to sit down and dis- 
cuss one’s prized possessions. 


When questioned about the first time 
the bug bit her, she declared that 
she wasn’t sure whether she selected 
the hobby or vice versa. The collect- 
omania first hit her while she was 
a nurse trainee at the Baylor Univer- 
sity Nursing School in Dallas. She 
was intrigued by a classified ad in 
the hobby section of a magazine for 
nurses. The advertiser offered to ex- 
change animals for china. Mrs. West- 


“phal had all sorts of china that had 


been in her family for years. The 
two got together, and in return for 
china, she received all sorts of 
animals made of glass, wood, china, 
and sizes ranged from tiny minia- 
ture replicas upwards. 


That started her and she began 
converting dollars into antique items. 
Today, her collection includes but- 
tons, antique hatpins,. attractive 
painted plates, china and _ bisque 
figurines, butter bowls, demi-tasse 
cups, dolls, a number of special 
oddities, and a variety of antique 
china and glass pieces. Many of the 
items date back as far as 1800. 


She has over 4,000 buttons alone 
which she values at $500.00. She first 
started with typical picture buttons 
such as illustrations of the black- 
smith, Red Riding Hood, and repre- 
sentations of various Aesopian char- 
acters. These picture buttons were 
quite the rage in the 1800’s when men 
were Beau Brummels and wore satins 
and: buckled shoes. Later she branch- 
ed out to enamel and other types of 
buttons, working at it till she built 
up the button section to its present 
assortment. 


She has amassed more than 1100 
hatpins over a five year period. The 
most highly prized hatpin holders 
among her large hand-painted col- 
lection are two Royal Bayreuth items. 
One is in rose tapestry and the other 
is a painted scene in tapestry. 












Much ingenuity is shown on the 
part of the makers of the “no-longer- 
seen” hat pins. Among the creations 
which make up the heads of the pins 
are the following: owl’s head which 
opens into a _ vanity; a_ perfect 
copy of a dice set with rhinestones, 
white dove; school insignias; cameo 
heads; pearls; turkey’s claws _ hold- 
ing a small silver ball; gold basket 
and numerous jeweled heads. 

Perhaps the most outstanding a- 
mong her antiques are the 180 hand- 
painted plates, with the smallest 
measuring three inches and the larg- 
est fifteen inches. Two are Dickens 
characters on fifteen inch plates, 
made in England. Another is a hand- 
painted creation of vegetables with 
white gold scalloped border by Golse 
of Germany. She especially prizes a 
plate that was painted in 1662, the 
oldest one in her collection. It is a 
bar scene with the characters in 
clothing typical of that day, and in 
the background a monk is viewing 
the bar. 

A few of the many plates portray 
Gibson girl heads and other head 
paintings such as Queen Louise, 
Mary Therese, which was painted by 
Perrier; two Anna Helm plates 
which were painted in Germany; a 
Royal Art Italian plate by Comb; 
the death of King Lear, and King 
Lear, his daughters and statesmen 
both in Austrian China. 

On two plates:are painted the head 
of the notorious Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, 
whose husband,*:Harry K. Thaw, 
murdered a man over her love. The 
plate collection is amply sprinkled 
with animal ané“bird paintings. Mrs. 
Westphal also prizes a plate of dark 
raw blue listrewith gold “border 
and gold etching ‘of ‘the Aesop fable, 
“The ‘Tortoise and the Hare.” 

Her:combination of antiques includ- 
es fifty-three ‘dainty demi-tasse cups 
and ~ thirty-five pattern’ glass butter 
bowls. ice 
“Some items that have a special 
appeal to her include a Gone With 
the Wind banquet lamp, a Mary Gre- 
gory pitcher, a Napoleon plate fea- 
turing old Bonaparte and three con- 
sorts, a Bonn China clock made by 
the Ansonia Clock Works in New 
York, patented June 18, 1882. She is 
particularly attached to the latter 
for her birthday is June 18, but 
much later than 1882. Oh, yes, the 
clock still runs! 

In one nook of her hobby museum 
can be found a number of academy 
sport trophies, which stand out sal- 
iently amid this miscellany bearing 
the stamp of antiquity. On the campus 
she is affectionately known as “The 
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Wentworth’s Hobby Museum is a favorite browsing place with cadets at the Went- 
worth Military academy, Lexington, Mo. 





Duchess.” Naturally, being hospital 
superintendent, she is very close to 
the athletes, since she doctors up 
the casualties — especially during 
football season. 

Standing out among these sports 
souvenirs is a six-foot plywood Red 
Dragon (the team bears the nick- 
name Red Dragons) that was pre- 
sented to her twelve years ago. This 
Dragon has graced the front of the 
academy hospital for every home 
game since it was first given to her. 
Also standing out conspicuously are 
two footballs used in grid games 
dedicated to her. Names of ail the 
players who engaged in these two 
contests are autographed on the two 
pigskin spheroids. 

In passing, it fight be mentioned 
that she also has an outdoor interest, 
the raising of flowers on the aca- 
demy’s hospital grounds in the spring 
and summer. She boasts that she has 
50 of the 100 favorite iris, including 
the No. 1 specimen, the Ola-Kola, 
selected by 1,000 members of the 
American Iris Society. Most of these 
were given to her by the late Eugene 
Mattingly, Wichita, Kans., who-oree 
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headed the Kansas Iris Society. The 
Louisiana, Kempfer and Vesper Iris 
are among her special floral fa- 
vorites, and they stand out con- 
spicuously in her garden, adding 
color, beauty and lustre to the Went- 
worth campus. 

But let’s get back to the antiques, 
for after all they represent her main 
hobby, her most paramount diver- 
sion. Last year, a portion of her col- 
lection was placed on exhibition in 
one of the stores in downtown Lex- 
ington in connection with a project to 
trim all display windows with items 
having to do with Lexington’s his- 
torical past. 

The window-dressing project was 
undertaken by the city’s Garden c'ub 
to create the proper atmosphere for 
its fal] tour of old homes and gar- 
dens in Lexington early in October, 
an event that attracted thousands of 
visitors from all oversMissouri: This 
was just one of the.many times dur- 
ing the past few:ipeara that her 
collection has been: on display here 
and elsewhere. 

On another occasion last year she 
entered part of her collection in a 
competition sponsored by the Busi- 
ness and Professional Woman’s club 
in her community, and she won first 
prize for having the best and most 
interesting woman’s hobby. She has 
copped other laurels over a_ period 
of years, but claims she has now lost 
count of the many ribbons that she 
has won at various hobby shows. 

Mrs. Westphal takes extreme de- 
light in her hobby, devoting her 
spare time to it. She admits frankly 
that her hobby is actually an obses- 
sion. Every now and then she does 
break down and turn to an. exciting 
murder mystery, but it has to be an 
outstanding yarn to keep her from 
her treasures for very long. Nor- 
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mally, after she has tucked away the 
last cadet for the night, she spends 
at least an hour with her collection, 
fondling, classifying, and reminisc- 
ing on how she came by the many 
favorite pieces, the difficulties she 
sometimes encountered, and the bar- 
gaining that led to the sale. 

How does she pick up the items 
for her collection? She explains that 
she has contacts in different parts 
of the country who know her needs 
and who communicate with her 
when certain items are available. She 
has three or four contacts in Texas 
that have been very helpful, and 
another in Green Bay, Wis. 

Sometimes she has to wait patient- 
ly before she gets what she wants. 
Eight years ago she saw some Tenn- 
essee glass ware that appealed to 
her, but the owner was reluctant to 
sell. It was just a few months ago 
that she heard from him, notifying 
her that she was finally ready to 
close the deal. Naturally, that made 
her very happy. 

She also picks up some things by 
browsing around when opportunity 
presents itself. Vacations for her are 
a particular opportunity to visit an- 
tique stores where she carefully 
serutinizes the displays and buys 
when she finds oddities that strike 
her fancy. 

“Fortunately,” she will explain, “I 
am satisfied with the simple things 
of life, which makes it possible to 
invest so heavily in a hobby.” 

True enough, she has exchanged 
many items and sold others. Time 
increases values. She figures that 
her collection is now worth $10,000, 
and she is still in the buyers mar- 
ket. “I would rather add and hold,” 
is the way she feels now and she 
hopes that unforeseen circumstances 
will not compel her to part with her 
cherished treasures. You have heard 
of stamp collectors who buy certain 
issues and then freeze them for many 
years. When the stamps are brought 
out for sale later, the values have 
skyrocketed. She believes that the 
freezing method is also good for 
antiques, in fact one way that riding 
this hobby can be made an excellent 
investment. 

As far as she is concerned, the 
profit motive is important, for she is 
building for the future. She is look- 
ing-forward to a time when she will 
retire and will want an income other 
than Social Security checks. She 
thinks she-has the answer. Her plan 
is ultimately to use her..¢ollectien: as 
a nucleus in‘dpening a hobby. shop in 
Dallas, ‘Texas, when she terminates 
her ‘nursin®* career. 

By holding on to her pet antiques, 
she figures she will be way «ahead 
economically, for retention of items 
in the collecting game acts like a 
savings account that rewards the 
investor with a generous interest 
dividend. 

You can’t tell her that she doesn’t 
have a profitable ‘hobby. She knows 
so, and. she is anticipating the.time 
when her fascinating avocation will 
help her to earn a comfortable liv- 
ing.

Butting Ram Bank 


A small group of the mechanical banks employ the use 
of a goat or ram in connection with the coin being de- 
posited in the bank. Among these we come to No. 27 in 
our numerical classification of the mechanical banks, 
namely the Butting Ram Bank. 

The subject bank is often called the Bucking Ram, 
Bucking Goat, and various other names. However, the 
figure on the bank is a ram, not a goat and also he butts 
the tree. There is no action of bucking. The best accept- 
ed name, therefore, is the Butting Ram. Often to further 
identify the bank the terminology ‘Man Thumbs Nose’ 
is added. This can be included or not as the individual 
chooses, however it is not necessary as there is no other 
mechanical bank to date that employs a ram butting a 
tree. 

The bank was designed and patented by Mr. O. O. 
Storle, of Burlington, Wisconsin, under Patent No. 548,672 
dated October 29, 1895. Apparently this is the only bank 
patented by Mr. Storle. To the best of the writer’s know- 
ledge the curcumstances surrounding the place and name 
of the manufacturer is not known. The bank shown is in 
general good condition with no repairs and entirely 
original. It was obtained through the good help of Mr. 
E. L. Romey of Bluffton, Indiana. 

It is painted in appropriate colors. The tree is an off- 
color brown and the base with its upright background is 
green.. The boy’s shoes, trousers and hair are black. His 
hat is yellow and his coat light green. The ram is off- 
color white with black horns. The opening in the tree 
stump is yellow. Inscribed on the back of the bank is the 
following: Pat. Oct. 29, 1895. This is in the form of 
handwritten printing rather than the usual type of print- 
ing or lettering. 


The bank operates as follows: First a coin is placed 
in the position as shown in the picture, at the opening 
in the tree stump. The lever located by the tree is then 
pressed and the ram butts forward knocking the coin 
into the bank with his head. At the same time the boy’s 
torso leans backward and he raises his right hand to his 
nose, thumbing his nose at the ram who had just missed 
him. The bank automatically resets itself for action upon 
releasing the lever. 

There are several points of interest about this bank. 
One is that the writer has never seen a specimen in so- 
called mint paint condition. They all seem to have a 
varnish-type finish over the paint. The bank does not 
clean very well because of this. Another unusual feature 
is the fact that there is no way to properly remove the 
coins from the bank once they are deposited. The base 
bottom of the bank has a round type coin trap cast into 
the metal. However it is part of the base itself and can- 
not be removed. This is located under the tree stump and 
obviously it was meant to give the impression of being 
an actual operative coin trap. Another point is that the 
bank is riveted together so the only way coins can be 
removed is by shaking them out through the opening in 
the tree stump. 

The number of Butting Ram Banks in private collec- 
tions so far is very limited. A contributing factor to its 
rarity and desirability to a collector, of course, is the 
subject theme of the bank. There are three banks that 
employ the action of a figure thumbing his nose and this 
is the second one covered so far in the articles. The other 
two are the Freedman’s Bank and the Pelican.

Genre Paintings 


In a recent article I made some 
remarks about Genre painting. Here 
are some examples of it, one by an 
American artist of recent years. 

The oldest of these is probably 
the group of three children which 
bears an undistinguishable signature 
in the upper right-hand corner, but 
is labelled “The Little Obstinate 
Person.” ‘Here, as in good genre 
painting, the artist has told his story 
by the expressions on the faces of his 
subjects. And good facial expressions 
they are, too. Each of the character 
has been executed with the care and 
fidelity with which a portrait would 
have been painted. In fact the artist 
was meticulous in his attention. to 
details of the background, and the 
animals in the scene. Even such un-

important trivia as the boxes the 
children are sitting on, and the litter 
on the floor invite inspection, and 
help to illustrate the way people lived 
in the artist’s time. 

This painting was badly cracked 
but otherwise sound when acquired. 
It was mounted on Masonite, clean- 
ed, and the cracks carefully touched 
up with a brush to render them in- 
conspicious. 

Another good example is “The 
Schoolmaster,” by deLoose, “Bruxs 
1862.” The artist was born in Fland- 
ers in 1809, the son and student of 
an earlier painter, Johannes Jose- 
phus deLoose. He later studied at 
the Antwerp Academy and at Paris 
and a number of his paintings are in 
European museums. His work dealt

largely with people in groups, such 
as ‘“Child’s Festival at School,” 
“Company in Tavern,” “Dutch Farm- 
ing Scene,” ete. 

Here again the illustrated picture 
is. executed in careful detail, and 
every portion of the canvas was 
done with painstaking effort. A close 
examination shows such fine work- 
manship as a marble being examined 
by the two boys sitting on the bench 
under the master’s desk, a slate hang- 
ing behind him on which a few marks 
are visible, and a stone floor on which 
the cracks and litter are as evident 
as though you were in the room with 
them. 

Light streams in through a win- 
dow to illuminate the young lady 
who is the center of interest, a very 
effective arrangement to focus at- 
tention upon her. The faces, even 
those nearly lost in the shadows of 
the background, have been done with 
all the skill of a portrait painter. 
The picture certainly complies with 
one of the qualifications of good 
artistry—it demands attention. 

This painting was originally cov- 
ered with varnish, probably damar, 
because it was quite hard, and had 
darkened with age to the point where 
the figures were not clearly seen. 
Cleaning off the old varnish and re- 
placing it with mastic has restored 
it to its original brilliance. 

Another example of genre paint- 
ing at its best, is by Gari Melchers 
N. A. (1860-1932). It is quite large, 
over five feet high, and hangs in a 
prominent place in the lobby of the 
National Collection of Fine Arts, at 
the Smithsonian. Melchers was an 
American who studied in Europe,

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though he later lived in this country 
and did much of his painting here. 
This particular work, entitled “The 
Sermon” is typical of the Dutch 
painting of the latter part of the 
19th century, in its soft colorings, 
and wealth of interesting detail. 


His characters are life like, beau- 
tifully executed, and his story is 
clearly told in the expressions. It re- 
volves around one of the ladies in 
the foreground who has dozed off, to 
the evident dismay of her nearest 
neighbor. 


This is the sort of a candid picture 
that photographers delight in. A 
boy peeking through a knothole at 
the ball-game, a young-un- peering 
out from between the legs of an on- 
looker at a parade, a watchman a- 
sleep at his job, or a midget sitting 
on J. P. Morgan’s lap, anything that 
shows us on the not too often occa- 
sions when Old Mother Nature takes 
over the controls and kicks our usual 
reserves out the window. Photo- 
graphy however, with all its improve- 
ments and perfections, and all the 
skill of professional photographers 
would be hard put to it to pick an 
instant in the lives of a group of 
young people when they . presented 
such a well composed, beautifully 
colored and interestingly pictured 
group. The candid photographer con- 
siders himself .lucky when he can 
find two or or three people together 
who will make a picture, but to take 
a group like this, put. them together 
into a well planned scene, in large 
size and in color, still requires the 
hard work and ability of such an 
artist as Gari Melcher.

The Bell of St Peter’s 


In many collections there is a high- 
ly ornate bell whose decorations have 
long been a subject of discussion and 
some speculation. The bell in question 
is commonly called St. Peter’s, since 
it is a replica of the nine-ton master 
bell hanging under the huge golden 
dcme of St. Peter’s Cathedral in 
Rome. Many consider this the most 
beautiful bell in the world, so it is 
not surprising that replicas of it are 
always much admired in a bell col- 
lection. 

Although they differ in other re- 
spects, these replicas all appear to 
have the same graceful outline as the 
original and to show the raised fig- 
ures of the Twelve Apostles standing 
around the skirt of the bell. The full- 
length figures stand in groups of 
three, each Apostle holding his as- 
cribed emblem or emblems. The sym- 
bolic significance of these is of course 
familiar to anyone versed in religious 
symbolism. It should be pointed out, 
however, that in a number of replica 
bells slight variations in the Apostles’ 
emblems do occur. 

St. Jude customarily carries a book 
and a club, the weanon with which 
he was killed. St. Simon, who met 
death at the same time, carries a 
saw that falls from his shoulder to 
his feet. It is the instrument with 
which he was sawn asunder. 

St. Philip is shown with a tall staff 
bearing a Latin cross on top. The 
story concerning him is that he once 
found people at a certain city wor- 
shiping a large snake and he raised 
the cross in commanding the snake 
to disappear. St. Thomas with a build- 
er’s rule is more difficult to explain 
because he was a fisherman, not a 
carpenter. E 

Sometimes St. James Minor, first 
Bishop of Jerusalem, carries only a 
pen and a book but often he holds the 
instrument of his martyrdom, a ful- 
ler’s club. St. Andrew‘likewise carries 
the emblem associated with his death, 
a transverse cross similar in shape 
to that on which he was crucified 
for his part in spreading the Gospel 
in eastern countries.

St. Bartholomew holds a large 
knife representing the instrument that 
flayed him to death, while St. 
John has a chalice with a serpent 
issuing from it. This parallels the 
tradition that the Romans tried to 
poison John with the contents of a 
sacrament cup. But, according to the 
story, he and his companions drank 
from the cup without any evil re- 
sults because all poison had departed 
from the contents in the form of a 
serpent. 

It was St. Peter, of course, whose 
death on Vatican Hill first gave 
sacred meaning to the spot. He is 
shown with a pair of keys in one 
hand and a book in the other. The 
latter signifies the truth to which 
he witnessed. The former, the pair 
of keys, is emblematic of the author- 
ity vested in him by Christ. 

Like so many of the other Apostles, 
St. Matthew carries the emblem of 
the death he ‘would face. He was 
beheaded with an axe because of his 
preaching. The money-box in St. 
Matthew’s hand is indicative of his 
calling because he was formerly a 
tax collector for the Roman Empire. 

St. James Major carries a tall pil- 
grim’s staff from which a wallet is 
suspended. This staff is significant 
for him, since he traveled over all 
the known world preaching the Gos- 
pel as he went. 

As on the original St. Peter’s bell, 
the replicas display still more ornate 
figures and symbols above the heads 
of the Twelve Apostles. Here, hang- 
ing always just under the shoulder 
of the bell, is a circle of pendant 
cathedral lamps. In religious sym- 
bolism these signify piety and wis- 
dom or, in other words, spiritual 
light. 

Partially covering a pair of lamps 
on opposite sides of the bell are me- 
dallion busts of Our Lord flanked 
by angels with uplifted wings. em- 
blematic of the Church Triumphant. 

Surmounting the top of the bell 
is what some describe as a replica 
of the dome on the Bishop’s Chapel 


in the Vatican. And it is true, ac- 
cording to Van Treek’s Symbols in 
the Church that St. Peter’s was often 
shown in whole or in part in decora- 
tive art of the past centuries. Others, 
however, claim that this topmost or- 
nament is designed after the Pope’s 
official headdress called a triregnum 
or triple crown. This latter interpret- 
ation would seem the more correct, 
judging by the excellent close-up 
photograph of the papal tiara in 
Fenichell and Andrews’ The Vatican 
and the Holy Year. A comparison of 
the photograph and the top of the 
bell shows an almost exact likeness, 
whereas the proportions of the dome 
on the chapel are broader. 

Supporting this top and circling 
the crown of the bell are serpents 
and four cherubs non-volant. The 
cherubs are on their knees with their 
hands at their sides pressing on the 
heads of the serpents. Cherubs are 
ordinarily the symbol of divine wis- 
dom and justice, while serpents are 
usually the emblem of Satan and sin. 
Combined as they are, these cherubs 
and serpents illustrate the prophecy 
Ipsa conteret caput tumm_ which, 
translated, says “She (the Church in 
its divine wisdom) shall bruise thy 
head.” In other words, the church 
shall triumph over a world fallen 
through sin. 

All of these . . . the Apostles, the 
lamps, the flanked medallions, the 
papal tiara, the cherubs and the ser- 
pents . . . constitute the major orna- 
mentations on St. Peter’s bell. How- 
ever, there are numerous other bands 
both beaded and plain filled with 
small religious insignia. 

In size the St. Peter’s replicas vary 
considerably. The accompanying pho- 
tograph shows a particularly large 
one belonging to Mrs. Paul M. La- 
Rose. It rests on an ornate plate- 
shaped receiver which sets off the 
golden heauty of the piece. These 
larger replicas ‘were sometimes used 
as altar bells; and, according to the 
late Mrs. Hutchings of Mission Inn, 
the plates were then used as servers 
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in the chapel or church. The smaller 
replicas seldom have a matching 
plate. 

Replicas may also be found in var- 
ious metallic finishes. Collectors who 
have had an opportunity to compare 
find that those with a gold-wash 
are perhaps the handsomest. Some- 
thing of the brilliance this finish 
imparts can be seen even in the 
black-and-white photo of Mrs. La- 
Rose’s. Other replicas are finished in 
silver, brass or even dark bronze. 

If not all the St. Peter’s bells are 
of the best tone, their owners may 
take consolation in the fact that the 
original bell, despite its external 
beauty, is not known for exceptional 
tonal beauty. In his book Clocks, 
Watches and Bells (1883) Sir Edmund 
Beckett remarks: “I am told that the 
bell of St. Peter’s at Rome sounds as 
ill as it ought to do from its ex- 
tremely bad flower-not shape; I have 
a model of it and it is loaded with 
ornaments in high relief, which are 
sure to injure the sound; but the 
shape is such that it is of very little 
consequence what the decoration is.” 

Sir Beckett’s ownership of a St. 
Peter’s bell raises the question of 
antiquity in these collectors’ replicas. 
There is an old print of the 16th 
century showing Pope Leo X with 
one. And according to official word 
from the Vatican Library, we know 
that during the Holy Year of 1950 
bells of this type were cast at an 
Italian foundry. To place the exact 
age of each replica within these two 
extremes would of course be diffi- 
cult without substantiating history as 
to the bell’s previous ownership. 

The real St. Peter’s bell was or- 
iginally cast in the ninth century, 
which would mean it was one of the 
great treasures in the Old St. Peter’s

And history tells us that 
there were indeed many beautiful 
appointments carefully kept and cher- 
ished when the millennium-old struc- 
ture gave way to the present building 
in the Middle Ages. 

The bell has been recast several 
times, the date of its final casting 
being open to debate. According to 
one authority it was last cast under 
the papal rule of Benedict XIV, about 
1747. But according to official Vati- 
can records: La campana grande della 
Basilica Vaticana fu rifusa l’ultima 
volta nell ’anno 1786 da Antonio Val- 
adier. To accept this is to credit 
the final casting of the bell to the 
renowned Antonio Valadier in 1786. 

Perhaps these brief historical notes 
have proved that St. Peter’s is pre- 
eminent among the world’s great 
church bells not only in appearance, 
but by tradition too. The basilica in 
which it hangs has been a magnet 
for pilgrims for thousands of years. 
Daily streams of visitors enter and 
leave through the Gate of the Bells 
and the Bronze Door. Many of these 
are privileged to hear the pealing of 
the large bell overhead. On such 
special occasions as the start of the 





Prize possession in Mrs. LaRose’s collec- 
tion of 600 bells is this gold-plated bronze 
bell, an exact replica of the nine-ton bell 
hanging in the basilica of St. Peter’s Cathe- 
dral in Rome. Four cherubim bend over 
from the top. Molded in detailed relief 
around the lower circumference of the bell 
are the 12 Apostles, each of whom bears 
a distinct symbol such as a staff, cross or 
sword. A friend of Mrs. LaRose bought the 
bell from an American soldier who had 
returned from Italy after the First World 
War. 
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Holy Year or the beginning of the 
present Marian Year, for instance, 
the ringing of St. Peter’s bell assumes 
added importance. On such high occa- 
sions it leads the general city-wide 
pealing of all the bells in Rome’s 
500 churches. One by one they join 
the impressive medley until the old 
city echoes and re-echoes their 
chiming. 

Many who have never visited Rome 
are nevertheless familiar with the 
ringing of St. Peter’s bell, for the 
Vatican radio station carries mes- 
sages to all countries of the world 
and broadcasts always begin with the 
tolling of this great bell so worthy 
to hang under Michelangelo’s gold 
dome. 

Because its beauty and its tone 
are so widely known, we hope this 
tentative explanation of the bell will 
aid collectors who have admired but 
have not understood their St. Peter’s 
replica. 


With The Collectors 


Those large English cranberry 
glass bells so desired by collectors 
have long been rather diffcult to find 
in American shops. This year, how- 
ever, at least a dozen collectors whom 
we know have added various sizes of 
these lovely bells to their collections.

How many bells may a beginner 
hope to collect in a year’s time? Mrs. 
Homer King of New Hampshire has 
averaged about 100 bells a year dur- 
ing the four years that she has been 
collecting. This seems to be a fair 
average among collectors as a whole. 
Most those who boast of a thousand 
or more bells have been acquiring 
them over a period of ten or twelve 
years.

Token Rings 


Rings as “tokens” date from very 
early times. We are told that Clovis, 
King of the Franks, in the latter part 
of the fifth century, wishing to marry 
Clotilde, niece of Gondebauld, King 
of Burgundy, deputed Aurelianus, in 
whom he had perfect confidence, to 
ascertain whether the maiden had 
any predilection for him. The mess- 
enger travelled in very humble guise, 
and arrived at the castle in Burgundy 
where Clotilde resided. The princess, 
however, knew beforehand his mis- 
sion, and was prepared to receive 
him. She concealed this knowledge, 
however, and treated him as an or- 
dinary mendicant, receiving him hos- 
pitably, and, according to the custom 
of those times, even washing his feet. 
While this operation was being per- 
formed, Aurelianus said: “Princess, 
if you will permit me, I will tell you 
of strange things.” 

“Speak,” replied Clotilde. 

“Clovis, King of the Franks, has 
sent me to announce his wish to 
marry you. Is it your desire that I 
should ask permission from your 
futher?” 

“What proof can you give of the 
truth of your mission?” 

“The ring of my Sovereign, which 
he entrusted me with for this object.” 

“But,” said Clotilde, “I am a 
Christian, and I cannot marry a 
pagan. If, however, it is the will of 
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Ring Lore 


God that I should become the wife 
of Clovis, I am content.” 

Thus saying, she received the ring, 
and gave Aurelianus her own ring 
in return, and after some difficulties 
with Gondebauld were overcome, 
Aurelianus married Clotilde in the 
name of King Clovis, by the gift of 
“one sou and one denier,” as the 
price of her liberty, according to the 
custom of that period. 

If the old historians are to be 
credited, this is the earliest instance 
of a marriage by proxy. 

Edward the First, in 1297, present- 
ed Margaret, his fourth daughter, 
with a golden pyx, in which he de- 
posited a ring, the token of his un- 
failing love. He placed it in her 
hands with a _ solemn _ benediction, 
when she bade him farewell, pre- 
paratory to rejoining her husband 
at Brussels. 

Hardyng, in his “Chronicles,” re- 
lates a pretty story of Oswald, King 
of Northumberland (seventh cent- 
ury), and Kineburg, his consort. A 
hermit, of extraordinary sanctity, de- 
sirous of ascertaining whether any 
person surpassed himself in purity 
of life, was, in answer to his medi- 
tation, told by revelation “that King 
Oswald was more holy, though he 
had wedded a wife.” The pious her- 
mit accordingly repaired to the king, 
with holy zeal, to be informed con- 
cerning his course of life. On which 
love and confidence which reposed on 
Oswald, in the true spirit of that 
the purity and virtue of his beloved 
wife, referred the hermit to her, bid- 
ding him carry to her his ring, with

this command that she should enter- 
tain him (the hermit) as though he 
were her own royal spouse. The 
Queen who had the greatest vener- 
ation for her husband, failed not to 
obey his instructions, but, while she 
shared with the holy man the regal 
repast, showed him that it consisted 
only of bread and water, no other 
food being permitted to him; thus 
exhibiting an example of that self 
denial by which purity of life is 
alone attainable. When night came, 
the hermit was more surprised than 
ever when the queen ordered him to 
be put into a cold water bath, accord- 
ing to the custom of the King whom 
he wished to imitate. Gladly, and yet 
right early in the morning, did the 
venerable man take leave of the 
queen; and, having restored to King 
Oswald his ring, frankly acknow- 
ledged that his whole entire life was 
not so holy as one of the King’s days 
and nights. I must observe, however, 
that with this rigid observance 
of sobriety and virtue, King Oswald

and of but 22 inches in stature... . 
She is willing to exhibit herself as 
a shew to such Gentlemen and Ladies 
as are desirous to gratify their curi- 
osity, for one shilling lawful money 
for each person.” 

The smallest person who ever e¥- 
hibited herself was Lucia Zarate, the 
Mexican Lilliputian. When she was 
twelve years old, she weighed only 
five pounds and was 20 inches high. 
She showed with Admiral Dot in the 
old Keith Museum in Boston. She 
died of pneumonia as a result of ex- 
posure while on a stalled train in a 
blizzard in the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains in 1889. 

An “armless wonder,” Miss M. A. 
Honeywell, made silhouette cutouts of 
the New York curious for twenty- 
five cents apiece from 1798 to 1831. 

The first sea lion went on exhibit 
in Boston in 1716; the first camel 
there in 1739. A monkey is the first 
trained animal on record and was 
described like this in a New York 
newspaper in 1751: “He is a creature, 
called a Japanese, of about two feet 
height, his body resembling a human 
pen in all parts except the feet and 
tall.’ 

The first elephant ever to set foot 
on this country is supposed to have 
been shipped from. Bengal in a ship 
called “America.” it reached New 
York in April, 1796, and was shown 
at Broadway and Beaver Street be- 
fore being taken on a tour of the 
country. Purchase price is said to 
have been $10,000. 

The most famous elephant of all 
was Old Bet, who was bought in 
London for twenty dollars by the 
brother of Hakaliah Bailey, and sold 
to Hakaliah for $1,000. 

Dan Rice—most famous as a clown, 
but well known also as a circus pro- 
prietor — experimented with electric 
lights for his Big Top in 1852. The 
Dan Rice Circus was one of the most 
successful of the old wagon shows. 
It toured the country from 1861 to 
1879. Rice also at one time operated 
showboats on the Mississippi. 

The largest of the circus boats 
operating on any of the rivers of 
America ‘was Spaulding and Rogers’ 
Floating Circus Palace, built in Cin- 
cinnati in 1851. This floating show 
resembled a huge box and was almost 
200 feet long and thirty-five wide.

the second role, gratified in their con- 
tribution to the success of others. It 
requires rare skill and deep human sym- 
pathy to do this well. Some, like Andre 
Benoist, do it supremely. 

In considering a few of the un- 
countable songs that have been writ- 
ten with Mother and Mother Love 
as their theme, it’s odd to see how 
little attention song writers have 
paid to: Mother’s Day. Off-hand, one 
recording of a song specially written 
for that occasion can be recalled. A 
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quarter of a century ago, Ford Rush 


and Glenn Rowell waxed “I’l! Wear 
a White Flower for You, Mother 
Dear” on a Columbia platter. It was 
appropriately combined with that 
hallowed old-timer, “A Boy’s Best 
Friend is His Mother.” 


This makes it seem as if Irving 
Berlin may have missed a trick. 
Berlin, who gave the nation its un- 
official patriotic anthem in “God Bless 
America” and its equally unofficial 
secular Christmas and Easter com- 
positions, “White Christmas” and 
“Easter Parade,” hasn’t turned the 
trick for Mother’s Day. However, in 
1919 he paid homage to the Mother 
theme with “Was There Ever a Pal 
Like You?” (although Mother lives 
in an exalted sphere of her own, she 
is sometimes a Pal to her children) 
and in 1916 he had written “When 
the Black Sheep Returns to the 
Fold,” a musical setting of the old 
prodigal son theme in which the 
wanderer’s aged parents “shed tears 
of real joy as they whisper ‘My 
Boy!’ ” 


Just a cursory run-down of song 
titles makes it apparent that every- 
thing connected with Mother is 
sacred. The writer sheds tears of 
remorse and leads a better life as 
he recalls “My Mother’s Prayer” or 
“My Mother’s Bible.” “My Mother’s 
Rosary” was “ten baby fingers and 
ten baby toes”—‘“she’d watch them 
by the setting sun and when her 
daily work was done she’d count 
them each and every one.” The theme 
of regret for past misdeeds runs 
through the revival hymns, “Tell 
Mother I’ll Be There” and “Meet 
Mother in the Skies,” as well as the 
one which Homer Rodeheaver used 
to intone at Billy Sunday’s revival 
meetings, ‘Mother’s Prayers Have 
Followed Me.”

is the first prince of our Saxon rulers 
who is recorded to have been served 
in silver dishes. We can easily under- 
stand a hermit’s repugnance to bath- 
ing of any kind. 

Some other instances of rings as 
tokens are related by mediaeval his- 
torians. We are told by Matthew 
Paris that Pope Innocent, desiring 
to gain King John over to favour his 
plans, and knowing that he was 
covetous, and a diligent seeker after 
costly jewels, sent him four gold 
rings adorned with precious stone, 
in token that the rotundity of the 


rings signified eternity; “therefore 
your royal descretion may be led by 
the form of them to pray for a pass- 
age from earthly to heavenly, from 
temporal to eternal things. The 
number four, which is a square num- 
ber, denotes the firmness of mind 
which is neither depressed in adver- 
sity nor elated in prosperity; which 
will then be fulfilled, when it is 
based on the four principal virtues, 
namely—justice, fortitude, prudence 
and virtue. . . . Moreover, the green- 
ness of the emerald denotes failth; 
the clearness of the sapphire, hope; 
the redness of the pomegranate de- 
notes charity, and the purity of the 
topaz, good works ...... In the 
emerald, therefore, you have what 
to believe; in the sapphire, what to 
hope for; in the pomegranate, what 
to love; and in the topaz, what to 
practice; that you ascend from one 
virtue to another, until you see the 
Lord in Zion.”

Charles II loved Flanders lace and 
wore much of it, his cravats being 
richly laced and tied. Pepys in his 
diary of October 19, 1662, mentions 
his lace band, and refers to his wife’s 
gold lace, and garments guarded with 
lace.

Lace cravats remained popular for 
many years and James II, wore on 
his coronation a Venice Point lace 
cravat which cost 36 pounds and 10s. 


—~—- 
Queen Anne sent to Flanders for 
her lace. Until this time we find the 
term “Flanders” covered all the laces 
the Netherlands furnished. In 1710 
she paid 151 pounds for twenty-six 
yards of fine edged Brussels lace and 
two years later her lace bill of Brus- 
sels and Mechlin laces was 1418 
pounds 14s, to one merchant alone.

In 1711 an embargo was laid on 

the importation of gold and silver 

lace under penalty of forfeiture of 
same, and a fine of 100 pounds.

By 1760, under George III, much 

lace was used in masculine dress, but 

the finest lace appeared only on 
special occasions.

In 1802, it was the custom for 
ladies to receive their company in 
bed. Lady Chesterfield, on receiving 
the Queen and George III, reclined 
on a state bed, dressed in white satin 
with much lace. The counterpane was 
of white satin embroidered with gold 
and the bed of crimson satin lined 
with white, 
In 1780 the farthingale having re- 
gained its original proportions, 
changed from thick heavy materials 
to gauzes and thin materials trimmed

Probably the most costly lace gown 

ever made in France was that made 

for Empress Eugenie in 1853.

Charm of 


Old Houses in New York 


Arthur Meeker in the 
Chicago Tribune 


NEW YORK—One of the things I 
like best about New York is the fact 
that, tho it is first of the world’s 
great modern cities, it has managed 
to keep a good deal that’s old and 
quaint. You have only to learn where 
to look. I thought of this the other 
night as I traveled out to the Brook- 
lyn museum to see a new series of 
mid-19th century rooms recently put 
on display. 


It took three subways to get us 
there, but the gala opening was 
worth it; punch was served, a cham- 
ber orchestra strummed tunes of the 
period, and surely every curator in 
the metropolitan area was on hand 
in his best bib and tucker. The 
main attraction of the exhibition is 
the awesomely wonderful Moorish 
library from the Rockefeller house 
on 5th ave. 


But you don’t have to go so far to 
inspect Victorian backgrounds. 
Among the most interesting is the 
Theodore Roosevelt house, just 
around the corner from where I 
live. This also is a museum and 
contains a gallery of souvenirs both 
grave and gay, relating to the tur- 
bulent and colorful career of a man 
who lived life to the full of the day 
he died, Soldier, sportsman, author, 
politician — one wonders often how 
he managed to crowd so much into 
barely 60 years; there seems enough 
— here for half a dozen ordinary 
ives. 


After his death the old brownstone 
at 28 E. 20th st. was bought by a 
committee and reconstructed as it had 
been in the President’s youth. Mrs. 
Douglas Robinson, his sister, super- 
intended the delicate matter of re- 
furnishing; the room where Theodore 
was born, the children’s nursery com- 
plete with toys, Mrs. Roosevelt’s ele- 


gant blue satin drawing room, are all 
precisely as they were some ninety 
years ago. To visit them now is 
a vivid sentimental journey to a 
past that is dear to many Ameri- 
cans. 


Even more fascinating architectur- 
ally is the Old Merchant’s House at 
29 E. 4th st. This stately small 
building dates uniquely from the 
time of Andrew Jackson and is con- 
sidered the purest example of the 
so-called Federal style in New York. 
Now a squalid district of warehouses 
and business offices, it once was a 
fashionable neighborhood when the 
Seabury Tredwell family came to live 
there in 1835. Mr. Tredwell—said to 
have been the last New Yorker to 
cling to the 18th century queque — 
was a wealthy, respected hardware 
merchant, tho the portrait we’re 
shown of him betrays a steely eye 
and rather unsympathetic mien. 


At all events, the exterior of No. 
29 is distinctly handsome, red brick, 
the Corinthian columns flanking 
the door and elaborate iron-work. In- 
side, alas! the place has been sadly 
altered and has become with time, 
since everything the Tredwells ever 
owned is still in it, a museum of 
frank horrors, interspersed with a 
few fine old rosewood and mahogany 
pieces, 

You may see the clothes Mrs. 
Tredwell and her five daughters 


wore, the books and newspapers they 
read, the pots and kettles their ser- 
vants cooked with. There is even 
a well authenticated ghost, perhaps 
the shade of the last Miss Tredwell, 
who died—at the age of ninety-three 
—in the four-poster bed where she 
was born in 1840. 


Odd tappings disturbed the rest of 
the staid Swedish couple who act as 
caretakers, and caused them to leave 
their top floor quarters for a room 
on the ground level, in which they 
claim the noises continue above them. 


The street must be a lonely one 


_at night, when the warehouses are 


shut and shadows gather in these 
dark old paneled parlors. If I had 
time to investigate, nothing would 
please me more than to rent an 
apartment for myself to find whether 
the — legend has a basis of 
truth.

Collector’s Clocks 


I wouid find it very difficult to 
keep up this series of articles were 
it not for the kindness of many 
correspondents and friends pretty 
much all over the world. Enough in- 
teresting material for a story on 
clocks every month of the year is 
indeed a problem. I do not get enough 
new specimens into my collection and 
consequently must look to outside 
sources. Fortunately, I have thus far 
been able to keep going. 

Mr. Al Longton of Pacific 
Grove, California, recently sent me 
photographs of three clocks in his 
collection. All three of the clocks

were different from anything I have 
written about before and I asked for 
permission to use the pictures. Mr. 
Longton very graciously gave his 
permission for which I am _ very 
grateful. 

Illustration No. 1. This is indeed 
a most interesting specimen of an 
English skeleton clock. Mr. Longton 
informs me that be got this clock 
from Ventnor on the Isle of Wight 
which is located in the English Chan- 
nel off the east coast of England. 
No maker’s name is mentioned and 
I must assume it to be unknown. The 
clock is obviously of English origin 
and probably was made about 1800. 

This clock is approximately twenty- 
four inches high without the glass 
dome, which was removed in order 
to get a better photograph of the 
clock itself. The chief ornamental 
feature seems to be the dial, which 
is beautifully pierced and very lacy. 
It is unusually large for a clock of 
this type. The double base and feet 
are of white marble. Above the 
marble there is another base covered 
with old red velvet and upon which 
the clock stands. 

A great many skeleton clocks have 
only one gear train for time only. 
Most of them actuate a hammer 
which strikes a bell once only at 
each hour, the hammer being pulled 
back and released by the time train. 
This clock is different in having two 
full trains for time and strike. The 
hours are struck on a_ deep-toned 
gong at the back of the clock and 
the half-hour on the bell at the top. 

There are two fusees in this clock, 
one for each gear train. This feature 
has always been of great interest to 
me. We know, of course, that a fusee 
is intended to provide greater time- 
keeping accuracy in a spring power- 
ed timepiece by equalizing the pull of 
the spring during the various stages 
of unwinding. It peforms a_ useful 
function in this connection, theoret- 
ically at least, and is found only in 
fine timepieces where accuracy is 
stressed. There is however no need 
whatever for such close control of 


power to the strike train and the 
application of a fusee is therefore 
superfluous. Why then was it used in 
this manner when some cost could 
have been saved by its elimination? 
The only reason I can think of is that 
it was put in the clock to make it 
more symmetrical. 

Mr. Longton has very good reasons 
to be proud of this fine skeleton 
clock. 

Illustration No. 2. This is a very 
interesting French clock which! is 
again quite different from anything 
I have handled before. It shows a 
definite influence of two types of 
clocks which were popular in the late 
1700’s and the early 1800’s. Some of 
the characteristics of the skeleton 
clock are clearly indicated although 
the movement is not exposed. There 
is also a resemblance to the so-called 
column clocks or chimney clocks. It 
would appear to be a cross between 
the two. 

The base is similar to the base of 
a skeleton clock. The four supports 
are of wood and beautifully scrolled 
and carved. The barrel enclosing the 
movement is also surrounded by the 
same scroll, carved and pierced wood- 
work. 

The dial is porcelain with blue 
numerals and the hands are delicate 
and of a nice design. The beautifully 
engraved and pierced pendulum 
swings in the open between the scroll- 
ed supports. The movement strikes 
the hours. The pendulum is suspend- 
ed on a cord loop. This type of sus- 
yension was favored by many clock- 
makers on the continent during the 
period before and after 1800. The 
clock is covered by a glass dome 
which was removed in order to ob- 
tain a better photograph of the clock. 

This clock also came from Ventnor 
on the Isle of Wight. It is nineteen 
inches high without the dome. It is 
signed “Henry Cie-A. Paris” and 
was probably made in the period 
1782-9. There were several] French 
clockmakers of this same name; some 
of them being descendants of or re- 
lated to the world famous LE- 
PAUTE. 
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Illustration No. 3 is a fine speci- 
men of Austrian clockmaking. It is 
signed “Casper Bauer, Wein.” Baille 
lists a Casper Bauer at Vienna in 
1717. We do not know _ how _ long 
Bauer lived and worked. The design 
of this clock would indicate a date 
of manufacture considerably later 
than 1717 but there is no certainty 
in this. 

Both the upper and lowers sections 
of the case are of ebonized wood 
while the four columns are of ala- 
baster. This combination was used 
extensively by continental clockmak- 
ers of the period and it is a very 
pleasing arrangement. 

As can be seen, the pendulum is 
quite ornate and swings in the open 
gallery between the columns. I love 
to watch the swing of a pendulum 
and consequently I heartily approve 
of this design. 

The dial is richly etched brass and 
has a date ring. The hands are good 
and of the period in design. The 


movement strikes the quarter hours 
as well as the hours, having two 
bells of different tone. The pendulum 
is suspended by a cord loop which is 
always interesting. So far as I can 
find out, this type of suspension was 
never used in America and seldom in 
England. It is a characteristic of con- 
tinental clocks. This is a very lovely 
clock. : 
Some months ago. I received a list 
of clocks, mostly English, from Mr. 
G. H. Bell, 32a The Square, Win- 
chester, Hants, England. Mr. Bell is 
a clockmaker and dealer of consider- 
able distinction. He is also co-author 
of the book “Old English Barometer.’ 
By request, Mr. Bell later sent me a 
number of good photographs of in- 
toresting specimens in his collection. 
Tt am not in position to purchase any 
of these clocks at this time. I did 
however ask Mr. Bell for permission 
to use: the photographs in the “On 
Time” section of HOBBIES and am 
both happy and gratified for that 
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permission which he has freely given. 

Illustration No. 4. Mr. Bell des- 
cribes this clock as follows: “A very 
important German 17th Century 
table clock of fine quality with the 
following very rare features: The 
clock dial is in the center of an ebony 
stand above which is the gilt effigy 
of a winged lion passant. At the 
hour, the lion roars forth the time 
by opening its mouth at each strike 
of the bell and all the time the clock 
is going, the lion rolls its eyes. This 
is a clock of the greatest historical 
and horological interest and is an 
interpretation of Chapter IV, Verse 
6, in the Book of Revelations. Circa 
1650.” 

This is a description all too brief 

for a clock of surpassing interest 
and importance. So many questions 
are unanswered. We can see the 
crude dial and that it has only one 
hand. We can be almost sure that 
the movement is controlled by a 
foliot balance type of escapement. It 
would be most enlightening to know 
if it has a stackfreed or fusee to 
equalize the spring power. Above all, 
we would like to know the name of 
the maker. 
_ This type of clock is of tremendous 
importance in the history of horo- 
logical advancement. The first known 
mechanical time: devices were of 
course huge tower clocks. These 
were followed by the clock-watch, a 
small mechanism which was a minia- 
ture of its huge predecessor but still 
larger than a pocket watch as we 
know it today. The clock-watch was a 
transition piece; neither fish nor 
fowl. From this point, however, time- 
pieces began to assume a definite 
pattern. The clock-watch was made 
smaller and smaller until it finally 
became a watch in the true sense. At 
the same time, the clock-watch was 
made larger and became a clock. 
The table clock may be said to be the 
third stage in the development of 
the clock and is therefore the fore- 
runner of the domestic type clocks 
as we have known them over the past 
three hundred years. 

The design of this clock, the move- 
ment of the lion’s mouth and eyes 
and the Biblical quotation stamp it 
as a superlative specimen of 17th 
century clockmaking. 

Illustration No. 5. By way of di- 
version, we now present a fine illus- 
tration of a most interesting watch. 
This watch was made by Mallet, 
Paris, who was most probably Pierre 
Henry Mallet whose time is listed 
by Baille as 1757-1789. Louis Mallet 
is another famous watchmaker in 
Paris from 1800 to 1824. I would 
guess that this watch belongs to the 
earlier Mallet. 

This type of timepiece was known 
in France as a traveling watch. It 
is too large for a pocket watch and 
was carried along by the nobility 
when traveling in coaches or sedan 
chairs. It is a pair case, the inner 
case of silver and the outer case of 
silver covered with tortoise shell. It 
is of course equipped with a fusee 
and has a verge escapement. It is a 
striking watch and quarter-hour re-

The dial is of fine enamel with 
gilt hour and minute hands. These 
hands are of intricate design and 
beautifully pierced. 

This watch has four hands and 
four numeral rings. The outer ring, 
with Arabic numerals, is of course 
the minute circle. The second ring, 
also Arabic, is the date circle and 
corresponds to the long black date 
hand. The third ring of Roman 
numerals is naturally the hour. ring. 
The fourth ring with Arabic numerals 
and the short black hand is puzzling 
to me and [I cannot be quite sure 
of this function. At any rate, this is 
truly a superb example of French 
watch making in the second half of 
the 18th century. 

I should like very much to have 
more watches in these discussions but 
find it very difficult to get good illus- 
trations.

For five generations Faber’s de- 
scendants made pencils. Eberhard 
Faber immigrated to this country, 
and in 1849 established a business 
in New York City. In 1861 when the 
war tariff went into effect, he erect- 
ed his own factory and thus became 
the founder of the lead-pencil in- 
dustry in this country.

An Antique Doll 


In dressing an antique doll it is 
well to consider its hairdo. This is an 
indication not only of the period but 
of the time of day, especially in the 
case of the early doll when the hair 
was moulded on. Coiffure in the 
1820’s and 1830’s was distinctly dif- 
ferent for morning and evening wear. 
Hair parted in the middle with curls 
or ringlets hanging loosely over the 
shoulders was appropriate for morn- 
ing wear, but hair piled high and 
ornamented with sausage ringlets 
arranged at an angle on either side 
of the forehead that we often see on 
the so-called “milliner’s models” came 
with the figure which was meant for 
evening dress. By “milliner’s model” 
we mean the wasp-waisted, papier 
mache-headed doll with long spindly 
wooden arms and legs which made 
her appearance in the early part of 
the nineteenth century. Many of these 
had very fancy hairdos, which would 
preclude the wearing of chapeaux, 
so that, they could hardly be used as 
models for millinery, hence the name 
“milliner’s models” seems particular- 
ly inappropriate. 

One of these precious dolls with 
fancy hairdo came into the proud 
possession of the writer some years 
ago. The little lady wore a serenely 
contented expression although the 
last hundred years had reduced her 
once elegant black taffeta dress to 
shreds. 

A study of women in paintings of 
the period suggested her name. What 
more appropriate than Adelaide, 
whose coiffure and style of costume 
was so good an imitation of Queen 
Adelaide as portrayed by W. Beech- 
ey in the Nationat Portrait Gallery, 
London! ,

queen of England when Victoria came 
to the throne. Had Adelaide’s daugh- 
ter lived, she would have become 
“Elizabeth 1! of Enaland. — 


carefully as she would her flesh-and- 
blood child. The origin of the name 
is important. Adelaide was a good 
and well-loved queen, better known, 
of course, in Great Britain and in 
Australia, than in America. It was 
during the reign of this queen that 
the city of Adelaide, Australia, was 
founded, with its University of Ade- 
laide situated on the banks of the 
River Torrens, and its many beauti- 
ful churches of nearly all denomina- 
tions. The life of the city is gay and 
formal. There is a woman’s club 
named Queen Adelaide, and a men’s 
club called The Adelaide. Portraits 
of the queen hang in many a public 
building. 

Adelaide, Queen Dowager (1792- 
1849) was born Amelia Adelaide 
Louisa Theresa Caroline, eldest child 
of George, duke of Saxe-Colburg 
Meiningen, and of Louisa, daughter 
of Christian Albert, prince of Ho- 
henlohe in Langenburg. She married 
William Henry the English duke of 
Clarence July 4, 1818. Despite the 
fact that she was twenty-seven years 
younger than her husband, the mar- 
riage was a happy one except in the 
matter of issue. William IV became 
king of England on the death of 
George IV, June 26, 1830. Their first 
child, born the same year as Victoria, 
lived only a few hours. Their second, 
Princess Elizabeth Georgina Ade- 
laide, born a year later, died in her 
second year. Thus it was that Vic- 
toria succeeded to the throne. Had 
Elizabeth lived she would, of course, 
have become Elizabeth II of England 
and Victoria probably never would 
have become the .reigning sovereign.

interference in politics made her un- 
popular, and once her carriage was 
attacked by an angry mob, though 
the mob was beaten off by the canes 
of her footmen. On the dismissal of 
the whig (Lord Melbourne’s) ministry 
in 1834, the words of the ‘Times,’ 
“The Queen has done it all” were 
placarded all over London. The dis- 
missal of her chamberlain, Lord 
Howe, for a vote adverse to the min- 
istry, caused her much annoyance, 
and she refused to accept anyone in 
his place. He continued to fill that 
place unofficially. 

The death of Aelaide’s mother in 
the spring of 1837, and attendance 
on her husband’s last illness in the 
same year, (he died in her arms) 
took so much out of Adelaide that 
she became an invalid seeking relief 
by a change of climate. She spent 
a winter in Malta (1838-1839) where 
she built the church of Valetta, visit- 
ed Madeira in 1847, and died at 
Bentley Priory in Stanmore on the 
second of December, 1849. 

The queen had long lived down her 
unpopularity and was known and 
loved by all for her munificent char- 
ities. 

In this country we have no great 
University of Adelaide nor Queen 
City of Adelaide with its fine church- 
es and beautiful streets but we do 
have a little doll with Adelaide’s 
favorite coiffure to remind us of the 
gentle lady who lived and died in 
the first half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and, in the doll world, no 
treasure is more highly prized. 
Readers Note: See Dictionary of 
National Biography, Vol. I, Abbadie 
Beadon, and Doran’s Memoir of 
Queen Adelaide, London, 1861; also 
Adelaide—Queen of Cities by Isabel 
Carswell Smart, in The Lady, July

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Button Notes 


In the past, I have identified a 
few buttons for fellow collectors; 
now I wish that some fellow collector 
(or anyone having the information) 
would do the same for me, in re- 
gard to the three buttons here shown. 


The Crown button (No. 1), of 
which I have several varieties, prob- 
ably dates back to 1915 or before. 
In the second edition of “Button 
Parade,” I showed this same crown 
on a plain button (p. 114, No. 13); 
I was doubtful then of its identity, 
although I had been informed that 
it was a German button of the 
First World War. Later, another 
such crown ‘was described as 
being English — a button of H. M. 
Prison Service. This is obviously 
incorrect, as the crown, whatever it 
may be, is not a British crown. Nor 
is it the old Imperial Crown of 
Germany, (also shown in “Button 
Parade,” p. 114, No. 16). It more 
nearly resembles the crowns of Nor- 
way, Denmark, Spain and Italy. And 
not long ago I received a_ button 
from Greece which bears an almost 
identical crown. 

Of course, it may be that button 
manufacturers have a_ standard

“Crown,” which they use indiscrimin- 
ately for more than one country! 
But I think it more likely that but- 
ton crowns are designated to con- 
form with the requirements of dif- 
ferent countries. 

One of these Crown buttons is of 
white metal; the others are of bronze- 
finished brass. All are one-piece, con- 
vex, without back marks. When they 
have been properly identified, I will 
mount them among others of their 
own kind, so that they can feel at 
home! 

No. 2 is small and convex, with 
gilt crown and anchor applied on a 
background of dark blue enamel. 
This crown, also, might belong to 
one of several countries. Rev.: ‘ 
& W.—11 M— Paris.” 

No. 3 is large, convex, silvered. 
I have “Ben Told” that it may be 
Dutch or Dutch Colonial. The back 
mark which would help identify it 
is indecipherable. Is it a Uniform 
button or a Livery button, and of 
what country? 

There are many Uniform buttons, 
especially among “Commercial” 
types, which were used locally or in 
a limited area, and are accordingly 


hard to place. But these Crown but- 
tons seem to be rather widely dis- 
tributed, and hence should be a little 
easier to identify. Here’s hoping! 


* * * 


Two recent “escape” narratives, 
“The Colditz Story” by P. R. Reid* 
and “They Have Their Exits” by 
Lt. Col. Airey Neave, D.S.O., O.B.E., 
M.C.** make interesting mention of 
buttons. Both books deal with the 
escapes and attempted escapes of 
British and Allied officers imprison- 
ed in Germany, principally at the 
so-called “escape-proof” Colditz Cas- 
tle, in Saxony. Some of the prison- 
ers attempted to escape disguised as 
German officers; with great skill and 
ingenuity imitation German uniforms 
were concocted from makeshift ma- 
terials. Buttons, being a necessary 
part of the ensemble, were made as 
follows: First, lead piping from un- 
used lavatories was “borrowed” and 
melted down; then buttons with the 
correct designs were carved from 
wood by one of the Dutch officers. 
From these patterns, clay molds were 
made, into which the melted lead 
was poured. Result: excellent imi- 
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tations of the genuine buttons worn 
by the Germans. 

Both these books, which are true 
stories, are intensely interesting “es- 
cape” literature,—literally!—and are 
more thrilling than much current fic- 
tion. They are also worth reading 
as studies in courage, perseverance 
and the spirit that never acknowl- 
edges defeat. ; 

Since the “escapees” were inter- 
ested in buttons only as a means 
tu an end, we are not told what 
became of the counterfeits. Probably 
some ‘were kept as souvenirs, but a 
few may still be lurking within the 
massive walls of the huge (but not 
escape-proof) Castle Colditz. I wish 
I had one!

memento. Take, for instance, the 


spoon with handle made from a shell 
of Worid War I days and with bow! 
fashioned of copper to match it. 
Think, too, of the popularity of the 
current cvronation spoons. Fairs and 
expositions, discoveries, inventions, 
and expeditions! All these give rise 
to the making of, the collecting and 
preserving of an array of different 
spoons. 

Spoons prove themselves unusual 
when a person studies to find the di- 


versity of uses for which they are . 


fashioned. The reader’s mind is at 
once flooded with the numerous uses 
of the spoons of a common everyday 
existence. But what about a Maté 
spoon used by Brazilians? The spoon 
strains the liquid from the leaves 
right in the cup or glass and the 
tea is drawn to the mouth through 
the quill handle of the spoon. 

And there is the Mcnkey Spoon, 
made to hang on the rim of the 
punch bowl, and used long ago to 
drink punch from the bowl on cer- 
tain occasions of feasting. The tiny 
salt spoon was once an essential to 
accompany the crystal salt cellars. 
Perhaps the oddest in use is the 
snuff spoon. It fit into the snuff bot- 
tle, the crown of its stem being the 
stopper for the bottle. The one in 
Mrs. Mitchell’s collection has the 
head of Satan for this “spoon crown, 
bottle stopper” combination. It seems 
that this necessity for the snuff 
spoon accompanied the habit of snif- 
fing snuff, (up the nose) not of 
dipping it or holding it in the mouth. 

Spoons are sometimes odd or un- 
usual because of -their form. Few 
people have ever seen a folding 
spoon, which actually is two snoons, 
one at either end of the handle, so 
made that it can be doubled up, the 
small end fitting into the larger 
spoon so that it can be easily tucked 
away—Say in one’s pocket. 

The bowls of spvons are of varied 
sizes and shapes. Some are shallow; 
some, deep. The wide part may he 
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Another reason why the study and collecting of old buttons is so rewarding.

near the stem or directly opposite, 
or even the middle. One is shaped 
like a leaf, another like a spade. 
Some bowls are the masks of those 
people, real or mythical, whose exist- 
ence they commemorate. And for the 
collector the most coveted bowl shape 
is the one that shows use, even to 
the point of deformity. The Puritan 
pewter and brass svoons of this col- 
lection, both worn down to “lopsided” 
shapes are treasures as well as curios. 


What unique shapes and designs 
the stems of spoons may turn out 


to be! They may be long, short, 
twisted, embossed, carved, round, 
flat, rectangular, or hexagonal. Or 


they may take on the form of some 
creature or statue as do the spoons 
with dragon stem, totem pole, or 
Egyptian obelisk. 

In seeking the curios one could ad- 


here to selecting the unusual in 
crowns of the spoons. The bust of a 
goddess or a military hero or Presi- 
dent or author may rest upon the 
stem. Or an Egyptian mummy casket 
or Iron Lady Torture Chamber (both 
of which open on tiny hinges). Then 
there are the ram’s head, the goose 
head, the rooster, the lion and the 
horse. There may be the figure of a 
Dutch ship. windmill. or shoe. There 
are the dancers, a fish, the Statue of 
Liberty. And holding their own dis- 
tinctive place: the figures of the 
Apostles. Let us not forget to men- 
tion the precious jetvel, set in the 
crown. 

A hobbyist often delights in doing 
that which is different. One could 
reach the zenith of this desire by

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THE SHAKERS 


and their furniture 


Chairs 

Chairs were among the very 
earliest items of furniture construc- 
ted in the Shaker workshops. And 
they, with the oval boxes, continued 
to be made long after the making of 
other furniture had ceased. As early 
as 1789, records show that chairs 
were being made at the New Lebanon 
Colony and this Colony became the 
center of the Shaker chair industry. 
It is evident that many Shakers— 
both men and women —were busy 
with the various details of chair- 
making. 

In the months before 1800 (and 
these might well be called the ex- 
perimental period), chairs construc- 
ted at the Shaker workshop doubtless 
differed liitle from the  slat-back 
chairs made by the joiners of the 
region roundabout. By 1800, how- 
ever, the design had been perfected 
by the Shaker workmen in accordance 
with their own ideas, and a some- 
what standardized chair continued 
to be made thereafter. By this time, 
also, the sale of chairs to neighbor- 
hood stores had begun, and as this 
product became known and popular, 
orders were received from the stores 
of Boston, New York and other large 
cities. 

In addition, various types of chairs 
were made for the use of the com- 
munity itself. There was a low, one- 
Slat-back dining chair. There were 
high-seated chairs for use at coun- 
ters, laundry tables and desks, with 
the seat 22144” from the floor. These 
were made with one-slat, two-slat and 
three-slat backs. High and low 
Swivel chairs were made for use in 
schools or at shop desks, There were 
side chairs and rockers for children. 
There were armchairs, invalids’ 
chairs, and other types for special 
uses, 


PART II 


Shortly after 1800 rocking chairs 
appeared and seem to have been most 
popular with the Shakers, them- 
selves, as well as with the “worldly 
ones”. After all, they offered a 
welcome comfort not too common in 
chairs of the period. Although these 
rocking chairs were of some variety, 
they can be loosely classified. They 
were similar in most respects. The 
arm rests differed. There was the 
mushroom-post type (and most of 
the later rockers were in this style) ; 
the scrolled arm; and the rolled arm. 
All had a four-slat back with one 
rung at the rear of the body and two 
at the front and sides. Very rarely 
a rocker was made with a five-slat 
back. The backs and seats varied 
greatly in width with the back posts 
ending in finials, generally of the 
acorn variety. Occasionally these 
finials were pointed but usually they 
were rounded at the top. The arm 
rests were low. 

At times a narrow rod was placed 
above the top back slat from the 
upper edge of one finial to the 
other. To this a cushion could be 
attached for additional comfort. Sew- 
ing rockers were similar to the four- 
slat back rocker but often were made 
with a three-slat back and without 
arms. Whatever the type, the Shaker 
chairs and rockers had a delicacy 
that distinguished them from other 
chairs of the period. This was 
largely due to the smallness of the 
posts used in their construction. Even 
in the largest chair, these posts sel- 
dom were more than 1% inches in 
diameter. 

In the earliest chairs, the rockers 
fitted into slots cut into the posts 
with the rocker about even with the 
front post but extending six or seven 
inches beyond the back post, This 
rocker was a heavy, shaped piece of

wood. Later it was made to extend 
a short distance in front and still 
later a thin, delicate, blade-like 
rocker became common. 

In the beginning, a narrow splint 
was used for the seats; then rush, 
listing-tape and cane. When the 
hand-woven listing tape was used, it 
was often in two colors to form a 
checkerboard design. With this tape 
seat, a slight padding was placed be- 
tween the upper and under layers, 
extending well over the front edge 
of the frame. This provided extra 
comfort and also helped protect the 
tape over the front wooden rod from 
wearing thin. 

Many of the early chairs and rock- 
ers were painted a dark flat red. 
Soon, however, a thin red or yellow 
stain was used; later varnish stains 
and commercial dyes in dark colors 
were common. The entire chair frame 
was dipped into the stain, making 
the painting of it a one-operation 
process. By 1807 side chairs were 
selling to the “outsiders” for seventy- 
five cents each while a_ rocker 
brought about twice that amount. 

One of the innovations of the 
Shakers was the tilting chair. In 
this a socket was made in the rear 
posts of the side chair and a small 
ball with a flat bottom edge was 
fitted into this socket. A leather 
thong passed through a hole bored 
into the post about an inch from the 
bottom and then through the ball 
which was thus held in place. The 
flat end of the ball rested on the 
floor and enabled the chair to be 
teetered back and forth. 

A student of furniture can usually 
tell the age of a piece by a quick 
appraisal of its’ general style and 
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appearance. In determining the age 
of a Shaker chair, examine the seat, 
the shape of the rockers, whether the 
nails are hand-wrought or machine- 
made, and whether the dowels are the 
square, hand-chiseled variety. 


Oval Boxes 

The making of boxes began as 
early as that of chairs. These boxes 
were made also to sell outside the 
community as well as for the use of 
the Shakers. The same careful work- 
manship went into the construction 
of this somewhat unimportant item 
as into the most important piece of 
furniture. These boxes were made 
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in many sizes, were often sold in 
“nests” and had many uses, In their 
making a thin band of maple of the 
required width was cut out at one 
end by means of a pattern into 
“fingers” or “lappers”. The piece 
was then steamed and wrapped 


- around an oval mold with the “fin- 


gers” overlapping. These were glued 
and fastened down by copper or 
wrought iron rivets. A dise of pine 
was then fitted into the bottom. 
Covers were made in the same 
fashion. Boxes were painted in mel- 
low old reds and yellows, blues and 
greens. Most common, however, were 
those in a clear varnish.

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generally supported by wooden straps 
or brackets - including the butter- 
fly. At times the long dining-room 
ro had many small individual 
drawers along the sides to hold the 
flatware and napkins. Again a table 
would be made with a drawer at 
one end extending back half the 
length of the table. 

Many of the small four-legged 
tables had a “bread-board” or an 
oval top, and the most common leg 
was a simple turned rod without 
foot, although in some of the com- 
munities a small button foot was 
used, and on rare occasions at the 
New Lebanon colony a Dutch type 
foot. Tip tables.were made for the 
Sisters’ shops and retiring rooms, 
and rim-top tables with one or more 
drawers for the sewing shops. There 
were large tables for the laundries, 
for baking and for breadcutting. 

Candlestands and “peg-legs’” were 
of many types for use beside the 
looms, sewing-tables and in other 
occupations. © ‘There were _ several 
types of sewing stands usually with 
square tops and with a narrow draw- 
er on either side to be used by two 
Sisters working together, 

The outstanding features of these 
Shaker tables and stands in addition 
to the careful workmanship that 
went into their construction, were 
their comparative lowness and the 
slightly tapered and rod-shaped turn- 
ings of the legs without foot or other 
terminal. Because of the Shaker de- 
sire for simplicity, Shaker tables will 
have no elaborate turnings, vase-like 
pedestals or other ornamentation 
usual at this period for furniture 
made outside the communities. 

Chests and Cupboards 

In a day before closets were num- 
erous in any household, order de- 
manded furniture in which to store 
clothing, bedding and other linen. 
Without doubt chests were being 
made in the Shaker colony of New 
Lebanon before 1800 as well as lift- 
top or blanket chests with one, two 
or three drawers. These chests would 
have been known to the converts to 
Shakerism since they were common 
articles of furniture in most parts 
of America at this time. After 1800, 
Shaker records reveal that in addi- 
tion to these several types of chests, 
cupboards, chests of drawers — an 
evolution of the blanket chest—and 
built-in chests of drawers were be- 
ing made in the community work- 
shops. 

There was not too much difference 
between the pieces made within the 
community and those made on the 
outside except that the Shaker items 
would be simple without ornamenta- 
tion and all would show the exceed- 
ingly careful workmanship which dis- 
tinguishes all Shaker furniture. The 
highboy and the lowboy, so popular 
at this time, with shell ornamenta- 
tion and eabriole leg, were not copied 
by the Shaker joiners. 

Feet on chests and cupboards were 
often shaped into an ogee curve or 
an are. At times they were ap- 
plied to the piece being constructed; 
at times they were shaped as part of 
a base molding; and at times they 
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were cut out of the end board on 
either side. Whether constructed in 
one manner or the other, they were 
generally joined at the corners by 
large dovetailing. Turned wooden 
pegs were used for drawer pulls. 
Brasses and escutcheons were absent. 
Catches for doors of cupboards and 
other pieces were of wrought iron. 
Cupboard doors were usually narrow, 
of wood, although occasionally small 
panes of glass were used. 


Special Furniture 

Because of the requirements of 
community living and of the com- 
munity workshops, new types of fur- 
niture were constructed in the Shaker 
workshops. Large counters for tailor- 
ing and sewing shops were made, 
usually with a drop leaf attached to 
the back and with drawers for ma- 
terials. Many combination pieces 
were designed in the Shaker work- 
shops. Other items included writing- 
boxes, step-stools, wall clocks, wall 
sconces, towel racks, and the very 
common pegboards used on the walls 
of almost every Shaker room to hold 
clothing and other small articles. But 
all these were made for the use of 
the Shakers, themselves, and are sel- 
dom available to collectors today. 

The Shaker workshops are closed 
and empty, but every piece of furni- 
ture that came from them, large or 
small, remains as a symbol of the 
Shaker ideal of perfected work, and 
this outstanding workmanship dis- 
tinguishes every chair, every oval 
box, every cupboard.

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Railroad History 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


Henry Clay presided at a meeting 
at which the Lexington & Ohio Rail- 
road was organized on April 16, 1831. 
This was the first railroad charteree 
west of the Alleghenies, and was 
a horse-drawn line with double- 
deckers. Women and children sat 
below. The first rail was laid in 
October, 1831, and the first train run 
a mile the following August. By 
January, 1835, this road was running 
to Frankfort with a steam engine. 


——O— 

Also in 1831, Matthias Baldwin a 
jeweler and watchmaker of Phila- 
delphia, built Old Ironsides, the first 
of the Baldwin locomotives. The 
first train pulled by this engine was 
on the Philadelphia, Germantown and 
Norristown Railroad in the fall of 
1831. It ran only in fair weather. 


—j— 
Baldwin also invented the flexible 
beam truck, which enabled each pair

The first through line to reach 
the Great Lakes from the East was 
the New York & Erie, chartered in 
1832 and completed in May, 1851. 
President Fillmore, Daniel Webster 
and Stephen A. Douglas were on the 
trial run. 


—}—— 
The second line was in the South, 
Athens and Augusta citizens organ- 
izing to build the Georgia Railroad. 
The people of Savannah began the 
Central of Georgia, and also extended 
the Carolina line into the interior, 
hoping to bring western trade into 
Georgia. The first station was called 
Terminus, later Marthasville, after 
the daughter of the Governor of 
Georgia. This later was changed to 
Atlanta. :

About 1833, a man named Ross 
Winans, a horse dealer, came _ to 
Baltimore, Md., to sell horses, He 
built cars for the B.&O., using his 
own invention known as the “fric- 
tion wheel.”

The first American train wreck is 
recorded on November 1, 1833, when 
the axle gave away halfway between 
Spotswood and Hightstown on a train 
bound from Philadelphia. The car 
fell off the track injuring twelve 
passengers. Among these were Cap- 
tain Vanderbilt, and John Quincy 
Adams,

William Norris’ engine, The George 
Washington was the first to prove 
that an engine with smooth wheels 
could climb grades in 1836.

In the same year, Henry R. Camp-

The first sleeping cars were in- 
stalled on the Cumberland Valley 
Railroad between Harrisburg and 
Chambersburg in 1838. These ran 
for several years. One end of the 
car was arranged in the ordinary 
way with day seats, the other was 
fitted up with eighteen sleeping 
berths for the night. They were 
changed back for daytime riding into 
omnibus seats. 

There were three lengths of berths 
with three tiers each. The top tier 
hoisted on a hinge was fastened by 
rope supports to the ceiling of the 
car. The middle consisted of the 
omnibus seats hinged in the same 
fashion, The lower tier was the day 
seat along the side of the car. 

At this time there were two coach 
loads of passengers arriving every 
evening from Pittsburgh, who filled 
the sleepers during the four hour trip 
from Chambersburg to Harrisburg 
on the old rail. There was no extra 
charge for sleeping accommodations. 

——0— 

Ohio proved slower to start rail- 
roads than the other states, no doubt 
because she had built two canals 
which were owned by the State be- 
tween Lake Erie and the Ohio River. 

—_——— 

The first Ohio Railroad was the 
Mad River and Lake Erie started in 
1838, and this road used the first 
engine to have a locomotive whistle, 
“The Sandusky.” - It was also the 
first locomotive to run in the State 
of Ohio, and established the long-used 
standard of that state by its gauge 
of 4 ft., 10 in. This was the first 
locomotive built by Thomas Rogers of 
Paterson, N. J., whose works later 
developed into the American Locomo- 
tive Co. He also designed the iron 
wheel, and the use of weights to 
counterbalance the weight of moving 
parts attached to the wheels. 


—-O0— 
The Western & Atlantic Railway 
of Georgia, reached Atlanta from 
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Charleston in 1845, and the first lo- 
comotive to enter the city of Atlanta 
was dragged in by horses and ox- 
teams. 


—)— 

The tun:el which separated the 
waters of the Tennessee River from 
Georgia was opened November, 1849, 
and was christened by breaking a 
bottle of water from the river Jor- 
dan. Mexican war soldiers fired a 
round of salutes from a cannon made 
of North Carolina iron from the top 
of the ridge. Two years later the 
line reached the Tennessee River at 
Chattanooga. 

—O-— 

Dickens, in his American Notes, 
refers to his ride on Pennsylvania’s 
Line of Public Works, a railroad 
which ran from Philadelphia to Har- 
risburg, taking about three days for 
the trip. The Main Line was famous 
in its day, but in 1846 the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad was organized and 
purchased rail-cana] lines, thus con- 
necting Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. 
By December, 1852, tracks were built 
up the Portage Railroad on either 
side, but the cars still had to be 
dragged over the mountains. By 
1854 the first link was opened, and 
lines finished over the inclines, 

oe 

By 1850 there was a railroad con- 
necting Cincinnati and Sandusky and 
one running between Cincinnati and 
Columbus. By 1851 it was possible 
to travel by train from New York to 
Chicago and in Michigan, the South- 
ern from Toledo, Ohio, and the Michi- 
gan Central from Detroit reached 
Chicago in the spring of 1852. In 
November of the same year railroads 
along the south shore of Lake Erie 
closed the gap between Buffalo and 
Toledo. It was also possible to travel 
from New Hampshire down the East 
Coast to Alabama, by railroad, car 
and boat. 

—-O-—- 

The first improvised Pullman car 
ran from Bloomington, IIl., to Chi- 
cago on the night of September 1, 
1850. It was the Alton Coach No. 9, 
forty-four feet long, narrow and 
slightly over six feet high. It was 
lighted by candles and heated by a 
wood stove. There were curtains in 
front of and between berths, mat- 
tresses, but no covers, and no women 
passengers were allowed on the first 
trip. 

— 

In 1853, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
began pushing west, buying up var- 
ious lines out of Pittsburgh. One ot 
these, the Ft. Wayne, reached Chi- 
cago in 1857. Chicago also was 
pushing west, the Galena and Chi- 
cago Union, which later developed 
into the Chicago & Northwestern be- 
gan working in 1847. The first line 
to reach the Mississippi River was 
the Chicago & Rock Island, which 
began work in 1852 and was com- 
pleted February 28, 1854. 

In 1855 the Northwestern reacheca 
the Mississippi River and the Rock 
Island crossed over it on a long 
wooden bridge. This bridge causea 
much concern among rivermen, and 
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they appealed to Jefferson Davis. 
However, on April 21, 1855, the Des 
Moines crossed over. 

—)— 

About a week later the steamshtp 
Effie Afton was smashed against tne 
piers by the current, and the bridge 
caught fire. Suit was filed by the 
steamship owners, but the Supreme 
Court handed down the decision that 
railroad bridges were lawful. 

—— 

The Memphis Line reached Chat- 
tanooga, thus connecting with the 
Georgia Railroad to Atlanta, then on 
to Savannah and Charleston. The 
Memphis & Charleston line celebrated 
the occasion by bringing a great keg 
of water from the Atlantic Ocean, 
mounted on a flai car from Chariles- 
ton to Memphis, and firemen pump«d 
the salt water into the Mississippi 
River. At the same time firemen in 
Charleston pumped fresh water into 
the Atlantic, thus consummating the 
“wedding of the waters.” 

——— 

In 1855 one year after the Pen- 
sylvania opened its rail line to Pitts- 
burgh, the State finished the new 
Portage Railroad, which proved «% 
failure. It was scrapped in 1857 
when the canals froze, and the rails 
sent to be used on the Pittsburgh, 
Ft. Wayne and Chicago line then 
being built into Chicago. 

—p— 

In the Pullman cars of 1859 the 
backs of the seats were let down to 
form lower berths, and the uppers 
lowered by ropes and pulleys from 
the ceiling. They were also heated 
by stoves near the door, and lighted 
by candles. 


—(—= 
In the summer of 1860, the Pony 
Express made its famous run with 
the mail from Sacramento to St. 
Joseph, Mo. The prize was $200,000 
if they made the trip in ten days. 
Despite every hazard, they won, with 
five minutes to spare. On the Express 
one-half ounce letters were $5 each. 
—Oo— 


In July 1862, a railway mail car 
was installed on the new Hannibal 
& St. Joe Railroad, which later be- 
came part of the Burlington. The 
idea of having mail clerks sort the 
mail as they went along belongs to 
Win. A. Davis of St. Joseph, Mo.

In April 1862, Capt. J. J. Andrews 
cf the Union Army attempted to 
destroy the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad, boarding the early morn-

The numerous uses to which 
and paper-pulp could be applied. in 
various departments of general in- 
dustry is history.

Two circular 
iron plates were then bolted on to 
the tire to hold the filling paper in 
place. The steel tire vested on the 
paper only and was thus rendered 
more elastic, which was important 
both for safety and comfort.

In 1873, Wm. B. Gage, a master- 
mechanic in the employ of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Railroad is given 
eredit for inventing a self-adjusting 
railway-switch which was automatic, 
and its movements were based on 
the familiar switchmen’s law “Keep 
the Main Track Open.” One feature 
was, while the switch could be made 
to control eight side tracks, it would, 
when not in operation lock itself to 
the main track only, thus rendering 
it impossible for any passing train 
bo be switched off from the main 
ine. 

This same year the Liberty & 
Xenia Railroad of Ohio was seized 
by a number of stockholders, aided 
by 300 armed men. The track was 
torn up, trains stopped and telegrapa

at Milwaukee Art Institute 


The Collectors’ Corner of the Mil- 
waukee Art Institute is currently co- 
sponsoring its fourth exhibit in its 
five years of existence ..... a 
record the group may well be proud 
of. The Glass Exhibition, on view at 
the Institute through March 18, is a 
natural follow up of previous exhibits

co-sponsored by the Collectors’ Cor- 
ner. 

Never underestimate the power of 
a collector! In this case, sixty col- 
lectors. When you combine their in- 
terest and enthusiasm with their de- 
sire to learn, big things are often ac- 
complished. 


The first big accomplishment in 
this group’s history was their joint 
sponsorship, with the Institute, of 
“American Primitive Art” (1750- 
1950) an exhibit which drew a fine 
local attendance and in addition at- 
tracted visitors from many distant 
states.

of the works of Josiah Wedgwood, 
F.R.S. (1730-1795) the founder of 
Josiah Wedgwood & Sons. The items 
in the exhibition were lent by the 
Wedgwood Company. Exquisitely 
beautiful pieces were to be seen, rare 
items that thrilled the many gallery 
visitors attracted to the Institute. 

“Tradition of American Silver” 
was their next exhibit. This show 
was gathered from numerous eastern 
museums. It was a show of high 
quality and one enjoyed equally by 
the collector and the layman. 

This year’s study and research has 
culminated in an exhibition of 18th, 
19th and 20th century glass. England, 
France, Germany and Italy are repre- 
sented, with a few items from other 
nations as well. This current show 
is a new triumph for the group. 
While past exhibits have been as- 
sembled by borrowing items from 
museums and collectors throughout 
the United States, after careful comb- 
ing of the Milwaukee area, they 
found enough glassware to make up 
this entire exhibit from local collec- 
tions. 

As one views the exhibit it is un- 
mistakably clear that the Collectors’ 
Corner is a study group that does 
more than insert the word in its by- 
laws. It is evident that the glass- 
ware has been choosen with much 
care and thought and that the show 
has been assembled by those well 
versed on the subject. 

Early in its history the Collectors’ 
Corner of the Milwaukee Art Insti- 
tute decided upon the major part of 
a year’s study for each topic. During 
that year pencils fly, library cards 
become worn, and reference books 
are in high demand. Members must 
deliver papers on a specialized area 
of the year’s subject. These papers 
then go into the club’s scrapbook to 
become a part of the permanent 
record of the organization. 

It is with its enthusiastically 
sought out new knowledge that the 
Collectors’ Corner approaches the big 
event of the year..... the exhibit 
that is the culmination of all the 
year’s research. The current Glass 
Exhibition, like its predecessors, 
brings a joy and satisfaction all its 
own... . wonderful new knowledge 
about a special field of collecting 
shared with others ..... exciting 
examples of what they have learned, 
on view, for other Milwaukeeans to 
study and enjoy. 

The collectors familiar with the 
more technical aspects of the show 
will be interested in studying the 
individual pieces. The more casual 
viewer will no doubt enjoy the ex- 
hibit more as a whole, immediately 
sensing the skill involved and ap- 
preciating the rare beauty of the 
glass. Numerous examples of the

es are to be seen. Those especially 
interested in cut glass (an ancient 
process but still widely used today) 
will find numerous pieces to thrill 
them. Blown glass, also an ancient 
art, is well represented. This art 
gives us our most highly prized items. 
It is impossible for machines to 
capture the beauty and the charm 
of handmade glass. Aristotle recog- 
nized its great beauty when he 
spoke of its “perpetual slight novel- 
ty’? which comes only to a handmade 
product. There are a number of 
pieces of molded glass .... a pro- 
cess used for much contemporary 
glassware. It isn’t new in the sense 
of pressing crystal into moulds but 
the creation of sculptural forms is a 
rather recent development. Beautiful, 
engraved glassware can be seen. This 
art, perfected in Flanders in the 
middle of the seventeenth century, is 
still very popular. Forms transcrib- 
ed take on a luminosity which is un- 
attainable in any other medium. 

Included in the exhibit is an ex- 
quisite Galle vase (French) nine- 
teenth century, which belonged to 
Mme. Schumann-Heink and was prob- 
ably given by her to a Milwaukee 
family. Also on display is a German 
Beaker, dated 1771, of clear glass, 
with an enamel coat of arms. These 
beakers were handblown in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth century and 
the coat of arms of Royal House was 
put on in enamel. 

An interesting early eighteenth 
century Bohemian polygonal beaker 
is a part of the exhibit; Zwischen- 
goldglasser, silver and gold leaf be- 
tween layers of clear glass, it has a 
band of gold at the top and a red 
base. 

A beautiful, eighteenth century 
German Pokal can been seen.... 
it has a ruby thread in the stem an 
finial and an engraved inscription 
reads “Scheiden ohne Leiden.” There 
is an interesting Venetian piece, 
eighteenth century, a decanter with 
etched birds and flowers. 

Two especially beautiful items are 
an English Compote, probably 1850- 
1860, opaque white on clear, and a 
Lobmeyr Amethyst overlay vase, 
twentieth century (Austrian) which 
has an unusually intricate decoration 
of rural scenes cut in overlay. 

There is much of history and of 
art combined in this Glass Exhibi- 
tion .... much to be studied and 
much to enjoy for its beauty.

A special exhibition of glassware 
produced in England last year to 
commemorate the coronation of Eli- 
zabeth II is now being shown at The 
Corning Museum of Glass in the 
_—— Glass Center, Corning,

The collection consists of repre- 
sentative mementos manufactured 
by British glass companies to cele- 
brate the historic occasion, according 
to Paul N. Perrot, assistant to the 
director of the Corning Museum. 
Glassware decorated by various 
means with designs appropriate to 
the occasion range from utilitarian 
pickle jars to fine crystal glass. 


A photographic portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth introduces the exhibition. 
Accompanying an explanation of the 
exhibit is one of the finer pieces of 
the collection, a diamond engraved 
goblet with a color twist stem pro- 
duced by the Whitefriars Glass 
Works of James Powell & Sons, Ltd. 

“Many of the items in the exhibit 
show extraordinary hand craftman- 
ship,” Perrot commented, “And even 
the mass-produced ware is interest- 
ing because of the skillful decorative 
techniques. The overall high level 
of quality was due in part to the 
strict supervision of the council of 
Industrial Design.” 


Exhibition pieces, all of which bear 
a design relating to the coronation, 
include tumblers, mugs, vases, jugs, 
bowls, tankards, loving cups, honey 
jars, tableware, ash trays and even 
wine bottles. Perrot noted that the 
great diversity of objects typifies 
the intense enthusiasm of the Eng- 
lish toward the late coronation. 


The commemorative glassware was 
lent especially for the Corning ex- 
hibition by thirteen different British 
glass companies. Originally schedul- 
ed to open concurrently with the 
June 2 ceremonies, the showing was 
delayed by transportation difficulties. 
The display was installed by David 
Connor of the Corning Museum staff. 


Other commemorative glassware 
in the Corning Museum collections 
include a goblet produced in 1715 
honoring the “Old Pretender,” James 
III, and another manufactured in 
1745 saluting Charles Stuart.

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I Like Old Cameras 


The hobby of collecting old cam- 
eras has proved to be at once inter- 
esting, rewarding, and informative. 
Improvements have been carried 
through from the various’ parts of 
the first simple cameras to the ac- 
curate and highly complicated ones 
of the present day. 


The lens, the shutter, the view 
finder, bellows, form and size of 
box, the plates and film, each has 
been improved through a series of 
steps. This realization of progress 
is made vital by seeing the old 
cameras in different stages of photo- 
graphic development. 


For example, shutters on my ear- 
lier cameras were non-existent. The 
plates were exposed by uncapping 
and recapping the lens. Then came 
shutters of a type that cocked when 
the photographer pulled a string. 
This was on Eastman’s first four 
Kodaks. A few years later shutters 
were made that had a small lever 
which when pulled to one side made 
the shutter ready for the exposure. 
Such arrangement is on Eastman’s 
Pocket camera, last Patent date 1889. 


Early cameras in my collection had 
no view finder. <A card with a V 
line gave the taking angle of the 
lens. Gradual improvements pro- 
duced the accurate view finders of 
today. We could continue this line 
of thought at the expense of other 
equally important considerations. 


One such consideration is the 
human element. It has been a great 
pleasure to meet personally and talk 
to professional and amateur photo- 
graphers who used some of these old 
cameras and equipment. Some of 
these men now in their 80’s were rich 
in a knowledge and skill the modern 
photographer has never experienced. 


Not only meeting these people near 
at hand, but receiving many lengthy 
letters from half a continent away 
about the photography of long ago 
and letters from others who, like 
myself, are collecting old cameras. 
Some have large collections, others 
beginners. 


Many, like myself, enjoy the his- 
torical aspect. Mr. Taft’s book 
Photography and the American 
Scene, and Mr. Jackson’s The Pic- 
ture Maker of the Old West are as 
entrancing as a novel. 


It is fortunate that the camera 
accompanied the explorers of the

West. In addition to regular photo- 
graphs, these explorer-photographers 
made stereo views which soon after 
were found on most parlor tables 
beside the old stereoscope. Then, 
as in the years which followed, the 
camera has recorded the greatest 
era known to modern man. 


These are some of the reasons the 
writer enjoys his modest collection 
of seventy or more cameras that 
are more than fifty years old. To 
mention some of the highlights in the 
growth of photography adds to a 
better understanding and pleasure of 
this interesting hobby. 


As physics and chemistry de- 
veloped, they evolved principles which 
caused photography rapidly to take 
shape. Discoveries by many men, 
too, laid the foundation. The pro- 
cess of making photographs was close 
to having been invented  simul- 
taneously by different men. That 
story alone would require a lengthy 
article. In this connection, we should 
mention these names: Wedgewood, 
Talbot, Nepce and Daguerre. 


To simplify a rather complicated 
situation, let it be stated that photo- 
graphy was made a reality by both 
Talbot and Daguerre in 1839. Each 
worked independently of the other, 
and the resulting methods were en- 
tirely different. Daguerre’s process, 
it seems, was the more popular, and 
the photographs made by his process 
were called Daguerreotypes. 


A great many Daguerreotypes 
still exist and if their owners realized 
that they possessed Daguerreotypes 
they might not follow a common 
practice of taking them out of their 
cases and throwing them away in 
order to use the case for modern 
photos. 


What were these Daguerreotypes 
like? Daguerreotypes were made on 
highly polished copper, mounted in 
black. folding cases. As the Da- 
guerreotypes required protection, 
they were covered with glass. Its 
mirror-like surface must receive light 
from the proper angle for the image 
to be plainly seen. You may have 
some and they deserve a better fate 
than being discarded. 


What was the Daguerreotype cam- 
era and the equipment like? The 
writer does not have one, but through 
the courtesy of Eastman House a 
photograph of such an outfit is here 


illustrated. (See No. 1, p. 102). The 
camera consisted of two boxes, with 
one end removed from first and both 
ends from the second. One box was 
telescoped into the other. A lens 
was on the front box, a mirror at an 
angle at the back, and ground glass 
at an angle to the mirror so that 
the camera could be focused. 


Apparently later models had a door 
opening on top, with the ground glass 
inserted in the camera. The ground 
glass would be removed after the 
camera was focused and the plate 
holder inserted in its place. Space 
does not permit a description of pre- 
paring the copper plate and of the 
Daguerreotype process. 


Fox Talbot’s method was the paper 
negative of the calotype process. This 
was not so successful because the 
grain of the paper imposed itself 
upon the photograph. 


Fredrick Scott Archer gave the 
world the collodion or wet plate pro- 
cess. The year was 1851 and the glass 
negative began to displace Daguerre’s 
process. The wet plate process was 
sometimes called collodion process. 


Collodion was a solution made of 
gun cotton, alcohol, and ether. This 
was poured over one side of a glass 
plate and the plate plunged into a 
silver nitrate solution. The plate 
was drained and immediately placed 
in a light tight holder and the ex- 
posure made and developed while the 
plate was still wet. (See No. 2.) 


Although the process’. varied 
greatly from that of Daguerre the 
camera remained essentially the 
same. The plate holders were 
changed to use the wet, sensitized 


glass.

OLD SHAVING MUGS 


(See Cover) 


At one of the recent exhibitions of 
the Kansas City, Mo., Antique Deal- 
ers Association, this group of old 
shaving mugs with illustrations of 
early motor cars attracted more than 
passing interest. 

The mugs are from the collection 
of 350 Occupational Shaving Mugs 
owned by Louis W. Evans, Kansas 
collector. The cars illustrated date 
from about 1905 to 1914. The design 
was usually hand painted to order 
from an engraving or photograph. 

Mr. Evans’ system of recording 
information about his purchases is 
very good, not only for better en- 
joyment of his hobby, but also be- 
cause the data will be helpful one 
hundred years hence when collectors 
are piecing together the story of our 
past.

Snuff Bottles 


Honolulu, T. H.— When Mrs. Ed- 
ward D. Sultan of Honolulu bought 
a strangely designed Oriental snuff 
bottle during a casual visit to a 
New York antique shop some years 
ago, she little realized that it would 
be the beginning of a hobby that 
would take her to Hong Kong’s 
“Thieves Market” in search of new 
specimens for her collection. 

Mrs. Sultan’s collection now num- 
bers some 300 pieces. It has attract- 
ed considerable attention among hob- 
byists in America’s mid-Pacific terri- 
tory. Every piece is insured. 

Since buying her original piece in 
New York, Mrs. Sultan has been 
steadily adding to her collection, 
mainly through acquisitions by her 
husband, who makes frequent busi- 
ness trips to the Orient. 

Mrs. Sultan accompanied her hus- 
band on one of his trips in the early 
part of 1958, and it was then that 
she paid her visit to the famous 
Thieves Market. Her trained eye 
spotted an unusual piece in the dusty 
corner of a shop. 

“The owner sold it to me for a 
reasonable amount,” she said, “but 
if he had known I was a collector he 
probably would have boosted the 
price.” 

Many of the bottles are cut from 
one piece of rock crystal. The inside 
surfaces display intricately engraved 
and decorated scenes of small] figures 
and ideographs. Vegetable and min- 
eral dyes were used for coloring, 
according to Mrs. Sultan. 

The habit of carrying snuff bottles 
in the Orient is said to have origin- 
ated in the early part of the eight- 
eenth century. The snuff was first 
brought from Mexico by Jesuit 
priests. It become popular in the 
Imperial Court and was believed to 
be a cure-all by Chinese doctors. 

At first, snuff was so expensive 
that only the Chinese aristocracy 
could afford it. They carried the snuff 
bottles in their sleeves or in their 
hands. Handling jade is said to give 
it a glossy smoothness and give the 
green a deeper hue. 

When snuff became cheaper and 
more plentiful in the middle of the 
nineteenth century, the Chinese aris- 
tocracy disdained it and little is used 
today by the wealthy. 

The Chinese exported large num- 
bers of snuff bottles to Europe in the 
early eighteenth century, particularly 
those of porcelain and variegated 
glass. They were often called “tear 
bottles” because their use brought 
tears to the eyes. In Holland, import- 
ed Chinese snuff bottles were fre- 
quently used to hold unguents. 

In addition to jade and rock crys- 
tal bottles, Mrs. Sultan’s collection 
includes those of amethyst, jasper, 
amber, carnelian, agate, coral, aqua- 
marine, Pekin glass, carved cinnabar 
and porcelain. 

Another of Mrs. Sultan’s hobbies 
is collecting miniature wine and 
liquor bottles. It now numbers near- 
ly 600.

For the last two generations we 
have been living in the period of the 
Renaissance of Science. We are in it 
today. It is a period of re-birth or 
“renaissance” of daring basic 
thoughts in science and invention. 
We are picking up the threads of 
basic scientific daring where Archi- 
medes, Aristotle and others dropped 
them two or three thousand years 
ago, and are turning them into 
picture tubes, jet planes and atomic 
engines. 

There was steady restrained pro- 
gress in science and_ invention 
throughout the many centuries of 
the Dark Ages of Science in between, 
just as there was constant restrained 
progress in the arts and literature 
during the Dark Ages of old. But 
this is a new age of daring to think 
in which we are now living. 

We saw and heard demonstrated 
by broadcast recently a new atomic 
engine as big as a thimble. The “fuel” 
supply of strontium-90 weighed al- 
most exactly the same as the paper 
on this page occupied by any four 
letter word. It was explained that 
this supply of fuel would only last 
full strength for twenty years. At 
the end of that time we presume 
they will have to telephone their 
fue] dealer and ask him to truck 
over another three milligrams of 
fuel. But since this fuel is classified 
as “waste” from atomic plants, per- 
haps the price per ton or per milli- 
gram will not be excessive. 

Eight years ago we told one of our 
friends in the Argonne atomic lab- 
oratory that we would take an inter- 
est in his research as soon as he 
showed us an atomic power unit 
small enough and portable enough to 
run a bicycle. Today his associates 
show us an atomic engine of a size 
suitable for running a bicycle in a 
flea circus. They tell us that we may 
have our portable atomic power in 
units ranging in size all of the way 
from a flea circus to Hiroshima or 
larger. 

A thousand years from now mu- 
seums and collectors may be compet- 
ing intensively for these early items 
of the “Renaissance” period of 
science. To us they are merely new 
gadgets. They are not “antiques” or 

“collectors items.” 


Yes, we are in a new age of daring 
to think bold thoughts. And you and 
I are alive and living in it. 


Hi diddle diddle, the cat and the 
fiddle! The President’s treaty mak- 
ing powers jumps over the moon. It 
makes this little boy laugh to see 
such sport; and Bricker dips in his 
spoon. 

The ultimate “supreme law” of the 
United States is not, and never has 
been vested in the Congress, the 
Supreme Court, the President, nor 
in all three of them. It is, and al- 
ways has been, according to the Con- 
stitution, vested in the citizens as 
expressed through the many members 
of the state legislatures each elected 
from local districts nearest to the 
citizen himself. There, and there 
alone, is the power to change or fully 
interpret the Constitution by clarify- 
ing amendments. 

Senator Bricker thinks it is time, 
right now quick, for the people to 
take a hand and clarify this question 
of making domestic laws in the form 
of foreign treaties. The Secretary: of 
State, like all secretaries of state, 
hates to have his “hands tied” when 
he wants to sit down and pass do- 
mestic laws for us over foreign cock- 
tail tables. The little dog laughs and 
says to himself, “Johnnie Q. Public 
is waking up on this issue, and when 
Johnnie Q. wakes up he is a pretty 
smart hombre, who may take his 
time in settling a dispute, but uses 
pretty good judgment in the end 
about his “ ‘supreme’ laws.” 

The little dog laughs at the funny 
way some people seem to interpret 
the part of Article VI of the Con- 
stitution, reading, “This Constitution, 
and the laws of the United States 
which shall be made in pursuance 
thereof; and all Treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under the au- 
thority of the United States, shall 
be the supreme Law of the Land. . 
....” He says some of them insist 
that the tail should wag the whole 
dog. 
a the year 1789 it was no doubt 
necessary to write into Article VI a 
solemn warning to the new states 
that they would have to quit making 
separate treaties with foreign pow- 
ers, and leave such matters to the 





central government. Probably not a 
man at the convention ever dreamed 
that this language would ever be 
used to give the fine print in book- 
length treaties precedence over do- 
mestic laws in domestic affairs. 

We do not wish to see our govern- 
ment handicapped in any way in 
making proper treaties with foreign 
powers. We do not want to see the 
government of the United States 
overthrown either by force or by 
conspiracy among diplomats. 





Faces, words and voices are the 
great collector’s items of all times. 
From prehistoric primitives to mod- 
ern masters with oil or lens, faces 
have been recorded, preserved and 
collected.

We would 
understand better how a republican 
form of government fares among 
foreign entanglements if we had the 
voices of Brutus and Mare Anthony 
from that memorable week two thous- 
and years ago. 

The voices we collect today will go 
through their papyrus stage on the 
new flexible tapes we have today to 
become parts of a great future 
library of portable, convenient publi- 
cation in forms not yet dreamed of 
today. 

We are the original early voice 
collectors who serve generations of 
collectors yet to come. Let us do our 
job well.

I Collect Old Cameras 


(Continued from page 97) 


There was an invention of 1851 
that did change the construction of 
cameras, for in that year the folding 
bellows was invented. 

The camera that Disderi patented 
in 1855 had as its distinguishing 
feature four lenses instead of one. 
(See No. 3.) The photograph of this 
camera is from Eastman House. 
After the exposure was made the 
plate holder was moved so that four 


more exposures could be made on the 
same plate. 

After the glass plate negative was 
printed, the eight photographs were 
cut apart. As thev were the size of 
a visiting card, they were called 
carte-de-visite photographs. 

All four exposures could be made 
at once or one at a time. Since many 
of these lenses did not have a shut- 
ter the exposures were sometimes 
made by covering and uncovering the 
lenses with the focusing cloth. One 

of these sets of lenses 
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Paris) in the writer’s collection has 
a shutter of walnut wood that opens 
and closes all four lenses simultan- 
eously. 

The carte-de-visite photographs 
were extremely popular and continued 
so until after the Civil War. The 
carte-de-visite photographs were also 
made on sheet iron and were called 
Ferreotypes, or as we know them, 
tintypes, were made directly upon 
the metal. 

The demand for small photos was 
partly supplied by the Wing camera 
shown here. (No. 4.) It was con- 
structed in such a manner that the 
lens traveled back and forth and up 
and down, making three rows of four 
exposures each, all twelve exposures 
on a 5x7 inch glass plate. 

Throughout all this time little fun- 
damental change was made in the 
cameras themselves, although the 
photographic processes and materials 
had changed. 

From about 1880 on, things hap- 
pened thick and fast. Up to this 
time, it must be remembered, to take 
photographs out of doors it was 
necessary to have not only the fairly 
large sized camera, but so much ad- 
ditional equipment that a cart or 
wagon drawn by horses to transport 
it, was the general rule. However, 
the change in the size of cameras but 
more essentially the change in nega- 
tive materials lightened the load. It 
was now necessary to take the cam- 
era and plates only for dry plates 
were being manufactured. 

It will be noted that both Da- 
guerreotypes and Tintypes were a 
direct positive process, that is, made 
directly on the metal without the 
use of glass plate negatives. When 
dry plates were made available about 
1880, the photographer could take 
photographs without the heavy bulky 
equipment to sensitize the plate. Only 
the camera and plates were used 
unless the photographer had a tripod. 

To make a quick summary of 
negative material, the collodion wet 
plate process was invented in 1851; 
the dry plate was available in 1880; 
film, 1889; and roll film on spools, 
1891. 

These improvements gave the 
manufacturers a vision of cameras 
being widely used by the untrained 
photographers—that is, anyone who 
possessed a camera. Their efforts 
were immediately expended in that 
direction. Adams, employed by Sco- 
ville & Co., designed plate cameras 
for general use. Scoville made Adams 
a partner, and the firm became Sco- 
ville and Adams in 1887. In the 
writer’s collection is one of their 
earliest cameras. (No. 5.) It is 
7x7%x8 inches. 

Eastman went a step farther, put- 
ting his first Kodak on the market 
in 1888. (No. 6.) It was _ small, 
being 314x3%4x6 inches. It held suf- 
ficient film covered paper (later 
sensitized celluloid film) to make 
100 exposures, each 2% inches in 
diameter. The shutter was a cylinder 
with a rectangular opening and was 
cocked or wound by pulling a cat 
gut string, and was released by press- 


(Darlot’s ing a button which caused the cylin- 
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der to revolve one-half turn, making 
the exposure. There was no ex- 
posure counter but the problem was 
solved by a printed card with num- 
bers from one to one-hundred. As 
the exposures were made, the corres- 
ponding number was checked off. 

The camera had no view finder. 
On the back of the same card was 
printed two converging lines which 
corresponded to the taking angle of 
the lens. This card was placed on 
the camera with the bottom of the 
V toward the photographer. By 
sighting over these lines, the photo- 
grapher could make an estimate of 
what would be included in the photo- 
graph. Later models had the con- 
verging lines imprinted on the top 
of the camera. 

After the hundred exposures had 
been made, the loaded camera was 
sent to Eastman, where the negative 
was developed, the photos printed 
and mounted, the camera reloaded, 
and all was returned to the sender. 
The price of the service was $10. 
Their slogan was “You press the 
button, we do the rest.” 

The invention of the gelatin dry 
plate process and later film made it 
possible to make the exposures sev- 
eral months after the plate or film 
was manufactured and the develop- 
ment could take place quite some time 
after the exposure was made instead 
of immediate use and development as 
with wet plates. As stated before the 
necessary picture taking equipment 
was camera and dry plates or film. 

Since cameras were not as com- 
mon then as now, the manufacturers 
realized that the ones who owned 
them felt rather self concious or con- 
spicuous as they carried them. This 
attitude had a great influence on 
camera design, for cameras were 
then made to appear as something 
else. These were called “detective 
cameras”. 

Some were made so that the lens 
was entirely within the box. Near 
the back of the camera was a door 
that opened, revealing the plate 
holder compartment.

The front part of this compartment 
was a ground glass. After the 
camera was focused the ground glass 
was removed and the plate holder 
put in place for the exposure (an 
arrangement much the same as that 
of the old Daguerreotype camera of 
forty or more years before). The 
view finder did not protrude above 
the camera. A leather handle was 
on top, and the camera resembled a 
doctor’s medicine case. 

These “detective cameras” were 
somewhat larger than the box cam- 
eras of today. They were also made 
to resemble a wrapped package, a 
small valise, a wooden box (No. 7.), 
etc. Some were cleverly arranged 
to use either film or plate holders 
without additiona] gadgets or special 
backs. 

Miniature cameras came in vogue 
in the early nineties instead of much 
later as is generally believed. <A 
pocket sized box camera was made 
by Eastman (No. 8). Other minia- 
ture cameras took the form of 
watches. There were hat cameras, 
the small Kombi, revolver cameras, 
and opera glass cameras. (No. 9). 

The watch cameras shown here 
(No. 10) are much later, being about 
the period of the first World War. 

Our mcdern stereo or third dimen- 
sion is merely a revivaj of the fad 


extending back further than our 
grandfathers’ time. The principles 
of stereo were understood before the 
invention of photography. It was 
only a short time after the invention 
of photography that actual photo- 
graphic stereo came into being. 

The photographers that accom- 
panied the different Western explor- 
ing expeditions took stereo lenses and 
cameras. They depended upon the 
sale of these stereo photographs to 
make their trip profitable, for a 
stereoscope was in every parlor and 
large companies printed views which 
sold by the thousands. T. 2 
O’Sullivan, W. H. Jackson, John K. 
Hilliers, James Fennemore, F. T. 
Haynes, John D. Hoffman, T. J. 
Hines are only a few of the early 
photographers who accompanied ex- 
plorers. Brady and his photographers 
made stereos of Civil War scenes. 
When the first railways were built 
across the West, the railway com- 
panies sent out photographers to re- 
cord landscapes, progress of work 
and events of interest. 

Many regular cameras were con- 
verted into stereo cameras by using 
two lenses, spaced at the proper dis- 
tance apart, and a partition through 
the center of the camera which pre- 
vented the two images from overlap- 
ping. Such a camera is the E. and 
H. T. Anthony. For the amateur, 
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7. An Eastman Detective camera, with 
front removed to show lens and _ finder.

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Eastman had a double box camera 
affair, then later the more elaborate 
one illustrated here. (No. 11.) 

Included in my collection are a few 
Panorama cameras. (No. 12.) These 
are hand cameras. The panorama 
is obtained by the camera remaining 
still while the lens which is fastened 
in the middle swings from side to 
side. 

The film is arranged on a semi- 
circular track and is exposed as the 
lens swings from one side to the 
other. 

One of the early reflex cameras 
(No. 18) in the writer’s collection 
was patented in 1902. The lever 
on the right front of the camera 
is pushed downward which lifts the 
mirror, and as soon as the mirror 
is raised, the lever trips the shutter. 
This early model is one of the fore- 
runners of the great group of reflex 
cameras. 

Readers discovering an old camera 
in the attic or in a trunk in the base- 
ment might not even recognize some 
of them as being a camera, for ex- 


ample, a circular camera, a watch 
camera with the lens hidden in the 
stem or the little Kombi which might 
be mistaken for a toy. The writer 
is greatly interested in these and 
their different variations as well as 
the duplication of types made by 
different manufacturers. A real col- 
lector will welcome duplicates. They 
are useful to swap for something a 
collector does not have when the 
wanted item may be a duplicate in 
another collection. 

Remember also, if you find an old 
camera the accessoriés such as case, 
plate holders, etc., are important. 
With wet plate and Daguerreotype 
outfits, the camera is a small propor- 
tion of the complete picture taking 
requirement. 

Yes, collecting old cameras is a 
great hobby. It has historical and 
mechanical interest and because only 
a few are now collecting old cameras 
the expense involved is not great. 

There are still a great many old 
cameras. Hunt for them!

Ceramics Show 


Presented by 
DETROIT INSTITUTE OF ARTS 


Another of the significant explor- 
atory exhibitions which are winning 
international renown for the Detroit 
Institute of Arts opened recently. 

“English Pottery and Porcelain, 
1300-1850” traces the entire develop- 
ment of English ceramics through six 
centuries. It is America’s first oppor- 
tunity to see assembled together ex- 
amples of English ceramics from 
their medieval origins through their 
peak of excellence in the eighteenth 
century. No such exhibition has ever 
been presented before in this country. 

Some 350 pieces on display range 
from the simple forms of medieval 
earthenware, some of it incised and 
glazed in a most primitive manner, 
to the elaborately designed and dec- 
orated pottery and delicate porce- 
lains of the eighteenth and early 
nineteenth centuries. 

The pieces were gathered from the 
great private and museum collections 
of this country and Canada. 

The most delightful part of the 
show for the average spectator is the 
porcelain figurines, about 150 of 
them, from all of the important fac- 
tories, Chelsea, Longton Hall, Bow, 
Worcester and Derby. This group 
includes the rarest types and it is 
probably that no group of English 
figurines of such importance has ever 
been shown together. 

Art Institute Director Edgar P. 
Richardson said, “This show will be 
exciting not only for Detroit but for 
the entire art world. It is in the 
same exploratory vein as our recent 
‘French in America’ and ‘Ming’ ex- 
hibitions.” 

The exhibition was organized by 
Paul L. Grigaut, Associate Curator 
of Western Art, who points out its 
timeliness: 

“It is only during the past thirty 
years that Americans have been in- 
terested in the artistic qualities and 
historical importance of English cer- 
amics. Today discriminating collect- 
ors are scattered across the nation; 
one of the most important private 
collections of porcelain in existence 
is in Louisiana, another fine group 
of porcelains comes from Missouri, 
and an extraordinary collection of 
lustre ware and Delftware is to be 
found in a small Indiana town on the 
south shore of Lake Michigan.” 

The aim of the exhibition is to 
give visitors a lasting taste for what 
is best in English pottery and a bet- 
ter understanding of the moral cli- 
mate in which it was produced. The 
moods of the show are many, reflect- 





ing the essential character of a mom- 

ent in history or the character of the 

craftsman. 

A particular effort has been made 
to include not only “museum pieces” 
but also “small collector’s items” of 
a sort not frequently seen in museum 
shows. 

The exhibition is particularly rich 
in two types of little known ware, 
seventeenth century slipware which 
is probably the most original crea- 
tion of the English potter and the 
Delftware of the eighteenth century 
which has little to do with the Dutch 
Delft. 

To introduce this six-century sur- 
vey of ceramics, wonderful examples 
of Medieval and Renaissance earth- 
enware have been lent by the Royal 
— of Archaeology in Toronto, 

nt. 

The large selection of Delftware 
which is tin-glazed earthenware in 
a technique introduced in England 
in the sixteenth century from Italy 
and the Netherlands, includes all pos- 
sible types. There is the plain white 
variety used by early American col- 
onists; there is the kind painted in 
blue and roughly imitating Chinese 
designs; there is polychrome ware. 
Most impressive are the blue-dash 
chargers—large low bowls decorated 
predominately in colors with a bord- 
er of blue dashes which gives them 
their name. 

Most of the slipware, pottery dec- 
orated with colored clay mixed with 
water to form a solid batter, comes 
from the Burnap Collection of the 
William Rockhill Nelson Gallery in 
Kansas City. This group is probably 
the rarest in the entire exhibition 

and will illustrate the entire develop- 
ment of the ware.

Have you ever wander 
down the streets of Old St yp Poms 
tine and glimpsed the past through 
the present day covering? Many 
very old buildings, which have been 
kept up in good repair for these 
many years since the city began are 
still extant. On each visit we find 
more and more things to interest us 
and we see things anew through these 
same eyes of ours that viewed the 
Scenes on our very first visit. 

There is old St. George Street, the 
street that leads into the city through 
the age old gates. It is now a street 
of shops of all kinds. It is the 
street that nearly every tourist tra- 
verses by foot before he leaves the 
city, and it is there he usually buys 
post cards from the dime stores and 
little souvenirs to take or send home. 
Aside from the Lightner Museum 
shops and Aviles Street, it is the 
next important street of antique 
shops, and here you will find Marion 
Sturges Old Curiosity Shop, which is 
perhaps one of the quaintest and un- 
doubtedly one of the oldest shops on 
the street. Evora Smiley operates 
her Antiques Exchange there, too. 
Bill Daniel] has The House of His- 
tory antiques shop, and although he 
is young, he has a decided flair for 
the antique and his selections are 
always in excellent taste. He is 
comparatively new to the street but

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has been successful in his project. 
He literally puts a new zip into the 
old. Phoebe Frost holds forth in 
the shop she has always had, and 
the friendly loving tea kettle appears 
to sing a welcome to everyone who 
enters her shop. There are many 
other shops on St. George Street, 
but we will let you discover them 
on your next trip down. Don’t miss 
any of them. You will find artists, 
grocers, specialty shops; drug shops, 
etc. In fact, it is one of the shop- 
ping districts of the oldest city. 


Emmett Fritz is never lacking in 
paintings, and we never see the 
same ones hanging in his studio from 
one year to the next, so it must be 
that he has found a harbor of suc- 
cess in his studio where he paints 
and sells his own pictures. Violet 
Schoenberg, the eminent Tampa 
artist, introduced us to him on our 
first visit. They have been good 
friends since meeting there in St. 
Augustine. 


The Plaza or the city square is 
most interesting, and is usually 
peopled with many townspeople and, 
of course, many out-of-towners. It 
is kept in such a beautiful condition 
and is an asset to the city. Did you 
ever observe it at night? It is really 
most interesting. In fact, the little 
city is very interesting at night as 
well as by day. Look at it the next 
time as if you were an artist and it 
will reveal hidden beauty to you. 

The Potter Wax Museum had ad- 
ded more figures to its collection 
which we had considered most com- 
plete last year. It gives the visitor 
the chance to see figures that com- 
pare with the best European mu- 
seums of wax works. Mr. Potter, 
we understand, is a native of the 
Hoosier State, and he is to be ad- 
mired and thanked for choosing the 
present site for his museum. 


Coming from between the city 
gates and wandering down St. George 
Street in and out of all the shops, 
you approach the Plaza near the 
Post Office which is done in tradi- 
tional Spanish type architecture, and 
the Old Cathedral. (When we broused 
in the local music shop, housed in the 
Lightner Museum building, they 
were featuring a new popular song, 
“In the Cathedral of Old St. Augus- 
tine,” or some similar wording of the 
title.) It seems that the oldest city 
is growing more and more popular 
as time goes by. ‘ 

Well, you cross over the Plaza on 
an angle toward the bay and you 
enter Aviles Street. Here is another 
old street from the pages of St. 
Augustine’s early days. It is more 
quiet that St. George Street, but 
none the less interesting, with inter- 
esting shops. You pass The Trade 
Winds, one of the city’s night spots. 
Very colorful too. R. Jellison has 
his silver shop on this street. He 
came down when the Museum opened 
and has been in this shop for some 
time. Like other shops on _ the 


street he has worked up a good 


clientele. 
The Palette and Brush, where 
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artists come to buy their supplies, is 
always a busy, friendly spot, when- 
ever we have dropped in to buy a pen 
point or what have you. Aviles 
Street, too, is the home of many 
artists. Alas, time did not permit 
a visit with them. They usually live 
and work in their studios, and it is 
surprising how _ reasonable their 
paintings are. They seem to paint 
for the love of it. There is much 
more interest in art than in earlier 
years, and without a doubt it will 
soon be one of the important art 
centers of the country. We hope, 
too, that it may, in time, vie with 
New Orleans as being one of the 
biggest antique centers in the coun- 


We cannot close without telling you 
of one of the truly fabulous persons 
who has come to the old city to live 
and work. Out of the heart of Lon- 
don from behind a curtain of theatri- 
cal and world of art fame, beyond 
that of the haze and smoke and 
smouldering rubble of war came this 
person who contributed in a hidden 
way, his effort to the winning of the 
war. He came humbled with but 
little left of his earthly fortunes, 
but a strong and beautiful urge to 
begin life anew, and so like many 
another Englishman found his way 
to the States. Here in the old city, 
he seems most happy, working pro- 
lifically in many mediums. He is 
a sculptor, painter and mask maker. 
We believe he could accomplish any- 
thing his original ideas could con- 
ceive. 

Probably to those who live around 
him, he is just another artist with 
no glamorous background, but we 
were fortunate enough to take a peek 
at a few press notices in one of 
the few scrapbooks he salvaged. We 
found him to be most versatile with 
his hands. He has designed stage 
sets, acted before the movie camera, 
made masks, sculptured figures -and 


models, made working models for the, 


R.A.F. during the war, made up such 
people as Gloria Swanson as a make- 
up artist, and also wrote newspaper 
articles. We will not disclose him 
to you but you can seek him out as 
you look down Aviles street. His 
shop abounds in products of his 
craftsmanship, enamel ash _ trays, 
plaques such as you find in no other 
shop, figurines, paintings and in- 
teresting bits of bric-a-brac. He is 
quiet and unassuming, you will find 
him most delightful and you no doubt 
will walk away with a purchase.

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News of the 
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World’s Antique Mart 


Antiques, artifacts, Victorian, min- 
iaturia, dealers, collectors, Americana, 
primitives, ancient and so on and 
on,—a conglomeration of words that 
move like the tiny, unpredictable 
pieces in a kaleidoscope before the 
newly dedicated and sincere collector 
who advances cautiously into his 
chosen field of old things. 

He finds that he is almost over- 
whelmed with the information pre- 
sented and the length of time needed 
to assimilate it. After weeks of 
searching analysis he _ eventually 
realizes that these confusing cate- 
gories and pigeon-holes are not the 
important thing in his quest for they 
will eventually take their place in the 
scheme of things, even as the tiny 
pieces of glass in the gently turned 
kaleidoscope will form their patterns 
of rosettes, snowflakes and stars. 

But what he is really looking for is 
that intangible quality that reaches 
through and beyond the intrinsic 
value of the rarities that has placed 
them in a unique and glamorous spot- 
light, and without which the great 
antiques profession cannot survive 
for long. This peculiar power has 
grown out of a reverence for the past 
and a desire to preserve, in honest 
form and substance, a way of life 
that now belongs to the ages. It has 
left the charm, a nostalgic imprint, 
on its descendants who wish to capture 
the essence of it in the things that 
can still be obtained. It will, in the 
final analysis, permit of no sham for 
it is the asking for the truth of the 
past in so far as artifacts can re- 
lease it and the profession as a 
whole must offer authenticity to the 
uninformed or perish in a welter of 
cheap commercialism. 

Prior to a period of a hundred 
years or so ago authorities mark it 
as C 1850—‘“Antiques” referred al- 
most exclusively to the artifacts of 
the ancient countries such as Greece, 
Rome, Persia, the Holy Land, etc. 
Archaeologists, scientists and collec- 
tors spoke in terms of things, pos- 
sibly, thousands of years before 
Christ and dealt in objects found in 
old mounds excavations and tombs. 

But 350 years ago a new civiliza- 
tion was born in a neWly discovered 
country called America. The hand 
made, and later the group or factory 
made necessities and adornments of 
every day life were being fashioned 
through the years to make up the 
collectors world of today, saved to 
posterity by the American Attic. For 
eventually the American cottage and 
mansion succeeded the log cabin and 


almost every one of these first homes 
had an attic,—that silent, remote 
place between heaven and_ living 
quarters that held within its dusty 
twilight, outmoded but still 
cherished, things like sleeping spirits 
waiting to be born again to a new 
generation that hails them as im- 
mortals. This Attic was one of the 
first collectors of Americana and a 
famous man of letters said of it, 
“The American Attic saved from ob- 
livion the accumulation of objects 
rich in history, beauty, sentiment 
and excellence of workmanship that 
would have had no other place to 
await their day of resurrection.” It 
is as right as rain that so much of 
Americana should be born out of the 
American Attic, keeper of heirlooms, 
and enchanted hiding place of the 
fugitive from home rule. 

In this tumultuous day those of us 
who remember an old home crowned 
with an attic often wish that we 
might once more steal away to its en- 
folding peace and gloom for that 
searching hour of rich reward. For 
the adventure we would most cer- 
tainly select a rainy afternoon in 
March, when the rain pounds on 
the roof as though a heavenly legion 
was seeking entrance, to explore this 
hallowed resting place of the things 
that have made family history. Then 
up the narrow ladder steps to a trap 
door that pushes up to admit the in- 
truder and down again to close him 
in with no tell tale trace left to 
mark his ascension into this world 
of memories. 

There is a branch of a tree rest- 
ing across one corner upon which are 
perched a pair of small crepe paper 
and paint owls with shiny shoe but- 
ton eyes that glow in the soft light 
from the one window, fan shaped, 
against the sky. They inquire of us 
who? who? as the wind sighs through 
the cracks around them. The rain 
knocks louder now and more insist- 
ently. It is warm inside from the 
great brick chimney enclosures, and 
sweet with the fragrance of clover 
drying for the linen shelves. There 
is a low sewing chair of mahogany 
with back panel adorned with mother 
of pearl flowers. We draw this to 
the trunks, shattering on the way a 
gauze spider web curtain stretched 
between the old, old spinning wheel 
and the steel engraving portrait of 
great grandfather in a golden oak 
frame. 

With a new sense of adventure the 
trunks and boxes are opened to ex- 
pose to the light of day and our 


delighted eyes the heirlooms that we 
have known in tales told over and 
over again. Here is this same great 
grandfather’s copper luster pitcher 
that held a quart of milk and was 
set out for him with home made 
bread for the evening snack. It is 
wrapped in the protecting folds of a 
peacock blue “seeded” silk dress with 
a tiny matching corset to wear on the 
outside. Next, great grandmother’s 
heavy silver cake basket—her wed- 
ding present, is enfolded in a ma- 
genta satin dress trimmed with black 
Chantilly lace. 


There is the stone gray and lapis 
lazuli pitcher that stood by the cis- 
tern pump in great grandfather’s 
house, hidden in a dress of calico 
patterned with the tiniest of pink 
rose buds. Patchwork quilts, woven 
coverlets. Baby dresses a yard and 
a half long, miracles of lace and em- 
broidery and tiny stitches that wrap 
old silver candlesticks together with 
their scissor like snuffers, heavy old 
crystal, and brass candlesticks, too. 
In a scented box there is a bridal 
wreath of wax orange blossoms with 
yellow centers and green leaves 
against yards of” cloud-like veiling 
and white satin slippers with very 
pointed toes. Beneath them a man’s 
white satin cravat flecked with laven- 
der and white satin suspenders 
heavily embroidered with pink and 
red moss roses. Paisley shawls, Per- 
sian shawls and a shawl of black 
Chantilly lace. 

Here is the golden lacquer box 
decorated with brilliant parrots that 
had been purchased in a far country 
by a roving uncle. The box is filled 
with rare buttons and old jewelry. 
Old valentines, old photographs, da- 
guerreotypes, tintypes. A doll 
brought from Paris in scarlet satin 
and golden curls and favorite of all 
the treasures, a doll cradle made 
centuries before by a several times 
removed great grandfather for his 
little daughter aboard a famous ship. 
Hand made nails in hand hewn wood 
polished and scarred by time and 
use. A small round music box 
jostled and startled from its slumber 
starts to tinkle “The Last Rose of 
Summer.” Yes, and see, here is the 
Aladdin’s lamp of golden metal lace 
and jewels. 

It is growing dark now, the rain 
has stopped. The Japanese fan 
against the sky frames the new moon. 
Yes, we’ll light the Aladdin’s lamp 
and set it on the marble top table for 
here at last is great grandmother’s 
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“A Young Ladies’ Remembrancer.” 
How exciting and how romantic. 
There are notes and poetry written 
by friends, admirers and_ suitors, 
started in 1834. The leaves are yel- 
low and crumbling, the faded words 
run like shadows across the things 
that were once written there. There 
is a pencil portrait of the young lady 
made by a famous artist. There are 
artistic efforts of friends,—moss 
roses as brilliant as when they were 
first painted and a wreath of flow- 
ers, delicate as mist with two tiny 
turtle doves in love. There are more 
poems and tributes, yes, the first 
tender advances of great grand- 
father before he was great grand- 
father and folded between the pages 
is his first love letter and a much 
later one asking the family for hos- 
pital aid for the soldiers of the Civil 
War. There is still another letter, 
splashed with tears, about a little 
girl who died. 

We closed the book both real and 
imaginary and blew out the lamp. 
We open the trap door to descend 
again to earth,—there was a sigh— 
it was the wind in the chimney pot 
but the moon was shining in great 
grandfather’s face and we would 
have sworn that great grandfather 
smiled and winked his eye. 

This old fashioned attic is the sym- 
bol of all other attics that as an in- 
stitution is a memory. Time marches 
on and with it the denizens of the 
attic that have come into the light 
of today, lending charm and distinc- 
tion to our modern homes! In mu- 
seums and private collections offering 
knowledge and beauty to artists and 
students! Their “Strange Interlude” 
now is the antique shop which has 
been glorified on Chicago’s Michigan 
Avenue into The World’s Antique 
Mart. This enchanting place has 
been likened to The Flea Market of 
Paris, The Whitechapel section of 
London and, we hasten to add, The 
American Attic. 

Not all of us have had family 
heirlooms and those who have had 
them find them scattered about the 
nation as the attic disappears further 
into the distance until the collective 
mementoes have become the inheri- 
tance of us all, the tangible symbols 
of our fathers “who brought forth 
upon this continent a new nation” 
and we had better remember to keep 
them holy lest the comparatively few 
really interested decide the doubtful 
prize is not worth the chase. 

In great grandmother’s Remem- 
brancer someone signed Alex, date 
1886, wrote a message from Bobby 
Burns :— 

“Look abroad through Nature’s range 
Nature’s mighty law is change.” 

Among the guests registered at the 
Antique Mart for February was 
Earle Kuns whose interest in art 
objects from China of old brought 
him to the shop of Vickie Buck who 
specializes in things Chinese, ancient 
and old. He found there a pair of 
early fourteenth-century Ming paint- 
ings in teakwood frames and a pair 
of Canton egg shell Kuang Hsu 
period candle vases. Mr. Kuns is an 
art teacher at the Leyden Community. 
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High School of River Forest, IIl., 
who has made the collecting of old 
Chinese things his special hobby. 
The recent article, profusely illus- 
trated, that appeared in the Chicago 
Tribune gave an account of his out- 
standing pieces. The most dramatic 
one is the centuries old Chinese vase 
from the Chien-lung dynasty. The 
vase is a temple piece that was used 
to drive away the evil spirits. The 
vase is twenty inches high and con- 
tains ninety-nine rings on the hour 
glass shaped sides; the 100th ring is 
hidden underneath the vase. The 
Taoist legend is that the devil may 
easily find the ninety-nine rings, but 
he will be kept so busy hunting for 
the 100th that he will not be able to 
find time to damage the temple. 


Mr. and Mrs. Archie Furr of Lin- 
coln, Nebr., visited the Mart to buy 
for their new shop, “The Treasure 
House.” Mr. Furr is a long time 
friend of the late Mr. O. C. Lightner 
and a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Lightner Foundation. 








Caroline Reiter, artist, collector 
and lecturer says the Mart is her 
most important source of material 
and information for her lecture sub- 
ject, “Native Handcraft around the 
World.” She was most enthusiastic 
in her praise of the friendly co-op- 
eration of the dealers and the lovely 
things she finds here to illustrate her 
talks. Mrs. Reiter is a guest speaker 
to student classes and to the public 
at the Art Institute of Chicago. Her 
Spring lectures will be generously il- 
lustrated with the things collected in 
the Mart over weeks of research and 
will include very old hand woven ma- 
terials, early American hand-wrought 
silver, and native made foreign silver 
from Europe and Asia. Hand made 
porcelains from China and India. 
Mrs. Reiter is also a collector of an- 
tique jewelry of which she has many 
exquisite pieces and a wealth of in- 
formation. Manuel Reiter, her hus- 
band, is also an artist of note, recog- 
nized especially for his restoration of 
fine paintings. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles Maxwell 
were in Chicago on their annual trip, 
combining business and pleasure in 
a stay of several weeks. Mrs. Max- 
well was a daily visitor in the Mart 
to browse leisurely and buy for her 
Gardena, Calif., Shop.

They were 
in recently looking for special items 
for “Wagon Wheels Antiques.” 


Mr. and Mrs. Lee J. Miller of 
Ravinia, Ohio, are collectors of rare 
paperweights. They were delighted 
to find two weights of unusual dis- 
tinction, for which they have been 
hunting for some time, in the shop 
of Rose Weber,—one a dated sil- 
houette of the early eighteen hun- 
dreds and the other a very early 
French weight.

The Loft has on display a group of 
rare vases, several of which formerly 
belonged to museum collections. They 
have won high praise from a 
seasoned collector of note for their 
perfection and rarity. Among these 
finest are a pair of Satsuma with 
bronze trim, flanked on either side 
by bronze griffins with spread 
wings. They are thirty-four inches 
high and 400 years old. Another 
tall pair are from South Africa made 
about 350 years ago. These. are 
Grecian in shape and done in geo- 
metric mosaic of semi-precious 
stones. A pair of 250 year old Rus- 
sian vases have been most admired 
by visitors. These are of old Rus- 
sian glass with allover design in 
overlay enamel and luster which 
gives them the appearance of trans- 
parent, soft sheened metal. 





For the month of March, Dean 
and Emily Jones have arranged an 
interesting collection of one-of-a-kind 
plates in famous wares and designs. 
The group includes old Minton, Wedg- 
wood, Royal Doulton and Stafford- 
shire in ancient legend and story book 
figures as well as fruit and flowers 
and conventional designs rich in 
Oriental coloring and gold leaf. The 
most treasured and admired piece is 
a very early blue and white Staf- 
fordshire plate in the immortal Dr. 
Syntax pattern. 





Nel Van has been collecting but- 
termilk glasses for sometime and has 
finally amassed a very interesting 
collection of these unusual pieces. 
Several types of glass are represen- 
ted but fine old flint predominates 
and a galaxy of patterns are shown 
in this one of a kind collection. 
Guests who are especially interested 
are given a “sip” of iced buttermilk 
in one of these old glasses as they 
— with Miss Van at an heirloom 
able. 





Rose Weber has recently added 
coins to her list of collectors’ items. 
There has been need of a compre- 
hensive collection of coins in the Mart 
for some time as no one dealer has 
specialized in offering them as an 
integral part of their wares. Now 
Mrs. Weber’s forethought will fill 
this need as her efforts to enlarge 
this department materialize. 





Charles Marston reports the Light- 
ner Antiques Show, held at the 
Lightner Museum of Hobbies. St. 
Augustine, Fla., as one of the best 
and he believes that the splendid 
interest shown there is a prediction 
of good business in the Antiques 
World for the year ahead.

busts of Chelsea porcelain, an am- 
bitious piece, probably the most am- 
bitious ever made at Chelsea, which 
was acquired by the Hearst Founda- 
tion and given to the Los Angeles 
County Museum. Of plain white and 
quite early (about 1750) this piece 
is in excellent condition and belongs 
to a collection which had already 
been formed in 1770. 

This is the first time the famous 
Katz Collection porcelain from Loui- 
siana has ever been shown in the 
midwest and should prove a revela- 
tion to collectors. The Deacon collec- 
tion from St. Louis, Mo., is also repre- 
sented by splendid examples, several 
of which are completely unknown in 
this country and will doubtless at- 
tract great interest among collectors 
for the important problems of attri- 
bution which they will raise. 

The nineteenth century will be 
represented mostly by two groups of 
objects: 

“Blue and white” Staffordshire. 
owned by the Detroit Institute of 
Arts and one of the most complete 
series of this ware in this country. 

Some of the rarest pieces of lustre 
are from the well-known collection 
of Dr. and Mrs. Warren Baker of 
Indiana. The Baker collection is also 
lending a great many pieces of Delft- 
ware. 

Describing the recent American en- 
thusiasm for English ceramics, Mr. 
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Grigaut said: “Until about 80 years 
ago, with a few exceptions such as 

. P. Morgan, American collectors 
had been interested almost entirely 
in late pieces of more gaudy type or 
else in productions of the well-known 
commercial factories. In the past ten 
years in particular, American collect- 
ors have come to appreciate the real 
greatness of English pottery and cer- 
amics. 

“A number of English dealers 
established themselves in New York 
at that time where they were able 
to attract a most discriminating 
clientele and today collectors of cer- 
amics are spread all over the United 
States.”

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Automobiliana on Stamps

Automobilia is the word that might 
be aptly coined to describe that 
strange mania for speed and frenzied 
wanderlust that first began to afflict 
the American people about fifty 
years ago. 

The automobile industry is now 
celebrating its golden jubilee. It was 
half a century ago that the first 
motor cars made in America actual- 
ly functioned and began to chug their 
noisy, wheezing way into the Ameri- 
can consciousness. These jerky, asth- 
matic, sometimes explosive “horse- 
less carriages” marked the beginning 
of a new and thrilling era. 

The country was never to be the 
same. The United States was there- 
after to be a nation on dizzily whir]!- 
ing wheels, and a new passion was

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born in the average human heart for 
new models, “gas buggies,” “tin liz- 
zies,” and “flivers” of every descrip- 
tion. The days of good old Dobbin 
were numbered. 

Philately almost immediately recog- 
nized the importance of the motor 
car in our national life and economy. 
Almost a half a century ago, the 
automobile was commemorated with 
the emission of the attractive. ever- 
popular Pan-American issue of 1901. 
The four-cent value of this set, Scott 
296, in deep red brown and black, de- 
picts one of the earliest, rudimentary 
cars, a quaint, awkward, hack-like 
vehicle on which two men appear to 
be timidly and precariously riding. 
The machine was probably capable 
of going ten miles an hour if the 
wind was blowing in the right direc- 
tion, It was a type of car probably 
used at the time in the city for de- 
livery purposes. The four-cent Pan- 
American of 1901 also appears with 
the center inverted. Types overprint- 
ed “specimen” are available. 

Incidentally, it was in the year 
1901, when this noteworthy stamp 
appeared, that the first state law was 
passed in New York requiring own- 
ers of motor cars to register their 
vehicles. The following year there 
appeared the first quaint, embryonic 
license plates which were merely 
small metal disks, bearing a number 
which the motorist later put on a 
home-made cardboard plate, or paint- 
ed crudely directly on his car. The 
first dated plates came out about 


The first automobile show in A- 
merica had been held in New York 
in 1900, the year before the issuance 
of the historic four-cent Pan-Ameri- 
can. To many people the car was 
then a dangerous and unnecessary 
nuisance and a diabolical menace to 
personal safety. Automobiles were 
banned from New York City’s famous 
Central Park, and in 1904 there 
existed a speed limit rigidly enforced 
of ten miles an hour! 

When Americans, at the turn of 
the century, were still putting the 


four-cent Pan-American on their let- 
ters, the Olds Motor Works in De- 
troit had begun the manufacture of 
automobiles by an elementary form 
of mass production. Their first car 
sold for about $600. Four hundred 
cars were made the first year. 

The first passenger cars had nei- 
ther windshield nor top. The 1906 
Cadillac had one cylinder, and was a 
10-horse power model. The 1906 
Packard had two foot brakes and 
two hand brakes! 

The second United States stamp 
picturing an automobile was the 
fifteen-cent value of the 1912-13

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Money of Yesteryear 


_ Valuable collections of coins some- 
times turn up in estates. When this 
occurs, those handling their disposal 
are apt to be confronted with some- 
thing of which they know little, or 
nothing about. The hobby of nu- 
mismatics is highly specialized, and 
while there are numerous books giv- 
ing values, one must have an excel- 
lent knowledge of the subject to read 
them properly. 


As an example, let me analyze the 
cents of 1864. There were three 
major types struck that year, the 
copper nickel variety which is not 
very rare, the bronze cent which is 
very common and the bronze cent 
with the initial “L” on the ribbon 
behind the headdress. The latter is 
quite rare. This letter “L” coin is 
very difficult to find. Even though 
this 1864 with “L” is rare, its value 
is determined by its condition. If 
it is what numismatists call “good” 
—a coin that has wear but upon 
which everything can be easily read 
—its “catalog” value would be $6. 
If it is “uncireulated”, just like the 
day of its issue with original red, 
its catalog would be $32.50. If 
it were a “Proof”, a perfect coin with 
mirror-like surface, specially coined 
for collectors, it would catalog for 
$175.00. We therefore have a vari- 
ance in value, in one rare coin of 
from $6 to $175. It must also ‘be 
born in mind that coins do not al- 
ways sell for their full catalog value. 
The amount of discount below catalog 
is determined by supply, demand, 
quantity offered, and whether they 
are being sold to a collector or a 


dealer. 


Sometimes a large quantity of 
one coin turns up and should it be a 
rare one, can materially affect the 
market. For instance, suppose one 
found a ten dollar roll of 1919 San 
Francisco Mint half dollars, put 
away the year of issue, in brilliant 
uncirculated condition. These cata-

log, in this condition at $250 each. 
A roll of twenty such coins would 
have a catalog value of $5000. To 
offer them all at once, or to one 
party would have the affect of re- 
ducing their value. It would be like 
dumping large blocks of stock on the 
market. The coin market, is very 
much like the stock market in some 
ways. The 1919 § half dollar in 
1940 only cataloged at $10, but it 
has risen to $250, only because of 
the absence of many being offered 
for sale. 

- Those unacquainted with coins 
should never jump to the conclusion 
that, because a coin is old it is of 
value, or the reverse. Coins of more 
recent years are, for the most part, 
worth far more than those of over 
a century old. Coins that we have 
been used to seeing in circulation for 
the last quarter of a century may be 
senttaniastians to us, but may be the 
rarest of all. With these, condition 
again must be considered. Some of 
us can think back to the days of 
World War I, and shortly thereafter 
and remember our comments that the 
then fairly new Liberty Standing 
quarters had such light dates. Some 
even looked nearly worn off when 
they came right from the mint! The 
dates on those quarters from 1916 
through 1923 were very lightly 


struck, and they did wear off, until 
today you won’t find very many read- 
able in circulation. If you found 
half a dozen of these in an old box 
together with other coins all black 
and tarnished but with careful 
scrutiny unused, it very likely would 
be your tendency to pass them out 
into circulation as current money. 
If you did you’d be throwing away 
a very handsome profit for some 
varieties of these, particularly the 
branch mints, catalog very high. The 
highest is the 1916 Liberty Standing 
quarter at $100 in uncirculated con- 
dition. We do not know why, but 
nickels, quarters and half dollars of 
this era, in uncireulated condition 
are extremely scarce and very hard 
to come by, 

There is a tendency to dispose of 
coin collections in haste or in bulk. 
Secure bids from several dealers and 
let the highest bidder have the lot. 
This is not, in my opinion the man- 
ner to get the highest price, how- 
ever. Dealers purchasing for cash 
must count on their profit, and in 
buying in this manner, have to take 
the good with the bad. All dealers 
figure approximately the same, and 
usually the bids received will be very 
close, but they are wholesale values 
and have to be under the circum- 
stances. 
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It might be hard to contact the re- 
tail market for it would virtually 
mean going into the coin business 
and becoming a dealer, selling the 
items piece by piece over a period of 
time and then having some left over 
that no one would want at your ask- 
ing price. 

Many remarkable coin collections 
have been made in this country in the 
last century. Some have been be- 
queathed to historical museums and 
are thus taken off the market perm- 
anently. The majority, however, have 
been disposed of through auction or 
private sales, Well advertised nation- 
al sales that reach every dealer and 
coin collector in the country, cata- 
loged by experts so that every coin 
is described accurately, printed in 
catalogs that are an exact record, 
sold by both mail and public bid, 
with a complete record of every lot. 
I have always found that 99% of 
the material so offered will sell, and 
for what it is really worth. Records 
are frequently made at auctions on 
rarities. Auction valuations are one 
of the major determining factors in 
determining catalog values. Bargains 
are also to be found but the overall 
average realizes one a far better 
price than when selling out at whole- 
sale, and the costs usually run from 
10% to 20% of the sales price. In 
fact many collections purchased out- 
right for cash are in turn offered 
for sale at auction.

Am glad that you are 
covering some of the history of our 
coinage and other facts, as the late 
Thomas L. Elder did in his articles. 

May I add a little to your article; 
I don’t know how many 1856 flying 
eagle cents were struck, but I do 
remember some happenings and it 
could be the year 1907, when the 
colorful Lyman H. Low, had a coin 
sale (he sent me a copy of the 
catalogue) every lot in the sale was 
1856 flying eagle cents, and I am 
quite sure I remember the number 
of lots, about 2800, and each lot 
sold for $5, an excellent price then. 

And now as to the collecting of our 
pattern pieces, I believe it was 
around the year 1910, when a col- 
lector was not legally allowed to 
have in his possession a U.S. pattern 
piece. I remember articles, and it 
was settled for collectors like this: 
the Officers of the American Numis- 
matic Association had a gentleman’s 
agreement with the U.S. Secret 
Service, which would allow each mem- 
ber to own a pattern piece for his 
collection; you see we were all good 
little boys in those days, the only 
thing was you had to be a member 
of the ANA, which I was No. 758 
from 1904 to 1924. When this ban 
was removed J don’t know.

The 
mint records incorporated their num- 
ber with the 1850 large cents. Adams 
Woodin, on patterns, list the number 
of each variety coined other than 
the copper nickel one which of course 
is our celebrated rarity. As to this 
one, he lists 501 and upwards as 
being the number coined — this is 
very general. 

Rumor still persists that over 1500 
of those 2800 lots of 1856 flying 
eagle cents are still in one spot—and 
supposedly in Philadelphia, a hoard 
that today would be fabulous, if they 
were distributed carefully!

ing to note that our earliest Special 
Delivery stamp of 1885 pictured a 
messenger running breathlessly out 
of a Post Office like a runner in a 
Marathon race or a citizen pursued 
by thugs. Three years later the same 
messenger was on a bicycle, and final- 
ly, in 1925, he obtained the more com- 
fortable motor van. Such is the pro- 
gress of transportation. And Phil- 
ately tells the story! 


To a collection of the above auto- 
mobile stamps might be added the 
numerous auto use revenue stamps 
issued by the Federal government be- 
ginning in 1942 to help secure funds 
to finance the gigantic war effort. 
Wide awake collectors will start 
gathering these stamps now before 
they become increasingly scarce and 
elusive. 


There were five varieties of the 
automobile use revenue stamps print- 
ed in 1942, the first year of their 
use, and the face value ranged from 
$2.09 to 42 cents. They are all gum- 
med on the face so that thev can be 
attached to the windshield. The 1942 
issue was printed in light green. 


From 1942 to 1948, a total of 
twelve auto use stamps, rose red in 
color, were issued. ranging in face 
value from $5 to 42 cents. A similar 
number of these stamps, vellow in 
color, with the same face value. were 
printed between 1943 and 1944. There 
was also a set of twelve such stamps, 
violet in color, put out the following 
vear. A few more, ereen and vellow- 
ish in color, have been printed this 
year. 


I wonder how manv ear drivers 
recognize the unique historical and 
philatelic value of these adhesives 
and took proper care of them so that 
they could be preserved in albums. 
Some of them sell already for more 
than $5 used! 


A collection of Automobilia Amer- 
icana can be dressed up nicely with 
a series of the ornate, illustrative, 
picture postcards mailed during the 
time the motor car was in its infancy 
and childhood. In my own collection, 
I have a posteard portraying three 
gay college girls coming home from 
a football game in 1903, seated in an 
antique gasoline buggy of the period, 
steered by a small bent rod instead 
of a wheel. One of the lovely maid- 
ens, wearing a picturesque wide-rim- 
med Floradora hat with red ostrich 
feathers, is waving a crimson Har- 
vard pennant! 


Another postcard shows a self- 
propelled surrey with a fringe on top, 
powered by a smoky, gas combustion 
engine, rattling by the Chicago Beach 
Hotel in the early Nineteen Hundreds, 
when a trip in a motor car was equiv- 
alent to a ride in a jet propulsion 
machine today. Such were the days 
of “Diamond Jim” and the glorious 
“Jersey Lily!” I have another picture 
postcard illustrating love making and 
romance, circa 1909, in an early 
automobile which has in the back the 
‘old fashioned “mother-in-law seat” 
Dan Cupid, however, sits smiling in 
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this seat instead of the dour and tra- 
ditional mother-in-law. 

These cards are indeed colorful re- 
minders of the days gone by when a 
driver expected punctures and fiat 
tires every ten miles and was a- 
stounded if his machine could make 
twenty miles in one day without 
complete collapse and disintegration 
of both vehicle and driver. 

Three recent Liberia stamps show- 
ing the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt riding a jeep in North 
Africa during the war would be a 
suitable and authentic addition to

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any collection of Automobilia Ameri- 
cana. It would demonstrate very well 
this very latest, bumpy means of 
transportation that sometimes pro- 
duced as many casualties as enemy 
bullets. The jeep, if not the Liberian 
stamp, is from these United States. 


If one desires, of course, he can 
search the stamps of the entire World 
for adhesives depicting the motor 
car, and find himself embarked upon 
a most engrossing quest. Among the 
earliest stamps he would find the 
fifty heller value issued by Bosnia 
and Herzegovina in 1906. in a dull 
violet shade, Scott’s 42, showing a 
very ornate gas buggy of the period. 


The 1944 Salvador issues are 
rather interesting as they show 
motor cars parked alongside public 
buildings. Some collectors might like 
to add to their albums the dark 
green five pfennig German stamp of 
1925 which shows a traffic wheel! 
Stamps showing public highways, or 
scenic backgrounds might also find a 
place in such albums. 


I find Scott’s B 134, which is illus- 
trated in this article, one of the most 
attractive and unusual stamps deal- 
ing with this subject. This dark green 
stamp, six pfennig plus four pfennig, 
displays one of the earliest types of 
automobiles. It was issued by Ger- 
many in 1939 in commemoration of 
the Berlin automobile and motorcycle 
Exhibition. The stamp is watermark- 
ed with the swastika, Another value 
of this set, the bright carmine stamp, 
shows racing cars, while the twenty- 
five pfennig plus ten pfennig in deep 
blue, shows the modern automobile. 


I cannot conclude this article with- 
out drawing attention to a most en- 
tertaining stamp—the Russian five 
ruble denominatica in deep blue and 
pale blue, issued in 1923 and por- 
traying of all things a Fordson tract- 
or! It was put out in connection with 
the agricultural exhibit in Moscow, 
and might easily find a place in a 
collection af automobilia, It shows at 
any rate a product put out by a 
wealthy American capitalist pictured 
on a Russian stamp. 


The humble postage stamp, on or 
off cover, is thus able to recreate for 
us the days gone by. It can commem- 
orate most colorfully the Golden 
Jubilee of the motor car, and bring 
back fond recollections of ancient 
vehicles, many of whom have long 
since been relegated to the junkyard. 


There follows a tentative check list 
of stamps for the guidance of col- 
lectors interested in Automobilia.

The Salvador twenty cen- 
tavos air service stamp in dark blue 
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green shows a car parked in front 
of the National Theatre, and was 
issued in 1944, 


. Scott C93. The Salvador fifteen cen- 


tavos red violet air service stamp 
of 1944 shows a car parked in front 
of the Presidential palace. 


Scott C95. This Salvador dull violet 
air service stamp of 1944 shows a 
car parked at the extreme right in 
front of the National Palace. 


Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
The fifty heller stamp in dull violet 
shows an antique postal motor car. 
One of the earliest specimens of Eu- 
ropean automobilia. 


Bulgaria. 1939. The six 
leva stamp in copper brown shows a 
mail motor car. This is a_ special 
delivery. 

Scott Q3. Bulgaria 1941. The three leva 
dull brown parcel post stamp shows 
a motor car. 


Scott A48, Germany. 1925. The five 
pfennig dark green stamp of the Mu- 
nich Exhibition issue shows a traffic 
wheel. This might add interest to the 
collection. 


Scott B134. Germany. 1939. The dark 
green stamp, six pfennig plus four 
pfennig, shows early types of autos. 
This is one of the most interesting 
and attractive stamps dealing with 
this subject. 


Scott B135. Germany. 1939, The bright 
carmine stamp in the twelve pfen- 
nig plus eight pfennig value shows 
racing cars. 


Scott B136. Germany. 1939. The twen- 
ty-five pfennig plus ten pfennig in 
deep blue shows a modern automo- 
bile. The three stamps B134-136 rep- 
resent the German auto set which 
was issued in commemoration of 
the Berlin Automobile and Motor- 
cycle Exhibition. The surtax was ad- 
ded for Hitler’s National Culture 
Fund, These stamps were all water- 
marked with the swastika. 


Scott Bi41. Germany. 1939. This is 
the same stamp as 3B134 showing 
early types of automobiles in dark 
green, but is overprinted in black in 
commemoration of the Nurburging 
races held May 21 and July 23, 1939. 


Scott B142. Germany. 1939. This is 
the same color and design as B135 
showing racing cars but is over- 
printed in black in commemoration of 
the Nurburging races, 


Scott B143,. Germany. 1939. Same col- 
or and design as Scott B136, show- 
ing modern automobile, but over- 
printed in black in commemoration 
of Nurburging races. 


Scott B32. Jugoslavia. The two dinar 
and two dinar deep plum and rose 
lilac stamp issued in 1939 in com- 
memoration of the centenary of the 
present postal system in Jugoslavia. 


Scott B95. Jugoslavia. 1939. The one 
dinar plus one dinar black, blue green 
and peacock green stamp shows a 
racing car. This was issued to com- 
memorate the automobile and motor- 
cycle races held at Belgrade. The 
surtax was for the race organization 
and the state treasury. 


Scott B97. Jugoslavia. 1939. The two 
dinar plus two dinar stamp in indigo, 
dark blue and ultramarine was also 
issued to commemorate the Belgrade 
races, 


Seott 244. Russia. This interesting 
stamp issued in 1923 shows a Ford- 
son tractor which might easily find 
a place in a collection of automo- 
bilia. This was issued in connection 
with the agricultural exhibit in Mos- 
cow and is a five ruble stamp in deep 
blue and pale blue. 


Scott 822. Russia. 1940. This sixty 
kopeck stamp in olive brown is one 
of the values in the Industrial issue 
and shows an automobile and planes. 


(There are, of course, many other stamps 
which the interested collector might en- 
joy looking up).

Why I Collect 
Sherlockiana 


I eollect Sherlockiana first and 
foremost because I am a Sherlock 
Holmes bug. Dr. Watson considered 
him “the best and the wisest man I 
have ever known.” I feel the same 
way, and it is part of the magic of 
the Sherlock Holmes saga that you 
end by feeling you know him almost 
as well as Dr. Watson did. It is not 
merely that the gaslit era in which 
Holmes lived is the perfect escape 
for all who find themselves too close- 
ly pressed by the cares of this atomic 
age. That indeed is important, but 





over and above that Sherlock Holmes 
epitomizes to me the champion of the 
forces of good against those of evil. 
He made many slips and was some- 
times outsmarted, but the main thing 
is that in the end he vanquished 
Moriarty, the apotheosis of wicked- 
ness. In the same way I like to think 
that, though the forces of darkness 
are now in the ascendency in some 
parts of the world, ultimately they 
too will yield to the forces of light. 
In the eternal antithesis of Holmes 
versus Moriarty there can be no

doubt as to the final outcome. One 
cannot be a Sherlockian without be- 
ing an optimist. 

Collecting Sherlockiana is a fasci- 
nating hobby, but there are many 
pitfalls. You will acquire many items 
in the fond hope that they are first 
editions, only to be cruelly disillu- 
sioned by somebody who knows bet- 
ter. (And those who know better will 
not spare your feelings in telling 
you!) In your eagerness to fill a 
gap in your collection you will buy 
an inferior copy of a book, forget-

ting that it is better to wait for a 
fine copy to come along than to clut- 
ter your shelves with shabby books. 
Indeed, I personally would rather 
have a reprint in fine condition than 
a first that is only passable. Just 
follow me as J take down a few vol- 
umes from this shelf, and I’ll show 
you what I mean. 


This large royal octavo light blue 
volume is a first English edition of 
The Adventures of Sherlock Holmes. 
You will note it is dated 1892 on 
the title page. Note too the flower 
design endpapers. Oh, yes, in case 
you didn’t know, endpapers are very 
important. This nice English first 
of The Memoirs of Sherlock Holmes 
(1894) replaced an imperfect copy 
in which new endpapers had been 
inserted. To the true connoisseur a 
book that has been tampered with in 
any way is anathema, even if re- 
bound in the most exquisite leather. 


These two volumes are the corner- 
stones of any self-respecting Sherlock 
Holmes collection. Aren’t the illustra- 
tions splendid? There are about a 
hundred in each one. They are by 
Sidney Paget, generally considered 
the finest illustrator of the Sacred 
Writings (yes, that’s what the Sher- 
lock Holmes stories are called by 
the Baker Street Irregulars, a Sher- 
lock Holmes society with headquar- 


ters in New York and branches all 
over the United States and abroad). 
The illustrations originally appeared 
in the Strand Magazine, and when 
the tales were republished in book 
form all the Paget picttres were in- 
cluded. 


I don’t, alas, have the Beeton’s 
Christmas Annual for 1887, with A 
Study in Scarlet, the first Sherlock 
Holmes story. Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle received but £25 for the copy- 
right of that work, now considered 
a great milestone in the history of 
the detective story. And here is. as 
good a place as any to record that 
it was a woman who first sensed the 
potential gold mine in_ Sherlock 
Holmes: the wife of the chief editor 
of Ward, Lock & Co., who, asked 
for her judgment, pronounced enthu- 
siastically: “This man is a born

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novelist. It will be a great success.” 
No truer word was ever said. As if 
the world did not already owe a big 
enough debt to womankind, we must 
in fairness acknowledge another: the 
incalculable one of giving the stamp 
of approval to Sherlock Holmes. 
Though conceived in a man’s mind, he 
would have died abortively but for a 
woman’s nod. She, even more than 
Irene Adler, deserves to be toasted at 
the meetings of the Baker Street Ir- 
regulars as the Woman. 


Good copies—in fact any copies— 
of Beeton’s Christmas Annual for 
1887 are infinitely rarer than dia- 
monds and about as expensive. To 
make up for my lack of a copy I have 
these later editions, which are inter- 
esting in their own right. This 1893 
Ward, Lock & Bowden edition, for 
instance, has not only 40 illustrations 
by George Hutchinson, but a note on 
Sherlock Holmes by Dr. Joseph Bell, 
generally regarded as the prototype 
of the famous detective. And here is 
a 1901 reprint which is remarkable 
in that, next to two of the Hutchin- 
son plates, are inserted others by an- 
other artist, James Grieg, so that 
we have here what I believe is unique 
in Sherlockiana: that of two ex- 
amples of two plates of the same 
scene, by different artists, side by 
side. The volume is rather unpre- 
possessing, isn’t it? Yet, because of 
the illustration angle, it is priceless 
to me, though you won’t find it listed 
in any of the standard bibliographies. 
In fact, when it was quoted to me 
from England (at the equivalent of 
about 50c), I almost passed it up 
because it seemed like just another 
reprint. The bookdealer, of course, 
hadn’t mentioned the matter of the 
duplicated illustrations. I bless my 
stars (I’d bless a saint if book col- 
lectors had one—and by the way, 
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why don’t they?) that I followed my 
hunch and ordered the book. 

That brings me to what I consider 
a cardinal principle for collectors: 
never pass up an item in your field 
sight unseen, just because it looks 
like a cheap reprint. Order it 
on approval, if possible; or, if that is 
not possible and the book costs very 
little, take a chance and order it 
anyhow. Otherwise you may be pass- 
ing up a most desirable item. Of 
course there are first edition special- 
ists who turn their nose up at a 
second or later edition, or a variant 
edition, but often these reprints and 
variants have some special point 
which, to those “in the know” sets 
them apart. Some of these editions 
will be discussed later. And even 
when there is no particular point, a 
variant may be interesting for its 
different color of binding. Thus, there 
are actually three varieties of the 
American edition of The Case Book 
of Sherlock Holmes: the first issue, 
in tan cloth, and two subsequent 
issues in red and in grey cloth. And 
here are a half dozen early pirated 
editions of The Sign of the Four, 
none of them especially valuable, yet 
all interesting from a bibliographical 
point of view. 

Another principle, which I learned 
in the hard world of experience: 
never pass up a good item in hope 
it will turn up again a bit cheaper, 
or that it will be available next week, 
or next month. Usually it just won’t, 
and you’ll kick yourself, as I have, 
for passing up rarities which never 
reappear—except in some more dis- 
criminating collector’s library. In 
hook collection, as in other fields, 
opportunity knocks but once. 

Here’s my American Harper edi- 
tion of The Adventures. Not a first, 
alas. How can you tell? The date

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1892 is missing from the title page, 
though you see it on the verse. In 
all my years of collecting I’ve seen 
but one copy of the rare first Amer:- 
can edition. 

Why two copies of the American 
Harper Memoirs? One is the rare 
first edition and the other is a re- 
print. What tells them apart? The 
main thing is that the first contains 
The Card Board Box, a tale omitted 
from the first English edition be- 
cause it involves a love affair that 
offended the sensibilities of that Vic- 
torian age. The story was suppress- 
ed from all subsequent reprints, but 
finally reappeared in book form in 
His Last Bow, in 1917, by which time 
the censors had become less squeam- 
ish. You can see also that the run- 
ning heads of the verse pages in this 
first edition still read The Adventures 
of Sherlock Holmes, whereas in the 
reprint they read The Memoirs of 
Sherlock Holmes. I hesitate to men- 
tion the price a fine copy of the first 
edition may fetch, for fear I may 
raise the price against myself and 
fellow collectors! Someone [I know 
picked up a copy in our New York 
Fourth Avenue district for 50c. (To 
top this, a California friend tells me 
he found one for 45c.) My own copy 
cost me a munificent $5.50, because 
one illustration was missing, since 
supplied from another copy. Reliable 
booksellers, by the way, always men- 
tion defects in books they quote; but, 
just to be safe, I always look through 
a book carefully, to make sure all 
the pages and illustrations are there. 
I have been doing this ever since I 
paid a stiff price for a book which 
months later I found to be missing 
some thirty pages. 

No doubt you want to know why 
I have two copies of the first Ameri- 
can edition of The Hound of the Bas- 
kervilles. This one, the true first issue 
omits the word “Illustrated” on the 
title page. This must have offended 
the artist, Sidney Paget, because in 
the second issue (some purists would 
call it the second edition) the title 
page was cut out, and, as you can 
see, another pasted in on the stub of 
the former one, with the word “Illus- 
trated’? added. Picayune? No doubt, 
but it is these minutiae which are 
the delight, as well as the despair, 
of the true collector. 

Wait, I’m not finished with The 
Hound. Do you see this illustration 
of Sherlock Holmes and Dr. Watson 
parading down Regent Street in ele- 
gant attire? That hansom cab, you 
will observe, is on the left side of 
the street, which is of course correct 
for London. Now ‘just look at the 
corresponding plate in the first Eng- 
lish edition, and what do you see? 
That’s right: it’s in reverse, and you 
can even see the artist’s name spell- 
ed backward! The error started in 
the first appearance in the Strand, 
and was perpetuated in all English 
editions. 

Here is my pride and joy: a prob- 
ably unique collection of the so-called 
Souvenir Edition. These include The 
Adventures, The Last Adventures, A 
Study in Scarlet, and The Sign of 
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Four. As you see, they are in the 
reduced duodecimo size. Yes, there 
are two or more copies of some of 
them, but each is different in some 
way. The title: The Last Adventures, 
was still used for The Memoirs as 
late as 1902. Before 1905, the year 
of publication of The Return of Sher-

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lock Holmes, our hero was thought 
to be dead, hence the title: The Last 
Adventures. As pointed out by my 
friend James Edward Holroyd of the 
Sherlock Holmes Society of London, 
the occasion for the Souvenir Edition 
was the appearance in London of the 
celebrated American actor William 
Gillette in his play Sherlock Holmes 
at the turn of the century. 

I see your eye wandering up to the 
top shelf. What you see in three 
boxes is the eight-volume Limited 
Editions Sherlock Holmes, a supreme 
achievement in bookmaking, with 
samples of the work of almost all 
the artists who have ever illustrated 
the Sherlock Holmes stories, includ- 
ing, of course, the two most famous: 
Sidney Paget and Frederic Dorr 
Steele. In this set we have a truly 
definitive. text of the great saga, 
brilliantly edited by Edgar W. Smith. 
Six of the volumes have introductions 
by famous Sherlockians: Vincent 
Starrett, Christopher Morley, Elmer 
Davis, Fletcher Pratt, Rex Stout, and 
Anthony Boucher. 

This shelf contains my books about 
Sherlock Holmes. Here are, among 
others, Vincent Starrett’s The Private 
Life of Sherlock Holmes, the classic 
biography 221 B: Studies in Sher- 
lock Holmes, a collection of essays 
edited by Vincent Starrett; the ex- 
tremely rare Sherlock Holmes and 
Dr. Watson: A Chronology of Their 
Adventures, by H. W. Bell; Sherlock 
Holmes: Fact or Fiction?, by Thomas 
S. Blakeney; Christopher Morley’s 
Sherlock Holmes and Dr. Watson, a 
delightfully annotated edition of some 
of the tales; Baker Street Studies, 
edited by H. W. Bell; My Dear 
Holmes, by Gavin Brend; Holmes 
and Watson: A Miscellany, by S. C. 
Roberts, and many others. too numer- 
ous to mention. You will note that 
many of these books are autograph- 
ed by their authors, though hardly 
any are presentation copies. The 
author, by the way, is the only one 
who should put his name in a book. 
There ought to be a law against any- 
one else putting his name in, or— 
crowning horror!—pasting a book 
label inside the cover—unless, of 
course, the owner is famous, in which 
case the autograph or label may en- 
hance the value of the book. My copy 
of Arthur Conan Doyle’s autobio- 
graphy, Memoirs and Adventures, for 
example, has his neat autograph on 
the title page, and is therefore price- 
less to me. 

Here on this shelf I keep my paro- 
dies and association items. This vol- 
ume, The Misadventures of Sherlock 
Holmes, by Ellery Queen, contains a 
collection of the most famous (and 
infamous) imitations of Sherlock 
Holmes by such authors as John 
Kendrick Bangs, Mark Twain, Bret 
Harte, O’Henry, Maurice Leblanc, 
Stephen Leacock, and Agatha Christ- 
ie. I had a great many of these in 
the original appearances, but have 
long since disposed of most of them, 
as I feel that parodies and burlesques 
do not belong in a serious collection. 
Pastiches are imitations on a higher 
level, and of these some of the best 
are to be found in three books by 
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August Derleth-in this corner: In 
Re: Sherlock Holmes, The Memoirs 
of Solar Pons, and Three Problems 
for Solar Pons. Here are some de- 
tective stories with a Sherlockian 
twist, as Design for Murder, by Per- 
cival Wilde; and Wilders Walk Away 
by Herbert Brean. And here of all 
things is a collection of tales in 
Dutch by Clifford Semper: De Nala- 
tenschap Van Sherlock Holmes (The 
Legacy of Sherlock Holmes). How 
terrivly tantalizing is this assort- 
ment of cases from Dr. Watson’s tin 
dispatch-box at Cox’s at Charing 
Cross! Won’t some Dutch scholar 
please volunteer to translate the book 
into English? 

Down in these cabinets I keep my 
magazine appearances of the stories 
in The Strand, Liberty, Hearst’s In- 
ternational, Harper’s Weekly, and 
others; also my ephemera, formid- 
able collection in themselves, compris- 
ing my scrapbooks of newspaper clip- 
pings, miscellaneous pamphlets and 
magazines with articles on Sherlock- 
ian subjects, theater programs, post- 
ers, catalogues, and all sorts of sou- 
venirs and memorabilia. And here is 
my Sherlock Holmes niche, with such 
treasures as a statuette of the Master 
by Edgar Pichard Smith; a gavel 
with the famous profile in ebony, by 
Jay Finley Christ; a miniature han- 
som cab, a brougham, a Baker Street 
lamp, and Sherlockian greeting cards 
all made by my son, Michael.

2nd Case-Book, edited by J. N. Wil- 
liamson of Indianapolis, you will find

IN LETTERS... 


American Literary Autographs 


When the doughty Captain John 
Smith laid down his arquebus and 
took up a quill to relate a few whop- 
pers about his life among the Jn- 
dians, he unwittingly launched one 
of the great literatures of the world; 
for even though Smith lived and 
wrote in England, he was the first 
distinguished writer to draw his in- 
spiration from America. For auto- 
graph collectors, Smith also began a 
tradition of rarity. A great cam- 
paigner for the settlement of the New 
World, Smith must have penned liter- 
ally hundreds of fascinating letters, 
which his correspondents undoubtedly 
read avidly—and then burned. 
Hardly a letter of Smith’s survives, 
and even a paltry document bearing 
his signature is quite beyond the 
reach of the collector of modest 
means. <A document signed by the 
hirsute Captain would, if put up at 
auction today, fetch between $1,000 
and $5,000. 

The Colonial successors of Smith, 
most of whom must be classed as in- 
cidental rather than _ professional 
authors, were nearly as niggardly as 
Smith with the autographs they be- 
queathed to posterity. The rarity of 
Colonial autographs, at least among 
authors, is almost proverbial — 
Michae] Wigglesworth, Anne Brad- 
street, Thomas Morton—the list goes 
on and on. Few dealers and fewer 
collectors have ever set eyes upon 
their autographs. Some relief from 
the monotony of rarity is provided by 
the prolific Cotton Mather, whose 
autographs in the form of unsigned 
sermons, indited in his diminutive, 
print-like handwriting, are occasion- 
ally offered for sale. Such manu- 
scripts fetch around $10 to $15 per 
page. The noted diarist, Samuel Se- 
wall, is another whom the impe- 
cunious collector of Colonial literati 
may well bless. Although his auto- 
graph in the form of full letters 
is very rare, Sewall signed many 
thousands of routine legal documents, 
and his signature in this form is 
frequently available for around $15 
to $25. 

Despite the close link between 
politics and literature during the 
Revolutionary period, our ancestors 
could boast of the services of at 
least one pamphleteer and one poet 
whose work rose above the purely

for sale. 





polemical. Still read today are the 
poems of Philip Freneau, our first 
great American lyricist, who picked 
many of his themes direct from na- 
ture, Freneau’s autograph is very 
rare, and is lacking in most literary 
collections. Not so rare, but more 
valuable, is the autograph of the 
great American whom Theodore 
Roosevelt, in a moment of folly 
(Roosevelt had quite a few such 
moments!) called “that filthy, little 
atheist.” As a recent critic has 
noted, Thomas Paine was _ neither 
filthy, nor little, nor an atheist. He 
was, however, a_ great _ political 
writer, and without him our country 
might never have achieved its in- 
dependence. Just as Theodore Roose- 
velt seldom wrote a letter which was 
not designed to get somebody’s vote, 
so Paine seldom penned a letter 


which did not show his passionate 
devotion to truth and __ liberty. 
Paine’s letters are invariably inter- 
esting, and for this reason it is 
unusual for any of his epistles to 
sell for less than $100. 

The first professional American 
author was Charles Brockden Brown, 
whose quaint Gothic novels, much 
admired by Shelley, are still read by 
scholars. If any honors were being 
awarded for autographic rarity, 
Brown would certainly be a claim- 
ant, for his letters are excessively 
scarce. Only two years ago a mere 
postscript in his hand, signed with 
initials, was sold at auction for $60. 
Even rarer than Brown’s is the auto- 
graph of Joseph Rodman Drake, 
youthful author of the “Culprit Fay,” 
whose early death at the age of 
twenty-five inspired a notable elegy 
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by his friend Fitz-Greene Halleck. I 
have never seen an autograph of 
Drake, although some thirty years 
ago his Notebooks were discovered by 
a dealer, and sold to the Huntington 
Library. 

Contemporary with Brown and 
Drake was William Cullen Bryant, 
America’s first great poet. Like 
Holmes, Lowell, Longfellow, and 
Emerson, Bryant lived a long and 
full life, industriously writing letters 
to acquisitive people who preserved 
every line he sent them. The result 
is that the autographs of virtually 
all the New England group are ob- 
tainable at relatively low prices. 
When one considers the importance 
of writers like Emerson and Holmes, 
it seems absurd that their autograph 
letters should be available for so 
ee a sum as $10 or thereabouts. 

With a few exceptions, like Emil 
Dickinson and Henry David Ten, 
the autographs of the New England 
group are probably the most plenti- 
ful of any literary group in history! 
Emily Dickinson shares with Her- 
man Melville the distinction of being 
autographically the rarest of any 
major American author. There is 
a@ popular impression among collec- 
tors—not supported by any evidence 
—that the autograph of Edgar Allan 
Poe is extremely rare. It is not. 
However, the great interest in Poe 
and the consequent demand among 
collectors for letters from his pen 
have actually made his autograph ap- 
pear rare, Whereas one may today 
pick up a brief letter of Emily 
Dickinson or Herman Melville for 
around $150, there is no such inter- 
mediate value with Poe. His letters 
and manuscripts are keenly sought 
after, and $500 would be a low price 
indeed for a letter in his delicate 
and beautiful handwriting. 

Surprising enough, many of the 
most elusive American autographs 
are those of modern writers. Frank 
Norris must be ranked among the 
rarest. Although fragments of his 
manuscripts, usually single folio 
pages from “McTeague,” are oc- 
casionally sold and fetch around $10 
to $20 each, it is seldom indeed that 
one sees a letter from his pen. AI- 
most as scarce are the letters of 
Stephen Crane, O. Henry, and Laf- 
cadio Hearn. While the letters of 
Sinclair Lewis, Theodore Dreiser, 
and Robert Frost are very often met 
with, it would be difficult to over- 
emphasize the rarity of such contem- 
porary authors as Hart Crane, and 
Thomas Wolfe. It is true that Wolfe 
was a prolific writer, turning out a 
-pound of manuscript for every ounce 
of published material, but nearly all 
his papers were whisked away into 
an institution after his death, and 
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his autograph is not often encoun- 


red ay. 

As a helpful guide to collectors, 
here is a chart which illustrates, by 
groups, the hierarchy of rarity 
among American authors. If you 
own any of the autographs in Group 
I (Extremely Rare), you may le- 
gitimately take great pride in your 
possession. Even the autographs in 
Group II (Very Rare) are seldom 
met with in private collections.

Oddly enough, the autographs of a 
distinguished man may be very rare 
in one form, and common in another. 
Take Nathaniel Hawthorne. His full 
letters are quite scarce, but the docu- 
ments he signed as Surveyor of 
Salem Port, or as U. S. Consul at 
Liverpool are easy to acquire, The 
same may be said of Royall Tyler, 
whose legal documents are plentiful, 
but who is virtually impossible to 
obtain in full autograph letters. An- 
other odd fact is that rarity has far 
less effect upon value than demand. 
Without demand, an autograph has 
no value, however rare. The demand 
for Poe is great, and a fine Poe let- 
ter would certainly fetch a higher 
price than a brace of letters written 
by Joseph Rodman Drake and 
Charles Brockden Brown, whose au- 
tographs are infinitely rarer than 
Poe’s. On the other hand, one of 


the commonest of American auto- 
graphs is that of Mark Twain, yet 
so great is the demand for interest- 
ing and witty communications from 
his pen that fine letters occasionally 
sell for upwards of $100.

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Geoffrey Crayon 


In these days when critics tell us 
we have a great literary genius in 
T. S. Eliot or Ernest Hemingway, 
and when their praise and adoration 
goes even as far as placing them 
above the bard of Avon, we of the 
uninitiated seek consolation in the 
writings of Geoffrey Crayon whom 
even the uninitiated literate knows 
was, like Jonathon Oldstyle, a pen- 
name of one Washington Irving. His 
claim to space in this column lies in 
Salmagundi, his editorship of the 
Analectic Magazine at Philadelphia 
in 1818, and his stories and. essays 
in the Knickerbocker Magazine which 
were collected under the title of 
“Wolfert’s Roost’’. 

His father was a merchant cap- 
tain, born in the Orkneys, who came 
to and settled in New York before 
the Revolution. Later in life when 
the family fortune failed Irving be- 
came a “man of letters” as the en- 
cyclopaedists now style him. Alex- 
ander Everett, an old reviewer, once 
wrote of Irving and his place in 
history. Writing of some genius of 
American literature in the future, 
Everett said: “. . . this or something 
like it, may or may not happen but 
even if it should it can never be 
disputed that the mild and beautiful 
genius of Mr. Irving was the Morning 
Star that led up the march of our 
heavenly host.” Old reviewers were 
partial to poetic compliments or 
burning barbs and often presented 
their praise in polysyllable words 
and used the blunt shorter ones for 
their cutting caustic criticism, but 
even the venomous Lord Jeffrey, the 
giant killer of English adolescent 
authors, never wasted barbs on Irv- 
ing or had occasion to blister, bruise 
or burn this great gentle American 
who played no politics to raise the 
Scotch reviewers ire. 

In the days of Washington Irv- 
ing’s nativity there was a fad in the 
land to name male children for the 
heroes of the day, This custom still 
prevails and in late years we have 
had a fair crop of Davids, Dwights 
and Douglases. A friendly pat on the 
head as a child was Irving’s only 
contact with his namesake and the 
future subject of one of his biograph- 
ies.

Irving was a pioneer in the field 
of American literature. He gave us 
the lives of our discoverer, Columbus, 
and our liberator, Washington, which 
are more readable than many of the 
more scholarly lives that followed. 
He began publication with sketches 
in a periodical called Salmagundi, a 
family venture, in which the char- 
acters and customs of his time were 
satirized in kindly humor. The satire 
of this publication still fits many 
characters and practices of the pre- 
sent day for the world has not really 
changed although it seems to be 
moving faster on its way to nowhere. 

Out of the ancient chronicles of 
Gotham in Salmagundi he developed 
the idea for Knickerbockers History 
of New York. In this he gave the 
young nation a much needed folklore 
and tradition that still stands the 
test after a century and a half. His 
later stories of Rip Van Winkle 
and Sleepy Hollow are perhaps the 
best pieces of fiction that have been 
written in America. It has been 
thought that if Irving had gone West 
instead of to Europe he might have 
developed into a Western humorist, 
perhaps another Mark Twain. Of all 
the saddest words of tongue or pen, 
etc., but why speculate or what 
might have been? We have Rip Van 
Winkle and Diederich Knickerbocker, 
either a monument that any author 
might envy. 

Rip Van Winkle is our “sleeping 
saviour” theme, that haunts the liter- 
ature of Western civilization, like 
the sleeping Arthur and Charlemagne 
with their knights and paladins 
sleeping and waiting like Barbarosa 
until some future time when the 
Christian world will need their lead- 
ership. America needed such a tale, 
it needed a Headless Horseman and 
a Flying Dutchman to ply the Tap- 
pan Zee. All these Geoffrey Crayon 
provided and more. In Knickerbock- 
er’s New York he gave us the cus- 
tom of hanging the Christmas stock- 
ing and a jolly old Santa Claus that 
outdoes the German Kris Kringle 
and the English Father Christmas. 

Knickerbocker has become a house- 
hold word and Father Knickerbocker 
the patron saint of New York City 
and the original name of Gotham 


still sticks and holds in many trade- 
names of its wise business men. It 
is surprising to know how many 
American origins, phrases and tra- 
ditions can be traced to the imagin- 
ation of the sage of Sunnyside and 
the legendary history of New York 
that has little actual truth in it 
from the historian’s point of view 
but which is history as it should have 
been if men had been just a little 
wiser or more foolish than they ac- 
tually were. Many things that we 
believe existed for a long time or 
perhaps were thought to always exist 
were born of the brain of Geoffrey 
Crayon. That we needed these little 
touches of romance and fantasy in 
our development as a nation, he 
knew, and he provided these. In an 
old annual, The Magnolia, he gave 
us the phrase, “the Almighty Dollar” 
which has long standing as a sym- 
bol of our materialistic side. 

John Neal in Blackwood’s Maga- 
zine wrote of Irving: “By nine read- 
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ers out of ten, perhaps, Knicker- 
bocker is read as a piece of generous 
drollery, nothing more. Be it so. 
It will wear the better. The design 
of Irving himself is not always clear, 
nor was he always undeviating in 
his course. Truth or fable, fact or 
falsehood—it was all the same to 
him, if a bit of material came his 
way. In a word, we look upon this 
volume of Knickerbocker—though it 
is tiresome, though there are some 
wretched failures in it, a little over- 
doing of the humorous, and a little 
confusion of purpose throughout— 
as a work honorable to English liter- 
ature, manly, bold and altogether 
original, without being extravagant, 
as to stand alone among the labors 
of men.” Then again “To Speak the 
plain truth, Diederich Knicker- 
bocker is, after all, our favorite. 
There is much richness of humor, and 
there is more strength of language, 
too, in these earlier efforts.” 

The life of Geoffrey Crayon was 
not all pen and ink. Had he chosen 
to write his autobiography it would 
have been a worthwhile work. There 
we might read of his being taken by 
pirates in the Mediterranean; —of 
his standing on a pier at Messina in 
Sicily and watching Nelson’s fleet 
sweeping out to sea on its way to the 
battle of Trafalgar;—of his disap- 
pointment on being unable to see the 
interior of the cathedral of Milan 
because it was being decorated for 
the coronation of the first Napoleon; 
—of his adventures in Rome with 
Washington Allston and how near 
Geoffrey Crayon came to becoming an 
artist. Of his welcome by Sir Walter 
Scott at Abbotsford he has given us 
a record in the “Crayon Miscellany.” 


Irving tells us that he had come 
to Selkirk on Aug. 29, 1817. “I had 
come down from Edinburgh partly 
to visit Melrose Abbey and its vi- 
cinity, but chiefly to get a sight of 
this ‘mighty minstrel of the North’. 
I had a letter of introduction to him 
from Thomas Campbell, the poet, 
and had reason to think, from the 
interest he had taken in some of my 
earlier scribblings, that a visit from 
me would be deemed an intrusion. 
On the following morning, after an 
early breakfast, I set off in a post- 
chaise for the Abbey. On the way 
thither I stopped at the gate of 
Abbotsford, and sent the postillion 
to the house with the letter of intro- 
duction and my card, on which I 
had written that I was on my way 
to the ruins of Melrose Abbey, and 
wished to know if it were agreeable 
to Mr. Seott (he had not yet been 
made a baronet) to receive a visit 
from me in the course of the morn- 
ing.” 

We now shift to Lockhart’s Life 
of Seott: “Scott’s family well remem- 
ber the delight with whith he receiv- 
ed this announcement: he was at 
breakfast and sallied forth instantly, 
dogs and children after him as usual, 
to greet the guest and to conduct 
him in person from the highway to 
the door.” 

We now go back to Irving’s ac- 
count: “Before Scott had reached 
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the gate he called out to me in a 
hearty tone, welcoming me to Abbots- 
ford, and asking news of Campbell. 
Arrived at the door of the chaise, 
he grasped me warmly by the hand: 
‘Come, drive down, drive down to the 
house,’ said he, ‘ye’re just in time 
for breakfast, and afterwards ye 
shall see the wonders of the Abbey.’ 
I would have excused myself on the 
plea of having already made my 
breakfast, ‘Hout man,’ cried he: ‘a 
ride in the morning in the keen air 
of the Scotch hills is warrant enough 
for a second breakfast. ’” 

It was soon after this that Irving 
was forced to become a professional 
because of the failure of the family 
business. “The Sketch Book of Geof- 
frey Crayon, Gent.” was published 
by Murray, Scott’s publisher in 1820. 
The most interesting part of this 
work to an Englishman is the des- 
cription of an English Christmas in 
which Irving displayed the delicate 
humor of his model Addison. Irving 
had the ability to see the old frame- 
work behind what was thought to be 
modern in his day. Hazlitt writing 
on the Sketch Book called the writ- 
ing “literary anachronistic,” saying 
that Irving had come to. England 
and fancied himself to be in the 
midst of characters and manners he 
had read of in the Spectator. “In- 
stead of looking around to see what 
we are, he sets to work to describe 
us as we were, at second hand.” This 
ability to see the ideal behind the 
real was also supported by the tesi- 
mony of other British writers that 
the old customs still survived in the 
country outside London. Irving then 
noted something that still holds true 
in these days when the wise critics 
of Gotham pose as Job’s comforters 
and seem to believe that they have 
the pulse beat of the world at their 
finger tips. Irving wrote: “Critics 
who reside in cities have little idea 
of the primitive manners and obser- 
vances which still prevail in remote 
and rural neighborhoods.” 


The collector and the antiquary 
must always have a chord of sym- 
pathy with Geoffrey Crayon, whose 
next work was typically English in 
its humor and a good description of 
country life, Bracebridge Hall. His 
“Tales of a Traveller” are good but 
they did not set well with the critics. 
John Neal, a kindly critic, ended his 
review with some advice: “You— 
Geoffrey Crayon have great power,— 
original power. We rejoice in your 
failure now, because we believe that 
it will drive you into a style of orig- 
inal composition, far more worthy of 
yourself. Go to work. Lose no time. 
Your foundations will be the strong- 
er for this uproar. You cannot write 
a novel, a poem, true tale or a trag- 
edy. You can write another Sketch 
Book worth all that you have ever 
written, if you will draw out from 
yourself. You have some qualities 
that no other living writer has,—a 
bold, quiet huror, a rich beautiful 
mode of painting without caricature, 
a delightful, free, happy spirit: make 
use of them. We look to see you all 
the better for this trouncing. God 
bless you! Farewell.” 
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In his later biographical works, 
Irving found that the province of 
the biographer differed from that of 
the historian. The philosophical in- 
vestigation of cause and effect did 
not trouble him. He tried to picture 
his subject as living among people 
and settings of the subject’s own time, 
the background for which was par- 
tially furnished by the descriptions 
of the subject’s contemporaries, 


Of the Spanish or Alhambra period 
of Irving’s life we have this from his 
pen: “The account of my midnight 
rambles about the old palace is liter- 
ally true, yet gives but a feeble idea 
of my feelings and impressions and 
of the singular haunts I was explor- 
ing ... it was only in the legends 
that I indulged in romancing.” 


Let us close this sketch with the 
remarks of William Cullen Bryant: 
“Other hands will yet give the world 
a bolder, more vivid, and more exact 
portraiture. In the meantime when 
I consider for how many years he 
stood before the world as an author, 
with still increasing fame,—half a 
century in this most changeful of 
centuries,—I cannot hesitate to pre- 
dict for him a deathless renown. 
Since he began to write, empires 
have risen and passed away: mighty 
captains have appeared on the stage 
of the world, performed their part, 
and been called to their account; 
wars have been fought and ended 
which have changed the destinies of 
the human race. New arts have been 
invented and adopted, and have push- 
ed the old out of use; the household 
economy of half mankind has under- 
gone a revolution. Science has learn- 
ed a new dialect and forgotten the 
old; the chemist of 1807 would be a 
vain babbler among his brethren of 
the present day, and would in turn 
become bewildered in the attempt to 
understand them. Nation utters 
speech to nation in words that pass 
from realm to realm with the speed 
of light. Distant countries have been 
made neighbors; the Atlantic Ocean 
has become a narrow frith, and the 
Old World and the New shake hands 
across it; the East and the West 
look in at each other’s windows. The 
new inventions bring new calamities, 
and men perish in crowds by the 
recoil of their own devices. War has 
learned more frightful modes of 
havoc, and armed himself with dead- 
lier weapons; armies are borne to 
the battle-field on the wings of the 
wind, and dashed against each other 
and destroyed with infinite blood- 
shed. We grow giddy with the per- 
petual whirl of strange events, these 
rapid and ceaseless mutations; the 
earth seems to be reeling under our 
feet, and we turn to those who write 
like Irving for some assurance that 
we are still in the same world into 
which we were born; we read, and 
are quieted and consoled. In his pages 
we see that the language of the heart 
never becomes obsolete; that Truth 
and Good and Beauty, the offspring 
of God, are not subject to the changes 
which beset the inventions of men. 
We become satisfied that he whose

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My Friend Eugene O’Neil 


Just a few weeks ago the author 
of this account and some friends 
were having a discussion about Am- 
erican dramatists, and someone asked 
who was the greatest American 
dramatist yet to appear. With almost 
complete unanimity we agreed that 
it was Eugene O’Neill. Most Ameri- 
can critics will probably agree with 
this viewpoint. 

Eugene Gladstone O’Neill (he 
early dropped his middle name) was 
born in New York City, October 16th, 
1888, the son of James O’Neill actor 
and Ella Quinlan. He was educated 
at Princeton and at Harvard where 
he studied under the noted Professor 
George P. Baker who founded the 
“47 Workshop” a school for drama 
writers, where he taught besides 
O’Neill such noted future dramatists 
as Sidney Howard, George Abbott, 
Edward Sheldon, Philip Barry, S. N. 
Behrman. He spent two years at 
sea, and sojourned in Central and 
South America. In fact, his early 
life, after leaving college, was that 
of a wanderer, and very few drama- 
tists had his varied experience. In 
1909 he prospected for gold in Spanish 
Honduras, but malarial fever in- 
valided him home. He next toured 
with a theatrical company as assist- 
ant manager and followed that with 
his two years at sea as a crewman. 

His versatile career also included 
a stint as a cub reporter in New 
London, Connecticut, until lung 
trouble forced him into a sanitarium 
for six months. 

It was during the convalescence 
from this illness that the urge to 
write developed. and in the ensuing 
months O’Neill turned out no less 
than eleven one act plays and two 
long ones. 

His first wife was Kathleen Jen- 
kins whom he married in 1909. They 
had one son, Eugene, Jr., who was a 
brilliant scholar, became professor of 
Greek at Harvard, and involved in 
an unhappy love affair, killed him- 
self in 1950. I quote the letter he 
wrote me: 


Dear Mr.. Clemens: 

I am very grateful to you and the 
International Mark Twain Society 
for your kindness in electing me to 
Honorary Membership. I feel genu- 
inely honored. 

That is all that I can say, but I 
know you will not feel. that the short- 
ness of this note of acknowledgment 
argues any lack. of sincerity of 
warmth of gratitude on my part. 

“' " Respectfully yours, 

Eugene O'Neill, Jr.

The noted dramatist George Jean 
Nathan was one of the first to recog- 
nize O’Neill’s talents and started to 
open Broadway doors for him in 
1917. Even before this some of his 
early one-act plays had been pro- 
duced at the Wharf Theatre in Pro- 
vincetown. Some of his early plays 
were: Thirst, 1916, The Moon of the 
Caribbees, 1918, Beyond the Horizon, 
1920, (Pulitzer Prize Play), The Em- 
peror Jones, 1920, Diff’rent, 1920, 
Gold, 1921, Anna Christie, 1921 (Pu- 
litzer Prize Play), The Straw, 1921, 
and The First Man, 1922. 

Other O’Neill plays included The 
Ape, Desire Under the Elms, Marco 
Millions, Ah, Wilderness, Days with- 
out End, The Fountain, All God’s 
Chillun Got Wings. 


His one-act plays were equally 
famous. They included The Long 
Voyage Home, The Dreamy Kid, The 
Rope and Bound East for Cardiff. 

After Days Without Days was pro- 
duced in 1934, O’Neill was away from 
the stage until 1946 when The Ice- 
man Cometh arrived on Broadway. 
Then O’Neill went into seclusion until 
1948 when he and his wife left the 
Broadway scene. They bought a 
small house on Point of Rocks in 
Marblehead, Massachusetts, near the 
sea which had surged through many 
of his plays. 

In 1936 O’Neill was awarded the 
Nobel Prize in literature. The award 
committee did not cite any particular 
work but O’Neill considered his play 
Mourning Becomes Electra a strong 
factor in the choice. 

That much coveted prize was the 
only one of the many honors won 
by the prolific playwright who in 
his lifetime had more than forty 
plays produced, He won the Pulitzer 
Prize three times in 1920, 1922, and 
1928. 

On September 6th, 1937, the dra- 
matist wrote me from “Lafayette, 
Contra Costa County, California”: 


Dear Cyril Clemens: 

I am delighted to hear from your 
letter that I have been elected a mem- 
ber of the Society’s Dramatic Com- 
mittee. 

In reply to the inquiry from the 
member in Turkey about Mr. Skin- 
ner’s book, I should say it, and the 
volume of my work written by Sophus 
Winther, the novelist, (published by 
my own publisher, Random House) 
are the most comprehensive. 

All good wishes to you 
Very sincerely, 
Eugene O'Neill. 


O’Neill brought forth three plays 
in the one year of 1928. In Califor- 
nia, at the Pasadena Playhouse, Gil- 
mor Brown produced Lazarus 
Laughed, a fantasy of striking or- 
iginality and strength, in which the 
Biblical character Lazarus returns 
from the dead to exult in life. In 
New York the Theatre Guild pro- 
duced Marco Millions, and just three 
weeks later, Strange Interlude. The 
former is a romantic satire, using 
the thirteenth century merchant-ad- 
venturer, Marco Polo, as a symbol 
of destructive materialism, and in a 
sequence of barbarically gorgeous 
episodes, telling a story of universal 
and timeless significance. Strange 
Interlude marked the high point in 
O’Neill’s career, for not only did it 
enjoy an extraordinary success (4382 
performances in New York, followed 
by a long road tour), and win him 
his third Pulitzer Prize, but it also 
represented the triumphant culmina- 
tion of his consistent search for a 
technique that would effectively con- 
vey the contrast between external 
and inner reality. With its morbid 
but fascinating story of a neurotic 
woman, and the men who revolve 
around her, the play makes elaborate 
and skilful use of “asides” to reveal 
the innermost thoughts of its charac- 
ters. Although the aside was not a 
modern invention—it was frequently 
employed by the Greek and Eliza- 
bethan dramatists — it had never 
before been used with such consis- 
tency and psychological brilliance. 
Because of its extraordinary length, 
the play commenced at five o’clock 
in the afternoon, was recessed for 
dinner from seven forty-five to nine, 
and resumed from nine to eleven. 

As so often happens the very next 
year, 1929, was an anti-climax to 
1928, for it gave the public only one 
new O’Neill play, Dynamo, which was 
a failure in spite of an interesting 
theme and very good writing. It 
deals with the conflict in a sensitive 
boy’s soul between conventional re- 
ligious beliefs and the worship of 
modern science. But the conflict 
failed to arouse audience interest, 
and there are climaxes in the play 
which verge on the absurd. 

On May 17th, 1935, O’Neill wrote 
me the following letter:

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The Tang Knife 


By VIRGIL Y. RUSSELL 


There are many various types of 
artifacts in the thousands of collec- 
tions over the country. Some sections 
of the country go in for polished 
specimens — others, large spears— 
while still others prize the fine and 
delicate flaking on bird points; but 
few seem to put much value on stone 
knives, 


The only knife I have seen that is 
rare and really prized is the tang 
knife. There are three different 
types of tang knives. The most com- 
mon, and it is rare, is the corner 
tang; then the back tang and last 
the base tang. 


The tang knife was first found, or 
at least attention was first called to 
it, in Texas. The claim was made 
that all tang knives were from or 
found in Texas. Time passed and 
the tang knives began to turn up in 
other parts of the country. They 
were made from stones native to 
-other states which dispels the theory 
that Texas is the only state where 
the tang knife is found; although 
it is quite possible that more tangs 
- a in Texas than any other 
state. 


I have seen but one collection of 
tang knives—that is, enough to be 
called a collection. R. B. Ravens- 
croft, Liberal, Kans., has about 
seventy tangs, and as far as I know 
his collection is “tops” in tangs. The 
collections is worth driving miles to 
see, 


Tom Sandison, Casper, Wyo., has a 
very outstanding corner tang found 
in Natrona County, Wyo. This knife 
is made of red agate and has very 
fine workmanship. It is thin, deli- 
cate and indeed a gem. Vern Mokler, 
Casper, Wyo., has a larger corner 
tang of very unusual material. I’d 
call it a conglomerate, but it looks 
like “hog’s head cheese.”’ Both col- 
lectors have refused $100 for their 
tangs. John Palsce, Worland, Wyo., 


has a corner tang made of moss 
agate. It is smaller than the other 
two. While Mr. Palsce has not been 
offered $100, as far as I know, you 
can make the offer and there will 
be “no sale.” 


Ed Russell, Douglas, Wyo., has a 
back tang knife. I have seen a few 
other back tangs but do not know 
their whereabouts at present. Rus- 
sell’s is a splendid specimen of this 
type. 


That leaves the third type, the base 
tang knife, which is probably the 
most rare. I finally found one in the 
collection of Earl S. Meeker, Powell, 
Wyo. It is made of a beautiful flint 
material. He found it in a cave 
near Powell, Wyo., in the summer of 
1952. Mr. Meeker and his father 
did quite a lot of digging and screen- 
ing. The knife was found below the 
surface. It is 34%” long and 13/8” 
wide at the base. Earl Meeker is 
very proud of this base tang and 
has refused many tempting offers, 
both in cash and trade. While he 
will not sell the tang he is always 
happy to show it. 


The knife is in good condition. The 
one blemish is a chip out near the 
point. The lower cutting edge is 
sharp and well worked. The Meek- 
ers also found quite a lot of other 
stone artifacts beneath the surface 
in this cave. Several of them seemed 
to be of the Yuma type. This cave 
is undoubtedly worth study and work. 


Collectors out here in the Rocky 
Mountain Region do not value the 
heavy, coarse, colorless tang knives. 
But try and buy a tang knife made 
of beautiful material, thin, delicate 
workmanship and you will really 
have to dig down deep to get it. 


People have often wondered why 
there are so few tang knives, Many 


reasons are given. Probably the most 
common ones are: (a) They are the 
tools of the Medicine Man; (b) They 


are not practical — other types of 
knives have more utility value; (c) 
They belong to a certain “clan” of 
Indians. The other Indians would 
not have them any more than a 
white man will wear a lodge pin 
when he is not a member of that 
lodge; (d) The tang is made so it 
can be held securely by a buckskin 
thong and tied to some portion of 
the body; (e) Some say it is a cere- 
monial knife. 


So as Bill Stern always says as 
he ends his broadcasts, “What do 
you think?”

After divorcing his first wife in 
1912, O’Neill married Agnes Boulton 
in 1918. They had two children, 
Oona mentioned above and Shane 
who had not been in contact with his 
father for many years, and whose 
present whereabouts are, in fact, un- 
known, 

At his death, O’Neill leaves three 
full-length plays. One, A Moon for 
the Misbegotten, has not yet ap- 
peared on Broadway, but had its 
premier in Columbus, Ohio, and has 
been played in Detroit, Cleveland and 
St. Louis. The second, A Touch of 
the Poet has not yet been produced, 
and the third, Long Day’s Journey 
Into Night O’Neill has specified can- 
not be given the public until twenty- 
five years after his passing. 

About six years ago, O’Neill was 
stricken with that dire malady, Park- 
inson’s disease—a form of palsy— 
which gradually but irresistibly cut 
down his activities until writing be- 
came altogether impossible. But the 
immediate cause of his death on Fri- 
day, November 27th, 1953, was bron- 
chial pneumonia. He breathed his 
last at his Marblehead home, sur- 
rounded by his wife Carlotta, a 
nurse, and his physician Dr. Harry 
L. Kozol. Private funeral services 
were held a few days later. 

George Jean Nathan, his lifelong 
friend and one who had done so 
much to make his early genius known, 
declared in New York: 


“The American theatre has _ lost 
its greatest playwright and I have 
lost one of my longest and dearest 
friends.” 

Certainly no other playwright has 
ever contributed to the American 
stage such a rich and diversified 
body of plays. And never before has 
an American dramatist exhibited 
such a bold fusion of grim reality 
and poetic exaltation. Like all 
things humanly produced, O’Neill’s 
works have many faults, but they are 
out-weighed by its virtues. And one 
conclusion is absolutely inescapable: 
Eugene O’Neill brought American 
dramatic literature to full maturity.

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Beware: Bone Digging Pox 


That old “hunting fever” which af- 
flicts certain specimens of American 
male when deer season opens, and 
which prompts the huntsman to get 
up early, go to bed late, eat beans 
three times a day, and acquire an ad- 
vanced case of poison oak, is a trivial 
malady compared with the “bone- 
digging pox” which overcomes some 
other members of the species, both 
male and female, almost twelve 
months of the year. It is even as 
serious as “fishing neurosis,” which 
produces a faraway expression in 
the eyes of many a victim as well 
as a predilection toward sporting 
good stores and travel folders. 

As a warning to the general pub- 
lic, it should be indicated that the 
fat, the small, and the tall who 
break ‘out with “bone-digging pox” 
can sometimes be identified by cer- 
tain: characteristics. Afflicted with 
that faraway expression, too, they 
frequently lurk in dark corners of 
libraries in sections marked “An- 
thropology” or Archeology.” If that 
sharp blonde who lives on the corner 
meets a sun-burned, stooped man in 
rough-looking togs, she need not be- 
come: apprehensive too hastily, even 
though the character may have a rov- 
ing eye. He simply may be one of 
these amateur bone-diggers en route 
home after scouring: a nearby orch- 
ard or field for prehistoric arrow- 
heads or spear points. His wife 
may think he belongs in a psycho- 
pathic ward, but those on the in- 
side will realize he’s just another 
spare-time archeologist. 

If -the unsympathetic neighbor 
thinks his hobby, which lures him 
out weekends and holidays along 
river banks, among ruins, and 
through caverns that would go well 
as chambers of horrors, is for panty- 
waists, he has another think coming. 
Any week-end scientist will explain 
that few thrills match the discovery 
of the broken walls of a prehistoric 
village in New Mexico or Arizona, ox 
finding a  strangely-shaped_ earth 
mound used for pagan rituals hun-

dreds of years ago in the Mississippi 
Valley. Then, as a special treat, 
once in a while an amateur archeol- 
ogist may be trapped in a cave or 
meet a bob-cat on a narrow ledge 
hundreds of feet above the bottom 
of a secluded box canyon. 


Occasionally, of course, some of 
these sleuths may be frightened. Old- 
timers in a certain western town 
still tell about the party of men who 
set out to investigate a cave in the 
face of a remote cliff. Two of the 
would-be investigators were lowered 
fifty feet. by rope into the opening 
and promptly located a mummy, 
which they fastened to the rope and 
then signaled their colleagues to pull 
up. The only trouble was that the 
colleagues expected one of the bud- 
dies—not a, dead man. And it seems 
a most inconvenient amount of time 
elapsed before they could be per- 
suaded to return and extract therr 
fellow explorers from the cavern into 
which they had descended. 

Once on Long Island Sound a so- 
ciety woman from upper Manhat- 
tan strayed into a week-end camp 
that was inhabited by several per- 
sons suffering from the “bone-dig- 
ging pox.” Like some of the males 
whose temperature runs high in 
quail or deer season, these lads were 
unwashed, unshaven, and tattered. A 
mutual sizing up: took place, some- 
thing like that which transpires be- 
tween a huntsman who has left his 
rifle in camp and a grizzly bear 
when they meet at a blind corner in 
the woods. As the amateur arche- 
ologists gaped at the woman’s fash- 
ionable clothes and bulk, the matron 
from upper Manhattan adjusted her 
lorgnette and asked defensively, “Are 
you civilized?” 

At present, however, sleuthing for 
the first Americans isn’t all sparring 
with wandering society matrons or 
leaving fellow enthusiasts stranded 
in remote caverns. Because of the 
modern inflationary spiral which 
political. parties like to hand each 
other as though it were a potato 
just unearthed from the glowing 
coals of some explorer’s campfire, 
amateur archeology has assumed a 
new national importance to those 
scientists at museums and univer- 
sities who are interested in prehis- 
toric man: Much of the field of re- 
search done by these professionals 
thas been financed by private endow- 
ments; and even though income from 
such sources remains about the same, 
the dollar only goes half as far. 
Thus the field work by those afflicted 
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with the “bone-digging pox” worst 
of all—in other words, the profes- 
sional archeologists—has been re- 
duced to a minimum. 

“Nowadays,” comments white-hair- 
ed, stoop-shouldered Mark Raymond 
Harrington, curator of the Southwest 
Museum, “amateur archeologists pro- 
vide scientists with contributions that 
are more valuable than almost any 
that have been made in the past. 


“They do the reconnaissance that 
our institutions no longer can afford 
to do and work side by side with the 
professionals as volunteers on expi- 
ditions in order to make the limited 
funds stretch a little further.” 


A recent example of outstanding 
amateur archeology was the discov- 
ery of an unusual prehistoric camp 
site near Los Angeles. Willy Stahl, 
musician and painter afflicted with 
the “bone-digging pox,” was looking 
for _Signs of California’s first in- 
habitants. A lot of study and figur- 
ing was necessary, of course, in order 
to determine where to look and how 
to identify the first Californian when 
and if Stahl should bump into him. 
Stahl’s patience paid off near a water 
fall long ago dead on the edge of the 
Mohave Desert, 180 miles northeast 
of Los Angeles. He reported his find 
to Harrington at the Southwest Mu- 
seum, and eventually remnants were 
unearthed of what are probably the 
oldest known houses in North Ameri- 
ca, 


As a matter of fact, Willy Stahl 
is no exception; amateur archeology 
has been so efficiently promoted in 
southern California that those with 
the “pox” have even gone a step be- 
yond competent study, investigation, 
and reports. They’ve created a 
“ward” for themselves, where they 
can get together and compare their 
“ills,” improve methods, and work 
systematically in cooperation with 
the institutions that are interested 
in the discoveries. The bone-diggers, 
both amateur and professional, have 
organized the Archeological Survey 
Association of Southern California. 
This group has added immeasurably 
to the story of prehistoric man in 
the area by checking closely with 
museums and universities and avoid- 
ing endless duplication of effort 
through a “site processing” technique. 
Hundreds of districts that once were 
occupied by aborigines have been in- 
vestigated, classified, and marked—a 
task that the financial resources of 
the scientific institutions could not 
accomplish.

The evolution of the firearm as we 
know it today is the result of many 
centuries and the work of many in- 
dividuals. A great many of these 
who contributed to this device did so 
unknowingly and we might mention 
as an example the ancients who used 
a tube for projecting Greek Fire, 
those who used sights on crossbows, 
the iron-makers, wood workers, min- 
ers, mathematicians, holy men and 
sorcerers, all of whom contributed 
some bit of knowledge which found 
eventual use and application in fire- 
arms. But there have been a great 
many men and events which were 
guided by the desire to improve the 
firearm and it is of these we shall 
write in listing the ten most signifi- 
cant dates in firearms history. Some 
of these are undisputably to be 
listed, others are open to dispute as 
a matter of personal opinion. We 
nominate the following: 

. The discovery of gunpowder. 
. The use of sights. 

. Rifling. ; 
. Mass production or the inter- 
changeability of parts. 
Percussion principle. 
Breech-loaders. 

. The cartridge case. 

. Smokeless powder. 

. Jacketed bullets. 

10. Automatic weapons. 


I. Discovery of Gunpowder 


Whole volumes have been’ written 
on the subject of the discovery and 
use of gunpowder, but none have very 
conclusively established just who, 
when or where this most important, 
and yet rather simple, mixture, was 
developed. Some claim it for the 
Chinese with figures going back to 
1,000 A.D.; others feel the credit 
perhaps belongs to the Grecians and 
their Greek Fire; some feel it was 
Berthold Schwarz the Monk (who, it 
would seem discovered instead a sub- 
stance called gold fulminate); but 
the first evidence in writing belongs 
to Roger Bacon who described it in 
1247. The important thing, however,

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is not so much who, where or why 
it was discovered, but instead the 
fact that it was discovered at all; 
because in reality it is essential 
to the very idee of the propellant- 
driven projectile. Other means of 
propelling projectiles in tubes were 
known and the ancients utilized 
steam and air in some war machines. 
The use of air in pneumatic guns 
is an old application and one still 
used extensively throughout the 
world; but for a practical, simple 
and easy to use propellant nothing 
could or can beat powder. 

It seems almost without doubt that 
the early users of gunpowder didn’t 
have any specific purpose for its use 
and that it was used as much for the 
noise, smoke and flash and_ the 
frightening effect it had on man and 
horse than anything els2. Sieges of 
cities during the first several hun- 
dred years of its use and introduc- 
tion into Europe saw victories still 
being won with shock weapons such 
as swords and spears and the ram, 
catapult and its related types. Even 
after its extensive use by the Hus- 
sites in the early part of the 15th 
century it still had as its most 
effective purpose the frightening of 
the enemy’s horses; it was not until 
the early part of the 16th century 
that firearms were developed whose 
purpose was the killing and maiming 
of the enemy. 

Gunpowder, and the gun which re- 
sulted from it, ranks among the su- 
preme achievements of the civilized 
world. The firearm brought an end 
to feudalism and with its use every 
man, regardless of station could be of 
equal strength. One authority has 
conversely stated that its importance 
lay in its use as a weapon of sub- 
jugation and that it was a civilizer 
on that score. Since civilization rep- 
resents a higher form of organization 
and since it also represents the im- 
position of the will of the minority 
with most often the superiority of 
intellect upon the uncivilized, dis- 
organized mob, it is a civilizer. 














II. The Use of Sights 


Sights of one sort or another have 
been used on weapons from time im- 
memorial, but for the most part they 
were unnecessary because of the lack 
of accuracy of the weapons. Ac- 
curacy can be simply defined as re- 
producibility, that is the ability of the 
weapon to repeatedly place its pro- 
jectiles in about the same place. 
Early crossbows and bows often car- 
ried sights and there are specimens 
of firearms dating back to 1475 with 
evidence of such appendages. How- 
ever, the need and use of such sights 
depends on the relative accuracy of 
your arm and most of these had no 
need for them. As a result warfare 
as dictated by the inaccurate wea- 
pons and lack of sights existed for 
centuries as a sort of “scattergun” 
war in which volleys were fired by 
opposing sides in the hope of hitting 
someone or something. Some rifles 
appeared as early as 1700 whieh were 
sufficiently accurate to warrant a 
good sight, notable among these was 
the “Kentucky type”. Surprisingly 
enough in tournament shooting in the 
15 hundreds extensive use was made 
of sights, but the trend did not be- 
come widespread. 


The lack of sights, of a_ single 
“bead” for pointing and the lack of 
accuracy in military muskets and 
rifles resulted in a peculiar type of 
warfare in which the shooting was 
done en masse and in volleys. This 
was done so that at least someone 
might be hit—firing singly in those 
days would have caused ‘few casulties. 
surprisingly enough, however, the 
volley firing idea was with us in some 
European armies up to the turn of 
the century and was even practised 
to some small extent in the first 
World War. By that date both rifles 
and sights were sufficiently adapted 
for accurate fire, but the difficulty 
lay in getting men to fire without 
command or to aim when doing so. 
The “oldie” about the surprised

soldiers aiming during their stint in 
the first War doesn’t need elabora- 
tion 

The use of sights and their fine 
development are an essential feature 
of the modern rifle because of the 
fact which now exists, to wit, that 
any modern rifle and cartridge can 
do better then the man using them. 
The human element is that respon- 
sible for most of the inaccuracy and 
only the development of that special 
sighting device, the rifle scope, has 
enabled man to catch up with the 
rifle’s accuracy. Using a rest (a 
bench rest), it is now possible for a 
shooter to eliminate the variable ele- 
ments outside those strictly mechani- 
cal. 
The improvement of even our 
finest sights is continuing and one 
has only to consider the ‘“snooper- 
scope” for night firing and the 
various radar controlled sights (ad- 
mittedly still in use only in very 
large guns) to realize the improve- 
ment still possible. 


Ill. Rifling 

Once upon a time—so the story 
goes—a Viennese gunsmith by the 
name of Kaspar Zollner, with noth- 
ing better to do cut rifling in the bore 
of a rifle he had made. Tradition has it 
that this took place sometime in the tail 
end of the 15th century, that the 
rifling (the word comes from the 
German “riffeln” meaning to groove) 
was straight up and down, that is 
without any twist, and that the idea 
he had in mind was that of making 
loading a bit easier. In early black- 
powder days the fouling accumulated 
so rapidly that it soon became diffi- 
cult to load — by putting in these 
grooves in the barrel the fouling 
could accumulate in them—and per- 
haps make a few more loadings pos- 
sible. 


The chances are very likely that 

Zollner didn’t know what he had 
there and that the use of rifling for 
the purpose of stabilizing the bullet 
was come across quite by accident. 
Early riflings were relatively slow in 
twist both because of the low velo- 
cities in use which did not require 
faster twists to maintain bullet sta- 
bility and the fact that faster twists 
would have stripped the soft bullets 
in use, 
* Rifling has always been considered 
an essential] element in achieving ac- 
curacv in firearms and it has been 
found that the more accurately it is 
made the more accurate the firearm. 
Our modern, super accurate rifles, 
capable in some cases of firing bullet 
after bullet through the same hole, 
owe as much to rifling as to other 
factors such as fine bullets and case 
design. Insofar as the military are 
concerned, however, accuracy is still 
strived for on the target ranges, but 
usually neglected on the field of 
battle. Only the fine target shooter 
at home and the sniper in the mili- 
tary forces make the proper use of 
the fine accuracy possible because of 
the magic of rifling. 


TV. Mass Production 

The idea of mass production is an 
old one and was applied intermit- 
tently in various crafts and occupa- 
tions during the centuries. However, 
no one individual or profession ever 
continued the idea and it was_ not 
until the time of Eli Whitney of New 
Haven, Connecticut that the idea 
stuck. This inventor of the “cotton 
gin” received a contract from the 
U.S. Government for 10,000 muskets, 
model 1795 in the year 1798. Eleven 
years passed before the contract was 
completed, but most’ important was 
the fact that Whitney had introduced 
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the system of “interchangeability” 
which meant that any parts taken in- 
discriminately out of-any bin could 
be used to assemble a complete rifle. 
The idea of interchangeability was 
introduced at the Springfield Armory 
in 1819. The idea of mass produc- 
tion was long in being applied to 
other industries, but it had definite 
importance to future armies, Fire- 
arms could now be made faster and 
more accurately; troops in the field 
could be re-equipped much more 
easily from stock parts and damaged 
firearms; repair of damaged fire- 
arms was no longer a matter of a 
specially trained armourer who might 
be required to fit and file various 
parts many times in the old days and 
we were introduced also to the 
present counterpart of the “gun- 
smith”, the “gun-parts fitter.” 
The fullest implications of mass 
production were these: 
They allowed relatively unskilled 
labor to produce arms. No longer 
was it necessary to have a factory 
complete with skilled workers—a 
few skilled technicians, some ma- 
chinery and a multitude of work- 
ers sufficed. 
Mass production allowed for the 
creation of the present Mass Army 
and because of the advanced in- 
dustrialization of the U.S. permit- 
ted this country to become the 
military leader of the world. The 
Mass Army and its mass-produced 
weapons allowed the more advanced 
countries to conquer those less ci- 
vilized, 
Mass production made firearms 
available to the many instead of 
the few and they became cheapened 
as a result. The increased de- 
mands, sales and manufacture of 
firearms allowed for the creation 
of huge arms combines which ex- 
erted hitherto unknown influences 
on governments. 
Mass production of arms meant 
that the less industrialized country 
became more than ever a poor 
match for the more industrialized 
nation. 


V. Percussion Principle 
The means of ignition in any gun 
has been the subject for research 
since these were first employed. The 


earliest weapons were ignited by 
means of a red-hot poker, then with 
a match and later a flint. But 
all these means had distinct dis- 
advantages—they were clumsy and 
difficult to use, they were not always 
ready for immediate use and they 
were much subject to weather condi- 
tions. 

The percussion principle dates back 
to the time of the discovery of Mercury 
or perhaps of gold fulminate by Ber- 
thold Schwarz. Its use in the form 
of some less expensive fulminating 
materia] probably dates back to the 
time of Reverend Alexander John 
Forsyth who in 1807 was granted a 
patent for a primer of fulminate of 
mercury. This tube-lock was some- 
what complex and was superseded 
shortly thereafter by the percussion 
cap invented by Joshua Shaw of 
Philadelphia in 1814. The percussion 
cap held supreme until the time of

the Civil War when its use was 
diminished by the extensive intro- 
duction of the cartridge in one form 
or another. The cap, more accurately 
the percussion cap, had many distinct 
advantages over previous forms of 
ignition. It was more reliable—the 
flintlock frequently missed fire even 
under ideal conditions. The weather 
affected other means of ignition— 
rain dampened the powder in the 
pan of the flintlock, even under a 
rain the percussion gun was fairly 
certain of going off—a less skilled 
soldier could load and fire a per- 
cussion gun since there was less to 
get out of adjustment, in this weapon 
and with less or fewer steps in the 
loading procedure it was possible for 


the soldier to learn to shoot faster 


and more often. The percussion prin- 
ciple too made possible some of the 
early experiments with a self-con- 
tained cartridge, something nigh on 
impossible with the flint system. 
With the eventual invention of the 
cartridge came the multiple loading 
un, the repeating gun and even- 
tually the automatic weapon—all de- 
pendent on the percussion system. 
But important as this system or prin- 
ciple is even it is not. here to stay. 
Even at the time of its refinement 
in the 70’s the cartridge as we know 
it today was being challenged by 
ideas in which electric ignition would 
take the place of percussion ignition 
and during World War II the Ger- 
mans toyed with electrically fired 
automatic cannon. In this day of 
more complex warfare, in demands 
for increased rates of fire in auto- 
matic weapons even the percussion 
system may have to take its place 
alongside such obsolete methods of 
ignition as_the flintlock.

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WHO’S WHO 


Frank O. Jacks: Collector, Designer, Armorer 


By IRVING BROWNING 


Some years ago a former president 
of a great corporation said to me, 
“Man must once again train himself 
to live like the primitive cave man. 
He must once again learn self preser- 
vation and be prepared to build a 
world in which he and his family 
shal] have to survive. He must learn 
to make the things they will need 
for their existence, be prepared to 
build a home to live in and to be 
able to withstand the ravages that 
nature will bestow upon him in his 
primitive state.” This was told to me 
about twelve years ago, for he had 
forseen disaster to come from bombs 
of great force to be used in a then 
expected war. He predicted some high 
explosive like the Atom bomb we now 
know of, and the devastation that 
will be wrought upon us from its 
use. 

Though I have only had corres- 

pondence with Frank Jacks for about 
a year, and from this acquaintance I 
have a better and clearer understand- 
ing of the nature of the above for I 
believe he is a man in whom his 
family can depend on for survival 
though I sincerely hope, as we all 
do, that we shall never have to be 
put to the test of survival by de- 
vastation. Frank Jacks, a native 
American from ancestry of the an- 
cient Scots, combines collecting of 
American and Scottish weapons and 
ancestral heraldry which he 
thoroughly enjoys. An architect by 
profession, Frank can develop a rifle 
on paper, then produce it even to 
forging the barrel and casting all 
of the parts necessary to complete 
it. : 
Many well known artists contribu- 
ted to the art of early armor.: Sig- 
natures are found on armor as they 
appeared on paintings. Great artists 
such as Durer, Michaelangelo, Titian, 
Holbein, Cellini, and others, have con - 
tributed designs for arms and armor. 
In one photo of his son Jimmy, we 
see some of the masterful work of 
the man Jacks. He made the three- 
quarter size Scottish broadsword 
complete, the medium to full size 
dirk and the plain Scottish Targe 
for the boy. This type of hand-made 
weapons of defense are generally 
made by masters and collectors roam 
the country in the hope of finding a 
good example, Frank Jacks retains 
his own forge at home and because 
of his love for his foster country’s 
relics, he manages to find the time, 
besides chores around his home, to 
make, design and repair, and build 
many things that give him the 
pleasure to own. 

It was at the forge that the arm- 
orer of old completed masterful 
pieces of fine armor which the col- 
lectors of past decades paid fortunes 
to acquire. I have heard of prices 


like $250,000.00 paid for a_ single 
suit of armor by the late William 
Randolph Hearst. Armor of such 
quality is entirely out of the reach 
of the present day collector, not be- 
cause of the shortage of the armor, 
but who wants to put his hand in 
his pocket and pull out $250,000.00 
for a suit that wouldn’t even fit him. 
I’ve met collectors with a limit of 
$15.00 even for a Paterson Colt, why 
even for Paterson himself! 

_ Frank is also a master fencer, hav- 
ing studied for several years to per- 
fect himself in form and speed. He 
delves in art, having painted por- 
traits, also does watercolor and free- 
hand drawings. Some thirty years 
ago, as he tells it, he designed and 
made his own percussion pistol, but 
the business of earning a living some- 
how interferes with his collecting 
ventures. Frank, because of his love 
for guns, started the Seattle Muzzle 
Loading Rifle Association. When his 
daughter was old enough to start 
training in Highland dancing, she 
needed some silver pieces to be worn 
with her costume, so Frank made a 
large brooch for her and a small one 
for his son. Frank also made for 
himself, a man’s size Scottish broad- 
sword, dirk, and Targe, claims that 
he could have bought the more mod- 
ern ones for less than it cost him to 
make, but he doesn’t like these be- 
cause of the overdone stuff put on 
them. He is an ardent organizer of 
the clan MacDonald from which he 
descends, and says that he has gotten 
more action from Scotsmen in this 
country and in old Scotland. Says 
that he could content himself with 
150 acres of timber land and from 
there build for himself and his 
family, a log cabin, and develop the 
land to produce for them the neces- 
sities of life. 


The cast of the collector is not 
altogether one of hoarding as_ it 
sometimes seems, but an outlet for 
ambitious artistic temperament which 
satisfies the collector’s appreciation 
for the efforts of past artisans. The 
art of old would disappear were it 
not for the collector for it is because 
of him that it has survived. We 
have seen from time to time some 
crude copies of armor, guns, swords, 
etc., made for theatrical use or mu- 
seum display, made by men who have 
never been close to the items they 
produce, At best many of these are 
a figment of imagination or a bas- 
tard version designed from sketches 
and photographs. A man with the 
artistic abilities of Frank Jacks is 
not of the common variety trader, 
hoarder, or DUD (one who has it 
but doesn’t know what it is). Frank 
Jacks, a Scotsman by ancestry, an 
American first, yes, even a Yankee 
by choice.

The springboard for the idea to 
feature the Packard Coat-of-Arms 
came from John Bentley’s THE OLD 
CAR BOOK. Following a recent hos- 
pital experience when I did not have 
access to typewriter, files and refer- 
ence books I had a chance to do con- 
siderable reading. Like the postman 
taking a walk on his day off, I seem- 
ed to gravitate toward novels with 
an historical background. Two of 
these I enjoyed were THE BOUNTY 
LANDS by William Donohue Ellis 
concerning the early settlement of 
Ohio, and THREE LIVES OF ELIZ- 
ABETH by Shirley Seifert. 


I thought, when looking over Bent- 
ley’s book, I was off the beaten track, 
but I noticed this paragraph in the 
article on Packard ‘cars: “In honor 
of the firm’s founder, the Packard 
Company adopted the family Coat- 
of-Arms on all its cars. Dating back 
to one Samuel Packard who came 
to America from England in 1638 
this piece of heraldry was described 
‘Gules a cross lozengy between four 
roses argent’ and a crest showing a 
pelican in her piety, pricking blood 
from her breast to feed her young’ ”. 
It is amazing at times where and 
when Heraldry is brought into our 
daily life. 


Although the Arms described by 
Bentley are as given in the various 
Coats-of-Arms registers, the Packard 
Company has taken the liberty of 
replacing the silver (argent) called 
for in the blazon with gold. Perhaps 
this was done with the idea that 
the silver on the Coat-of-Arms would 
not furnish sufficient contrast against 
the chrome of the car. The pelican 
in the crest should be silver also

instead of gold. In any case, you will 
find this emblazon featured several 
times on every Packard car—not 
only on the hood or trunk but also 
on the dash board or perhaps the 
center of the steering wheel, or else 
on the side of the car—depending 
upon the model of the car inspected. 


Having read the above quoted par- 
agraph, I was curious enough to 
make a note of this reference with 
the idea in mind of checking on avail- 
able material to see what could be 
found. Robson’s BRITISH HERALD, 
which I have in my own library, 
had nothing listed under the Packard 
name, but under the spelling PACK- 
ER I found the Coat described a- 
bove. These Arms are registered for 
Packer families of Alston, Gloucester; 
Groombridge, Kent, and Packer fam- 
ilies seated in the counties of Essex 
and Berkshire. The Essex branch 
has the crest as given in Bentley’s 
article (a pelican in her piety, ar- 
gent). The Berkshire family used 
the following crest: “A Moor’s head 
couped sable wreathed about the 
temples or and gules”. Another Pack- 
er Coat-of-Arms was given, basically 
the same but no location mentioned, 
with different colorings, as the cross 
was gold instead of silver like the 
roses. 


The next step I took was to see 
what Savage would have to say con- 
cerning Samuel Packard in his GEN- 
EALOGICAL DICTIONARY - OF 
NEW ENGLAND. This was very 
rewarding, in the light of my pre- 
vious research, as Savage ends his 
account of Samuel and four of his 
sons with this statement: “This name 
was first written as pronounced — 
Packer”. 


This is also repeated in Mitchell’s 
HISTORY OF BRIDGEWATER, 
MASS. for “in the early records of 
both Hingham and Bridgewater, the 
name is written PACKER and was 
here formerly invariably pronounced 
so. The name on the town records 
was also sometimes written Peckar, 
Pecker, Peckard and Peckerd, but by 
the family has generally been writ- 
ten PACKARD”, 


At times phonetic spelling can be 
very amusing. One case I enjoyed 
I found when searching for the mar- 


riage record of Virginia Lipscomb 
in Arkansas—I found her name on 
the document as “Vaugina”. 

There are Packer families listed 
early in Connecticut, and there is 
a Packer family association, but 
whether or not the Packer and Pack- 
ard families claim mutual lines in 
England I do not know. 


In the HISTORY OF JERICHO, 
VERMONT (1768-1916) Mrs. L. F. 
Wilbur has compiled an account of 
a Packard line. This deals with the 
descendants of Polli Caprus Packard 
who came from Plainfield, Conn. to 
Jericho in 1794 and settled in what 
is known as the Packard district. 


Although genealogical material in 
print pertaining to the Packards is 
not extensive, there are several 
biographies and autobiographies 
dealing with Packards —— ALFRED 
S. PACKARD COMMEMORATIVE 
(1902); ALPHEUS® SPRING PACK- 
ARD (1798-1844) printed in 1886; 
MEMOIR OF REV. HEZEKIAL 
PACKARD (1761-1849) printed in 
1850; RECOLLECTIONS OF A 
LONG LIFE by Joseph Packard 
(1812-1902); and several books writ- 
ten by Mrs. E. P. W. Packard in 
1865 and 1866. Mrs. Packard had 
quite a bone to pick, as indicated on 
the index card in the library relat- 
ing to the contents of her works— 
“Martial power exemplified in Mrs. 
Packard’s trial and self-defence from 
the charge of insanity, or Three 
Years’ Imprisonment for religious 
belief by the arbitrary will of a hus- 
band, with an appeal to the govern- 
ment to so change the laws as to 
afford legal protection to married 
women”. Theophilus Packard (1802- 
1885) was the respondent. 


James Ward Packard, founder of 
the Ohio Motor Car Company that 
later developed into the Packard 
Motor Car Company, was born Nov- 
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ember 5, 1868 in Warren, Ohio. His 
Packard ancestors were early set- 
tlers in the Western Reserve region 
of Ohio. His grandparents were 
Thomas and Julia (Leech) Packard, 
and his parents were Warren and 
Mary E. (Dowd) Packard. Both 
James Ward and his younger broth- 
er William Dowd Packard were ac- 
tive in the automobile business. 
James Ward Packard not only in- 
vented and developed the Packard 
car, but he was also the inventor of 
many other processes and devices 
in incandescent electric lighting. He 
died March 20, 1928 in a Cleveland 
Ohio hospital. 

The Revolutionary records of the 
following Packards have been ac- 
cepted by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution—Abisha, Asa- 
hel, Benjamin, Caleb, Daniel, Ed- 
ward, Ebenezer, Jacob, Job, Jona- 
thon, Lemuel, Levi, Marlborough, 
Mark, Nathan, Nathaniel, Nehemiah, 
Noah, Reuben "and Richard. Also the 
family can be proud of the dozen 
of the names listed in the 1926-7 
edition of WHO’S WHO IN AMERI- 
CA. This list includes a cartoonist 
and lecturer, miner and cattleman, 
capitalist, paleontologist, docter, au- 
thor, mining engineer, orthopedist, 
surgeon, educator and author, and 
lawyer. 

Samuel Packard came to America 
on the ship “Diligence” and arrived 
August 10, 1638 with his wife Eliz- 
abeth and a child. Savage states he 
had been of Wymondham (Windham, 
near Hingham) in Co. Norfolk, Eng- 
land. From Hingham, Mass. where 
he first settled, he removed to Wey- 
mouth and from there to Bridge- 
water, Massachusetts by 1664. Here 
he was constable in 1664 and was 
licensed to keep an ordinary or tav- 
ern in 1670. His will is dated 1684. 
He and his wife Elizabeth, whose 
last name is unknown, had twelve 
children—John, Nathaniel, Samuel, 
Zaccheus, Elizabeth, Mary, Hannah, 
Thomas, Jael, Israel, Deborah, and 
Deliverance, Deborah? married Sgt. 
Samuel Washburn (1651-1720) about 
1677, and her sister Deliverance? 
married Thomas Washburn (1647/8- 
1732) and through this Washburn 
line their descendants have Mayflow- 
er ancestry. 

Zaccheus? Packard married Sarah, 
daughter of John Howard who had 
settled in Duxbury, Mass. Four of 
his nine children have Mayflower 
connections through marriages with 
the Thompson, Alden, Lathrop and 
Ames families. 

Samuel? Packard who died in 1698 
gave service in the Colonial Wars 
and his record may be found in the 
SOCIETY OF COLONIAL WARS - 
Index of Ancestors (1922). He mar- 
ried Elizabeth, daughter of Mark 
Lathrop and had three sons and 
three daughters. 

Nathaniel? Packard whose will is 
dated 1720 had issue thirteen child- 
ren. Their marriages brought the 
following names into the family: 
Davenport, Edson, Washburn, Hoop- 
er, Howell, Vaughn, Leonard and 
Mitchell. Timothy Mitchell (1700- 
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1733) married Nathaniel’s daughter 
Deborah? has a Mayflower line back 
to Francis Cooke. 

Very little seems to be known con- 
cerning John? Packard. Only one 
child is of record and Savage says 
Joseph, the son, “settled his old 
father’s estate” in 1741. John was a 
resident of East Bridgewater near 
the bridge which was called Pack- 
ard’s Bridge in 1688 after him. This 
name was later changed to Pope’s 
Bridge. 

The best account of the descend- 
ants of Samuel! Packard may be 
found in Mitchell’s HISTORY OF 
BRIDGEWATER, MASS. (1897) 
which has a rather full account of 
the family carried down for several 
generations. Although printed mater- 
ial pertaining to the family is 
meagre, descendants are genealogical- 
ly minded, for in each of the seven 
volumes of Virkus’ COMPENDIUM 
OF AMERICAN GENEALOGY 
there are three or more entries under 
the name. Working these two sources 
together would result in considerable 
material on the family as some of the 
lines are carried down seven or more 
generations. No one has compiled 
and printed a genealogical history 
of the Packards, but I have a letter 
in my files dating back to 1939 stat- 
ing that Mrs. Fred H. Packard of 
882 North Main Street, Brockton, 
Mass. has compiled a history of the 
family. Apparently this is in manu- 
script. Although I have not contact- 
ed her, no doubt she would be pleas- 
ed to hear from anyone having a 
Packard line. 

I do not know the basis for assum- 
ing that Samuel Packard was el- 
igible to this Coat-of-Arms as I 
found nothing to link him with any 
English family. But because there is 
little material available I do not in- 
tend to imply that the family does 
not have good and sufficient reasons 
for claiming these Arms. I would be 
interested in receiving any comments 
anyone might care to send in on the 
subject. In fact, I would like to “Ask 
the Man Who Owns One”. 


Interpretation 

He beareth for Arms: Gules a cross 
lozengy between four roses argent. 
Crest - A pelican in her piety argent. 

Translated into  non- Heraldic 
terms: A red (gules) shield on 
which is charged a cross composed 
of lozenges (lozengy), between four 
roses, all of silver (argent). The 
crest, not illustrated here, is a peli- 
can drawing blood from her breast 
to feed her young (in her piety). 

There are more than 250 different 
forms of the cross used in Heraldry 
and it is the express emblem of the 
Christian Church, denoting Crusader 
ancestry, and “signifies unto us tri- 
bulation and affliction”. Gulliam says 
of the lozenge and other square fig- 
ures, that as they fall right however 
they be cast, they are emblems of 
constancy. Morgan in his “Sphere of 
Gentry” says “square figures are 
symbols of wisdom, and signify ver- 
ity, probity, constancy and equity”. 
The phrase as to “square dealings” 
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perhaps rose from such symbols. 

The rose, like all flowers, signifies 
hope and joy. 

The pelican is the emblem of un- 
selfishness, tender-hearted to others, 
not to herself. Feeding her young, 
she adorns many altars and temples. 
Drawing blood from her breast to 
feed her young is called “vulning” 
and thus she is “in her piety’. This 
denotes the bearer has made some 
great sacrifice. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the ori- 
ginal bearer and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Silver signifies sin- 
cerity and peace; red, courage and 
magnanimity. 

A Coat-of-Arms is not considered 
complete without being decorated 
with the mantling and helmet, but 
as you will note, this drawing depicts 
only the outline of the symbols on 
the shield. The mantling, represent- 
ing the scarf thrown over the hel- 
met for protection, is always the 
main color of the shield lined with 
the main metal.

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A jade mine of the ancient Mayans, 
from which Central American In- 
dians obtained the semi-precious 
stone for exquisitely carved figures 
of their gods as early as 100 B. C., 
has just been rediscovered at a site 
on the Motagua River near Guate- 
mala City. 

Samples of the hard, slightly 
greenish rock sent to the Smithsonian 
Institution by Robert E. Leslie, of 
Guatemala City, have been identi- 
fied by mineralogists as identical 
with the stone used by the Mayans 
for some of the finest examples of 
aboriginal artistry ever found in the 
New World. 

Jade carving is most commonly 
associated with the Orient. Its ex- 
tensive use by Pre-Columbian In- 
dians, together with the fact that 
no native source could be found, has 
led in the past to considerable specu- 
lation as to an Asiatic origin of the 
Olmee and Mayan civilizations, de- 
spite evidence to the contrary in 
other lines. Arachaeologists have al- 
ways been faced with the question, 
now partially answered, of where 
the precious stone came from, if not 
from China. New World deposits 
thus far found have been extremely 
scanty. Very small amounts are 
mined in California, but China has 
been the abundant source of jewel 
jade. 

This precious and semi-precious 
stone occurs in two mineral forms, 
according to Dr. William F. Foshag, 
Smithsonian head curator of geology. 
These are jadeite and nephrite. The 
former, a mineral combination of 
sodium, aluminum, and silica whose 
color ranges from white through 
greenish-gray to emerald. green,: is 
by far the most valuable. This is 
the kind used by the Olmec and 
Mayan sculptors and the kind found 
by Mr. Leslie. Nephrite, a combin- 
ation of magnesium, silica, calcium, 
and iron, is less valuable, more a- 
bundant, and is the kind from which 
most Chinese carvings have been 
made. 

The probable existence of jadeite 
deposits somewhere around the Mo- 
tagua River has?been postulated for 
some years by Smithsonian mineral- 
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Jade of the Ancient Mayans 





ogists. It was from the region near 
the present Guatemala City that the 
Mayan jade carving industry seem- 
ed to radiate. Near there was found 
a “jade worker’s tomb” containing 
the skeleton of one of the pre-Colum- 
bian sculptors, a block of jade weigh- 
ing approximately 200 pounds, and 
a pile of jade dust which he appar- 
ently had used for grinding. The 
artists had only stone chisels and, 
it is assumed,-taut bow strings and 
bamboo rods which they coated with 
jade dust. With such crude tools 
they accomplished marvels of artis- 
try, probably better than anything 
achieved by the Chinese or by the 
most accomplished stoneworkers to- 
day. They produced, for the most 
part, religious figures, which were 
buried in the graves of their owners. 

The finest emerald-green jadeite 
is a gemstone of great value. One 
necklace, now on loan to the U. S. 
National Museum is valued at $15,000. 
Jade rings are valued at $1,000 
to $2,000, according to the size and 
quality of the stone. The material 
with which the Indian artists work- 
ed was, of course, not always of gem- 
stone quality, although it contained 
inclusions of the finest material. The 
material obtained from Mr. Leslie is 
just below gem standards,

There must have been other sources 
still undiscovered, Dr. Foshag_ be- 
lieves. Pre-Mayan_ sculptors in 
Costa Rica, for example, worked 
with a distinctive slightly bluish 
jadeite. Jade carving was highly de- 
veloped among the Toltecs who pre- 
ceded the Aztecs in the Valley of 
Mexico, and their art was copied 
by the people of the Montezumas. 
The latter, however, never achieved 
quite the artistry of the Toltecs. Both 
used a greener jade than that found 
in Guatemala. It is quite possible 
that the Mayans had other sources 
in Guatemala or Chiapas.

Little did I realize, however, 
that a modest collection of perhaps 
the dozen cannon I had originally 
visualized would biossom, in two 
short years, to somewhere around 
150 models and miniatures, plus a 
half dozen real specimens that now 
adorn my lawn. Incidentally, my wife 
did not visualize it either, or per- 
haps the blossom would have been 
nipped in the bud.” 


Antique shops in New York, and 
dealers in other places visited by 
Mr. Howell, contained many inter- 
esting specimens, but his real start 
as a collector of these miniature 
cannon came with the acquisition of 
some 47 pieces from a private col- 
lection, whose owner was making 
room for more preferred items. 


The three main types of miniature 
cannon might be classified as (1) 
semi-toys used for firing salutes on 
the Fourth of July and other such 
holidays, by our fathers and grand- 
fathers; (2) decoration pieces, used 
a century or two ago, and pretty 
closely made in the contemporary

style. Many were produced in the 
last quarter of the 18th century, be- 
cause of a general craze for minia- 
tures in Europe; and (3) the most 
interesting type—a fairly accurate 
scale model of real cannon. 

Cannon of this last type were made 
for a number of reasons—museum 
pieces, inventors’ models, and the 
like. Many were made by veterans 
who had seen and used them in real 
ove on both battlefields and war- 
ships. 

While there are practically no other 
collecters of cannon, Mr. Howeil has 
found many books, manuals and blue- 
prints on the subject, with valuable 
infcrmation on the historical devel- 
opment, strength, range, and numer- 
ous other technical details. Listed 
here are the descriptions and an 
illustration of the more interesting 
pieces in Mr. Howell’s collection. 


1. Carronade 

About 5” overall, a short, large 
calibre naval gun, popular in the late 
18th and early 19th century. They 
would not shoot far, but used in the 
close quarters characteristic in sea 
battles of that era, the heavy balls 
dealt crushing blows. The compara- 
tively light weight of the cannon 
permitted a great many of them to 
be mounted broadside, and they took 
less manpower than longer pieces. 


2. Saluting Gun 
_ The 9” barrel of this all-brass gun 
is realistic, but the carriage is not. 
This weapon is used mainly for firing 
salutes and for decoration.

3. Mortars 

Three well made, realistic models 
of very short, large calibre guns 
used to lob shells and other missiles 
such as stones, into enemy ships and 
fortifications. Left to right, the first 
cannon is from the Prince of Hesse 
collection, about 10” overall, and sim- 
ilar to a howitzer. Center and right 
are two European models, very fine 
and apparently accurate in all detail. 


4. French Naval Cannon 

This life-size model is probably 
18th century. The bronze barrel is 
over 4 feet long. The mountings are 
also heavy bronze, with a well pre- 
served, well made wooden carriage. 
The long barrel gives it greater range 
and velocity than the carronade. This 
supposedly came from a Massachu- 
setts family, whose sea-faring an- 
cestor captured it from a French 


privateer in 1803.

My! Hasn’t He Grown! 


It was back before the first world 
war, and a little more, when very 
little boys wore checked aprons. Our 
mother’s cousin looking at our three 
year old brother, said “My! Hasn’t 
he grown! He’ll soon be too large to 
wear aprons”. Whereon, our brother 
went out to the front gate, and in 
a very short time returned with a 
colored woman who wanted to buy 
his aprons for her son. Mother gasp- 
ed, “If he is old enough to sell them, 
he is already too large to wear 
aprons”. And there followed such a 
shopping, and romper making spree 
as we had never seen. Brother was 
growing up and fast! 

Post card collecting is something 
like that. Not only are our collec- 
tions growing by leaps and bounds, 
but the number of people becoming 
interested is increasing. Not only are 
we becoming more interested, but we 
are becoming more adult in our at- 
titudes and tastes, and better edu- 
cated in the cards and what they 
represent. 

We have a series of articles plan- 
ned, and thought to start them this 
time, but there are so many of your 
letters, accounts of your collections, 
ideas that are interesting, et cetera, 
that they could not wait. 

Barbara Rayner of Seattle, Wash- 
ington, a new-comer to post card col- 
lecting, is beginning in a very inter- 
esting way, and is learning much a- 
bout cards as she goes, She writes: 
“This is a letter from a new post 
card collector and a very enthusi- 
astic one, one who perhaps has gone 
overboard . . . and it’s been more fun 
than a picnic. 

“You should see some of the bar- 
gains I have found. I have purchased 
a great number from a dealer who 
sells at a flat rate of two for -five 
cents. He never picks out the more 
expensive cards, so I have found a 
few Expositions, Stengels, and hold- 
to-lights -We are both happy 


with the deals we have made. 


“Then there is a shop in our local 
public market where cards sell for 
a penny each. The man who sells 
these cards isn’t dumb tho, because 
the other day he informed me that 
he picks out all the Tucks, Detroits, 
and Union Oils. However, I found 
some old Rotographs and Leightons 
with undivided backs among the one- 
cent cards. 

“I have my cards grouped accord- 
ing to Nationality with the idea of 
eventually making up albums of 
severa] different countries. Here are 
a few of my treasures: 

“From America, two lovely cards 
of George and Martha Washington 
from the portraits by Stuart; two 
early Rotographs of the American 
Flag, one with the first verse of the 
Star Spangled Banner printed in 
gold letters; and a card of Wash- 
ington playing the flute with a young 
gir] accompanying him on the harp- 
sicord. 

“From France, many beautiful 
scenes of Paris, mostly with undivid- 
ed backs, and many with touches of 
hand painting the interesting 
thing about these is that they pic- 
ture such a variety of horse-drawn 
vehicles and surreys with fringe on 
top to double-decked public coaches. 

“From Austria, one in particular 

. . a hand-tinted photograph show- 
ing a girl in peasant costume paus- 
ing in her field work to pray at a 
wayside shrine; another, a _ hand- 
tinted photo with a touch of gilding 
showing a street scene of Innsbruck 
with a horse-drawn beer van, and a 
building with delightful plaster gin- 
gerbread decorations; also ten 
Monks, mostly of Viennese beauties 
in exquisite pastel shades. 

“My favorite card from Holland, 
dated 1906, is delft blue and white 
with a glossy finish like a Dutch 
tile. It pictures a sturdy old fisher- 
man of Volendam smoking his pipe, 
with the portrait framed in minia- 
ture tiles. Then I have old hand- 


tinted photographs of Dutch girls 
in their native finery, girls and men 
wearing wooden’ shoes, and old 
scenes from Edam, Haarlem, and 
Rotterdam. 

“The prize cards from Italy are 
Stengels of the 19,000 series . . . one 
a street scene in Florence, and an- 
other seashore scene on Capri. The 
one of Capri is as delicately beauti- 
ful as a miniature painted on ivory. 
I also have scenes from Venice, and 
scenes showing friezes at Pompeii. 
From Sienna, I have about a dozen 
exquisite illuminated cards, repro- 
ductions of religious paintings. 

“Altho we are in close contact 

with the Orient out here, I have 
found few cards from Asia, I do 
have a few scenes from Japan—soft 
black and white photos with touches 
of coloring, also a few modern litho- 
graphed scenes. 
_ “My best card from Scandinavia 
is an old one showing a happy group 
of girls and men in a farm wagon 
bedecked with greens, entitled “Sum- 
mer Festivities in Sweden”. My 
second best is an amusing card of 
girls in Hardahger costume, milk- 
ing a goat in a very business like 
way. There are also some brightly 
hand-colored ones of Lapps, one 
showing a family outside their sod 
dwelling, and another showing them 
in a reindeer-drawn sleigh. 

“My best Easter card shows a little 
girl in a blue dress of real velvet; 
one outstanding Valentine card of a 
Gibson girl has a red dress of real 


. satin. 


“T have an interesting set publish- 
ed by the Packard Motor Co.—four 
cards showing models of their cars, 
also four old Tucks showing Euro- 
pean Express trains. 

“In laying the foundation of my 
collection, I have concentrated on 
old cards, but haven’t lost sight of 
the fact that no serious card col- 
lector neglects modern cards. 

“T have already started an album 
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of cat cards, mounted with corners, 
and also a book of dog cards”. 

Mrs. Joseph R. Mazzeo, Larchmont, 
New York: “I just finished reading 
your interesting article about col- 
lectors’ cards, and since you request- 
ed other accounts, I will endeavor 
to write about my interesting old 
collection that dates back to my 
grandparents’ time. My first interest 
in post cards dates back to my child- 
hood days. Each summer I would 
spend my vacation at grandmother’s 
house in upstate New York. During 
such times, Grandma would bring 
out the old post card album, and she 
would spend hours explaining to me 
the happy times these cards repre- 
sented. Grandma had always saved 
her cards, and a great deal of senti- 
ment was attached to each one. To 
this day she continues saving them, 
and she is in her late eighties, 


“My collection is old and has now 
grown to ten thousand cards. I have 
cards of all types, as wood, metal, 
fur, satin, velvets, and others. I have 
put on a couple of exhibits in our 
local community”. 

Mrs. C. A. Carpenter, St. Joseph, 
Missouri, reports: “Just a little his- 
tory on my post cards. I have saved 
all my cards since early 1900. I de- 
cided they took up too much room, 
so destroyed all except one favorite 
album, and the leather cards I had 
collected from all my _ schoolmates 
to make a pillow top. Then in 1928, 
I started to collect all over again. 

“T collect light houses, fire sta- 
tions, covered bridges, railroad sta- 
tions, large letter cards, flowers, 
maps, animals including cats, state 
capitols, religious views, city halls, 
court houses, and post offices. 

“In modern cards I have animals 


with moving eyes, and embroidered 
baskets of flowers with cats in them, 
and small hankies in pockets made 
of embroidered lawn between card- 
boards. 

“Among old cards, I have ‘Old 
Fashioned Spoon’ —the faces of a 
man and woman make the bowl and 
his white shirt is the handle. I have 
the Wooden Shoe Dutch cards put 
out by Walk-Over Shoe Co., the Gee 
Whiz cards by Gartner and Bender, 
theatrical people on Rotograph cards, 
Dutch Proverbs by Tuck, and a card 
with a bouquet of real Edelweiss. 
There is a card of the 1886 Blizzard. 
I have the Days of the Week series. 
And there is an old turkey card 
that will gobble when pressed. 

“Of course, I have old St. Joseph 
cards of places that were long ago 
torn down”. She also tells of many 
other cards, that we have mentioned 
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recently in accounts of the collec- 
tions of others. 

Vernon Manjar of Amelia, Ohio: 
“Sorry not to have answered sooner. 
You inquired as to my collection of 
cards. I do not know how many 
thousand cards I have. I have been 
collecting over a year and I belong 
to two hobby clubs. 

“T have a card that I bought the 
other day, and I have never seen 
another like it. It is a comic type, 
showing a man standing on a ladder 
and singing and playing to a lady 
in the window. The title is ‘I will 
not ask to Press that Cheek.’ It is 
copyrighted 1880 by Currier and 
Ives, N. Y. I never knew that Cur- 
rier and Ives printed any cards! I 
bought a large box of used cards 
yesterday from an antique dealer 
friend of mine—mostly Tucks, Sten- 
gels, and Mitchells. I have a full 
set of the photograph cards of the 
final sinking of the battleship Maine, 
and a set of the San Francisco 
Earth-quake cards by W. R. Hearst, 
American - Journal - Examiner, etc. 
1906. There is a souvenir set of the 
Hudson Fulton Celebration in 1909, 
and a set of Perry & Cook cards 
1908-1909. 

“T have a set of 9 different cards 
showing the ways to torture people 
who have committed crimes such as 
gambling, drinking, gossiping in me- 
dieval times. This is the only set I 
have ever seen. I also have a set of 
Luxembourg Royalty cards. 

“T just bought a lot of old trade 
ecards and many of them are Currier 
and Ives cards”. 

Mrs. Melvin Spahlinger, Columbus, 
Ohio: “We have 23,000 counted cards, 
and about 4,000 more to be sorted 
and counted. It is a joint collection 
of my husband’s and mine. We have 
a chest of drawers partitioned off in 
sections for rows of cards. They are 
arranged by states and subdivided 
into the cities within each state. We 
have special groups separate from 
these, such as L. L. cards, birds, 
animals, etc. There are over 1600 
churches and abdut 4,000 Ohio cards 
mostly of Columbus and Cleveland. 

“We have two different sets of Ten 
Commandments, and one set of the 
Lord’s Prayer. We would like a corm- 
plete file of these”. 

Mrs. Harriet B. Quinn, Rutherford, 
New Jersey: “I have a large collec- 
tion of post cards dating back to 
about 1900. One I know is older, a- 
bout 65 years old, It is a Christmas 
Greeting of very thick cardboard, 
with very heavy embossed velvet 


birds on a branch with green velvet 


leaves and holly berries. 

“JT have an Easter egg card to 
squeeze, making the sound of chirp- 
ing chicks, which are perched on the 
egg. Others I have are Tucks, Nister, 
.... famous people such as Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Taft, Major Edward 
Bowes, Billy Sunday, Lindberg in 
France, etc. There is a Birthday 


eard with movable months turned 
by a wheel projecting over the edge, 
and a postman card with a mailbag 
on his back containing an invitation 
to a department store in Newark, 
New Jersey, in 1899.” 
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Agnes Bradley, Van _ Alstyne, 
Texas: “My collection consists of 
over 15,000 cards—over 3,000 of 
these are greeting cards of the 1905- 
1906 era. My collection is mounted 
by states. It requires 70 albums.” 


Ethel Krantz, Clifton, New Jersey: 
“T haven’t missed an article since I 
started collecting about two years 
ago. “The Tamiami Trail’ Series in- 
terested me, as I drove over the 
Trail with my family when I was 
eleven, and somewhere there are 
snapshots of me and the Seminoles. 


“T had two shoe boxes of cards 
from many years back, when some 
neighbors were cleaning house, and 
gave me a few albums of old cards. 
The rest were left-overs from sum- 
mer vacations and from friends. 
These I had always kept. 

“As JT started learning more about 
cards, I found that I had a sizeable 
group of old Tucks, many with un- 
divided backs. My collection has 
grown to nine shoeboxes in two years 
collecting, At first, I did not know 
one card from another. Now, I per- 
use front and back, postmark et al 
—of cards received. I seem to alter- 
nate between a general collector and 
a fussy collector. 

“T find cards very educational, and 
they are more durable than maga- 
zine pictures, and more convenient. 
A post card collection should be a 
living heirloom to pass on as it 
records life in all its color and real- 
ism. 

“One regret I have—and that is 
that post card collecting doesn’t have 
the reverence so many other collect- 
ing hobbies do, such as stamps, china, 
glass, etc. Are we collectors at 
fault?” 

Alice G. Spillane, Arlington, Mass- 
achusetts: “I have 60,000 cards in 
my collection. Some of my favorites 
are old time novelty cards such as 
hold-to-light, wheels, embossed, avia- 
tion, automobiles, year & calendar, 
horoscope, birthstones, heraldic, 
stamps, coins, sea shells, Ullman’s 
children series, College and State 
Belles, lovers, pin-up, etc. 

“T prefer old, but fine quality of 
modern cards are acceptable in Roy- 
alty, disasters, cats, named ships, 
presidents, famous people, colored 
foreign. These are my favorite 
makes: Salmon, Mitchell, Detroits, 
Swiss, Tucks, Union Oil, Sheehan. 
Among Greeting cards, I like fine or 
unusual, and especially Ellen Clap- 
saddle”. 

Mrs. John F. Monroe, Athens, 
Georgia: “I would like to tell you 
that way back in 1908, a friend of 
mine went to Germany - Berlin - to 
study music for a year, and sent me 
the first post card album I ever saw. 
It was quite large—much larger than 
a Ladies Home Journal!— and well 
bound in heavy cloth with thick grey 
pages that held four cards to a page. 

“J finally accumulated about a 
thousand cards, a large number of 
which were ‘Comics’: and by that 
time, we could get albums here, pos- 
sibly in Atlanta, Georgia, though not 
as good binding as the German one. 
It does seem queer that albums are 
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so neglected today, with the hundreds 
of collectors.” 

Mrs.R. W. Rogers, Dodd City. 
Texas: “I have only about 500 cards 
as yet, and came upon some of the 
best ones by accident. An old lady 
was cleaning these out for the trash 
heap, and they were so beautiful, I 
gleaned them. Afterward, when I 
read your article, I realized that 
these were collectors’ items. 

“I wonder how many today may 
have saved the Dale Evans and Roy 
Rogers series of 36 that have come 
in cereal. I have the set. I am looking 
now for the Arbuckle Coffee cards.” 

Christine Drewry, Concord, New 
Hampshire: “My collection is grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds. I have added 
four new albums of old cards, also a 
scrapbook with greetings, Kate Green- 
away, etc. Among some of my best 
liked ones are the series of Calvin 
Coolidge Cards, showing his Ver- 
mont birthplace, the school he at- 
tended, the pen with which he took 
the oath of office in Vermont. I have 
one, too, of the peace envoys of 
Japan and Russia at Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire Navy Yard, August 
4, 1905. I have one of Teddy Roose- 
velt and his entire family taken when 
the children were small. 

“Not a day but brings me about 
ten cards in the mail.” 

Mrs. Homer F. Monnin, of Sae- 
gerstown, Pennsylvania writes: 
“After reading the interesting letters 
from post card collectors, and your 
note asking for us to write, I thought 
I would write about my collection, 
but you may use your own judgement 
about printing it, 

“Post cards have always interested 
me, and I had a lot sent me when I 
was a child, that I have always kept. 
Then a few years ago, when my 
grandmother’s home was broken up, 
I brought home with me all the cards, 
post cards, advertising cards, re- 


wards of merit, name cards, and mis- * 


cellaneous—Grandma kept them all. 
I kept reading your articles in HOB- 
BIES and getting more interested 
all along, so I decided to start a real 
collection. We already collect but- 
tons, hat pins, clocks, and old dishes, 
and didn’t really need to collect any- 
thing more. But we got a few cards 
here and a few yonder, and my hus- 
band got interested. We buy from 
acquaintances, or at auctions; friends 
have given us some. 

“Our cards are mounted in albums 
and scrap books with snap-shot cor- 
ners. We also have several shoe boxes 
full, filed according to states. We 
have quite a few Leightons, some 
Clapsaddles and Tucks, and a few 
Twelvetrees, and quite a lot of 
comics. My oldest cards are two

Exposition. We have a card with a 
whistle inside, some with tiny en- 
velopes, hold-to-lights, and one made 
from Irish peat paper. We have a 
nice series copyright 1905 by P. J. 
Plant, Washington, D. C., Calcium 
Light Series. There are 14 all differ- 
ent of a man in Co. B. Uniform with 
a girl. These my father sent to my 
mother when he was in Co. B Camp 
at Gettysburg in 1906. This is not a

large nor expensive collection, but I 
like them.” 

And here we are at the end of the 
row, with four pages of short items 
left over for next month. Thanks for 
these letters, and many thanks also 
for cards that come in daily from you 
readers—cards that if it weren’t for 
your thoughtfulness, we might never 
know even existed. Happy collecting!

Playing Cards of France 


like other countries, has 


France, 
kept her secret well as to when play- 
ing cards were first used. The ear- 
liest definite record is found in the 
household expenses of Charles VI in 
1393. The entry in the account of 


the treasurer reads “Given to Jac- 
quemin Gringonneur, painter, for 
taree packs of cards for the amuse- 
ment of the King, fifty sols of Paris.” 
It was once thought that Gring- 
onneur had invented earlier a game 
for the mad King, but in time it 
was realized the cards were by far 
too complicated for the confused 
simple mind of Charles VI, the mad 
king. In 1397 thé working people of 
Paris were fo. bidden to play cards. 

The earliest cards were hand made, 
which made them prohibitive for any 
but the wealthy. The growth of the 
demand for cards brought about the 
making of them with wood blocks 
and stencils before 1423 which is 
accepted as the date of the printing 
of playing cards. This new process 
brought the price down within reach 
of all who wished them. The cards 
at that time were characteristic of 
those in use today. 

The early cards were Tarots and- 
the titles of the Atouts were in 
French, even in the Italian and Ger- 
man decks. This has been a mystery 
since France was not ‘thought to be 
the first country to use the Tarots. 
However, France, was the first coun- 
try to discontinue the use of Tarots. 
They are found in the other coun- 
tries until this present century. 


France immediately added the 


woman to the Court cards of each 
suit although.Italy and Spain had 
never had a woman represented on 
their cards. The French government 


adopted the fleur-de-lis for its water- 
mark which appeared in the center 
of each card, even in the last of the 
nineteenth century. 


The earliest known print showing 
people at the cardtable is a minia- 
ture by Helie de Borron written dur- 
ing the later half of the fourteenth 
century. It depicts a king with three 
onlookers. They are playing with a 
deck which shows batons and coins. 


An early Tarot pack made from 
stenciled wood blocks, circa 1799 or 
1800, with “France, J. Jerger” on 
each card, and “A Besancon” on the 
Two of Cups is illustrated. J. Jerger 
was a maker at Besancon at that 
time.

In a print of Rouen in the fifteenth 
century, the French suit signs are 
shown as we are familar with them 
today, except without the corner in- 
dices. The present suit signs of 
Cours (hearts), Carreaux (dia- 
monds), Trefles (clubs) and Piques 
(spades) were introduced by Etienne 
Vignoles, a famous Knight, better 
known as Lahire. He is supposed to 
have invented the game of Piquet 
to replace the old game from the 
east which was thought to have been 
derived from chess. 


Piquet required only thirty-six 
cards, which omitted the two, three, 
four and five of each suit. This 
explains to many why some of the

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old decks are missing these cards, 
yet are rated as complete. Of course, 
in this series there was no fourth 
Court card, the King, Queen and 
Knave were the three in use, just 
as they are today. At the beginning 
of the eighteenth century Escarte 
was devised requiring thirty-two 
cards, so the six’s were omitted from 
each suit. It was from Escarte that 
America promoted the game Euchre. 

The cards were made in many 
parts of France and the style of the 
Court cards varied in each. They 
were made in Auvergne, Lorraine, 
Lyon and Rouen. France did a great 
volume of exporting cards to Spain 
and Portugal, as well as via ships 
across the Mediterranean. The early 
cards were made from wood blocks 
and wood block stencils and from 
engraved copper plates, the later 
part of the fifteenth century. The 
Knave of Piques (spades) illustrated 
is thought to be one of the very 
early sixteenth century or late 
fifteenth century cards, and re- 
sembles the work done at Lyons, al- 
though it is unsigned. The Knave of 
Ceeurs is thought to be of the issues 
of the fifteenth century. The Queen 
of Diamonds or Carreaux is also 
unsigned and unidentified other than 
the late sixteenth or early seven- 
teenth century. 

The kings were all strong leaders 
of their time or place, and were 
known for their valor. Who the 
queens were or why these were se- 
lected no writer has ever been able 
to advance more than a guess. Hector, 
Lancelot, Roland or Lahire and Ho- 
gier were valets. Why they were 
selected we have no information 
other than Lahire. 

The manufacture of cards was 
handed from father to son, During 
the Revolution there was much 
change. In 1808, Napoleon ordered 
the court cards changed but in 1813 
they were replaced bv the old familar 
cards which had been in use before 
the Revolution and are still made 
with slight variations. In French 
cards, the maker’s name is on the 
Knave of Trefles (clubs). See the 
illustrated issue of 1816 which shows 
the full length figures. The double 
heads were issued in 1827, the first 
country of note to use the double 
heads of which we have record. 
France continued using the _ full 
length and double heads through the 
nineteenth century. 

The early cards of France were 
plain white on the back. Later they 
made the pink or blue after a period 
of dotted designs and scrolls. The 
writer has a deck with a moss-like 
vein in an uneven scroll design on 
a pale background which was made 
in the early part of the nineteenth 
century. During this early era many 
decks were issued with a pink and 
white marblized back. The Tarot 
deck which is illustrated has such a 
back. 

In 1848 a deck with the French 
suit signs—Spades, Hearts, Clubs 
and Diamonds—was issued with 
Court cards dressed in the costumes 
of the period. In 1856 a set was

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Row 1: First three cards are hand made, and hand painted, circa 1795. The first 
is the King Louis XVII, the Queen of Hearts is Josephine and the Knave of Hearts 
is unmistakably Napoleon, at the start of his popularity. Fourth card: \cte 18th 
century Spanish style card, Knave of Cups, made at Nantes, with a tan marblized 
back. Fifth card: Hand stenciled, early 19th century with a tiny figure in close 
rows on back. 


Row 2: The Knave of Piques (spades) seems to be a 16th century card of Lyons 
make.

5. Civil War Six Pounder 


This is apparently an exact rep- 
lica of the brass or bronze barrelled 
cannon used in the Civil War. Lack 
of ornamentation is to be compared 
with earlier guns. 


6. 17th Century Bronze 


This French bronze niece is dated 
1632. and is nrobablv the finest item 
in Mr. Howell’s collection. The bar- 
rel is 17” lone, with long. graceful, 
but realistic lines. Decoration is vro- 
fuse but wonderfully executed. There 
are two dolvhin handles, and a decor- 
ated shield in ‘which a coat-of-arms 
could be placed: behind this is the 
date. Most cannons have long ago lost 
their verishable wooden carriages, and 
so Mr. Howell is in the vrocess of 
making one, complete with metal 
trimmings. 


7. Civil War Guns 


This is a group of excellent scale 
models, representing three of the best 
and most popular Civil War cannons. 
It brings us to the peak of muzzle- 
loader development jiust_ before 
breech-loaders made them obsolete. 


Background: These represent the 15” 
Rodman and Dahlgren smooth bore or 
rifled guns, with various markings of 
the real 20-ton weapons. The barrels 
are about 18” and the carriages are 
complete with the exception of the 
Dahlgren whose carriage lacks a slide. 
This absorbs the recoil by letting the 
gun slide hack after each discharge. 
The miniatures, made at Fort Pitt 
in 1864, may have been in a model 
fort. 


Foreground: This Parrott field 
piece was apparently made for pres- 
entation, to some veteran, and is ac- 
curate except for the wheels of both 
gun and limber. These should have 
at least twice as many spokes. Guns 
of this type, in various sizes, were 
used effectively by the Union forces 
for siege purposes, especially when 
rifled in large calibres. 


8. Dahlgren Gun 


This piece is not as correctly pro- 
portioned as the one in the Civil War 
group, but it is a superb piece of 
workmanship in brass and mahogany, 
and highly decorative. Made by “T. 
Dundon,” date and place unknown, 
it is unrealistic but handsome. 


9. German Howitzers 


A little pair representing the short 
howitzers of the 18th century, and 
mounted on field carriages. Replicas 
of the rammers and powder scoops 
used for loading, are of brass. The 
carriages and utensils may not have 
been made for these guns, but seem 
reasonably in keeping with them. 
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10. 17th Century Siege Gun 


Very accurately made and from the 
Prince of Hesse collection. 


11. Naval Cannons 
A fine pair of 18th century bronze 
cannons with dolphins, probably Eng- 
lish. The barrels are 18” long and 
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plain, but finely made. This pair 
would represent the “Long Tom” or 
chaser type of gun on the old Men 
o”’ War. ' 

As seen from these descriptions, 
Mr. Howell’s collection is not only 
large and fascinating, but contains 
a fabulous historic background. An 
education in a hobby!

PRACTICAL UPHOLSTERING, by Com- 
mercial Trades Institute. McGraw-Hill 
Book Company, Inc., Trade Book Dept. 
330 W. 42nd St., New York 36, N. Y. 
1953. 296 pp. $5.95. 

Basic principles of upholstering 
which have been tested by the steff 
of the Commercial Trades Institute 
are set down for the student or per- 
son ‘working at home. Two hundred 
and fifty illustrations take one step 
by step through the various processes 
to completion of the particular pro- 
ject. 

Starting in with the simplest type 
of upholstering such as an ottoman, 
the book then covers various types 
of chairs and davenports, Append- 
ices in the book carry information 
on period furniture, plastic covers, 
and a glossary of terms. Directions 
and illustrations are excellent and 
should be very helpful to those who 
desire to do their own work at heme.

CERAMIC SCULPTURE, Methods and 
Processes, by John B. Kenny. Green- 
berg, Publisher, 201 East 57th St., New 
York 22, N. Y. 1953.

Now that the arts are coming into 

their own as a medium of creative 
expression and enjoyment for more 
and more people, books of this type 
are much in demand. The author takes 
us step by step through the processes 
necessary for each one of the pro- 
jects, and there are many to choose 
from in the beok. 

Starting appropriately enough with 
the most simple form of clay model- 
ing, the author takes us through fig- 
ure modeling, where knowledge of 
anatomy is essential, to decorative 
and useful ceramic products. Careful 
consideration is of course given to 
types of materials, tools, use of the 
kiin, and methods of working the 
clay. 

The book is amply illustrated with 
photographs in black and white and 
there are a few full color plates. The 
layout of the book is beautifully done 
and an artistic achievement worthy 
of the subject covered.

A DICTIONARY OF ANTIQUES, by 
Sheila Stuart. John de Graff, Inc., 64 
West 23rd St., New York 10, N. Y. 1954. 
263 pp. $5 
Dictionaries of antiques may be ar- 

ranged in several ways: some are 

arranged in strict alphabetical order 
and others are alphabetized under 
different headings. This one follows 
the latter arrangement. It is divided 
into the following headings: Furni- 
ture, Smaller Antiques, Pottery and 
China, Glass, Silver and Sheffield 


Plate, and Pewter. There are obvious 
advantages in both methods. In the 
strictly alphabetical approach, one 
can more quickly find the particular 
‘word he is seeking. In the listing 
under subject, as done in this bock, 
one can easily study the various terms 
under their proper heading. 

The Introduction is concerned with 
antiques collecting and some ways to 
determine if a piece is a genuine an- 
tique. Although knowledge of an- 
tiques is a lifelong study, the author 
gives some broad helps to ways in 
which the genuine antique may be 
distinguished from the spurious. 

Unlike the usual brief dictionary 
note, descriptions of the various terms 
are full, usually giving the historical 
background, but in order to do this, 
the number of items covered is less 
than in some other antiques diction- 
ies we have seen. The text is illus- 
trated with attractive line ss: 





ELECTRONIC ORGANS, by Robert L. 
Eby. Van Kampen Press, Wheaton, III. 
1953, 213 pp. $5. 

Specialists or those interested in 
electronic organs will find this an 
up-to-date manual on the subject. A 
brief history of this type of organ 
is given and then various makes of 
electronic organs on the market to-* 
day are fully discussed. General 
makeup, operation and advantages 
and disadvantages are covered, as 
well as care and maintenance of the 
instrument. The author is well qual- 
ified for his job as he has written 
other technical manuals and is at 
present head cf technical operations 
at the “House of Organs”. A highly 
technical book--this will appeal to 
the specialist or dealer in this type 
of organ.

THE OLD CAR BOOK, by John Bentley. 
Anco Publishing Co., Inc., 480 Lexing- 


ton Ave., New York 17, N. Y. 1954.

The pcriod covered in the history 
of car manufacture is 1925-1935. 
These were the critical years for 
automobile manufacturers and when 
the “crash” came in 1929 many firms 
were unable to weather the storm 
and compete with the popular low 
price models which were arriving on 
the scene. The custom made models 
had to take a back seat to the mass 
produced vehicles which came into 
their own during and after the de- 
pression years. 

All of the currently manufactured 
cars are covered and in addition many 
of the models such as Reo, Franklin, 
Pierce-Arrow and others which went 
out of business during these years 
are illustrated. The book is fully il- 
lustrated — 500 photographs in all, 
and brings back memories of a past 
remembered by most of us. Also 
shown are a few models far ahead of 
the times in styling and engineering 
which were designed during this pe- 
riod but never went into production 
for lack of financial backing. Among 
these was the Sterkenburg which 
even today appears extreme in its 
streamlining and looks like something 
out of the 21st century. Car en- 
thusiasts will be particularly in- 
trigued by this book.

Bone Digging Pox

In any endeavor as big as ama- 
teur archeology, however, there are 
a few “bogey men.” Among the large 
crews that sally forth over the des- 
erts and mountains and through the 
forests in jeeps, station wagons, and 
beaten up old limousines, there will 
be some bolos. These guys are like 
the so-called fishermen who capture 
their quarry by tossing dynamite 
into a shaded alpine pool, or who 
are one step ahead of the game 
warden with a “buck” that is minus 
antlers. 

Commonly catalogued as vandals 
and grave-robbers, the pack that goes 
into caves and ruins only after sou- 
venirs represent the chief enemies 
of scientists and self-respecting ama- 
teur bone-diggers. They don’t know 
scientific methods and pitch in with 
picks and shovels. Thus are not only 
many ancient treasures destroyed 
but also the valuable data are lost 
that trained scientists record when 
the conduct a “dig.” The signifieance 
of one discovery, such as an ingenius 
set of decoys fashioned by some ab- 
original duck hunter, drops virtually 
to nil unless archeologists know pre- 
cisely where it was found, in what 
type of stratum, and much other in- 
formation. 

Some of the vandals, incidentally, 
are not only souvenir collectors; they 
also are fortune hunters and figure 
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that any minute they will locate 
lavish gold idols and precious stones. 

Under these circumstances, ot 
course, the finds that would delight 
the scientist are entirely disregard- 
ed. But Spanish soldiers and explor- 
ers who wandered through the South- 
west centuries ago in search of the 
“fabulous Seven Cities of Cibola” 
could attest that the Indians in the 
area that became the United States 
had no such riches. 


Only real protection that arche- 
ologists and the public have against 
the “thieves of knowledge” who stalk 
the U. S. in competition with those 
who have the bona fida “pox” is the 
Federal Antiquities Act, passed in 
1906. Persons convicted of disturb- 
ing either historic or prehistoric re- 
mains on federal lands are subject 
to a $500 fine and 90 days imprison- 
ment. The statute also specifies that 
permission for any type of investi- 
gation or digging must be obtained 
from the Secretaries of Agriculture, 
Defense, or the Interior, depending 
upon the jurisdiction involved. Few 
permits are issued by the govern- 
ment to individuals, and applications 
are processed with sufficient care to 
eliminate any but reputable museums 
and educational institutions. 

Unfortunately, however, the Fed- 
eral Antiquities Act does not protect 
finds located on private lands. Per- 
mission to investigate them is mere- 
ly up to the owners themselves, who 
in many cases have no conception of 
the significance of what may be going 
on. 

A successful fight against many of 
the grave-robbers or “pot hunters” 
has been conducted by some amateur 
archeologists. They try to insure that 
discoveries don’t become as useless as 
pages torn out of a book and run 
through some one’s plumbing. A good 
amateur will report finds accurately, 
leave things in place, and keep out 
curiosity seekers until the discovery 
has been properly investigated. He 
has sense enough to follow the cor- 
rect routine—just as a detective may 
look for fingerprints—because he 
never knows when some detail will 
prove remarkably significant when it 
is fitted in with information that he 
isn’t aware of at the time. 

These are some of the types of 
“sites” that those in advanced stages 
of the “bone-digging pox” search for 
in the United States: 

1. Ancient camp grounds along the 
shores of lakes, on the banks ot 
rivers, and wherever there is or used 
to be a source of water 

2. Ruins of villages or towns, 
usually in the same types of loca- 
tions 

8- “Kitchen middens,” or shell 
mounds, on terraces overlooking the 
ocean that are near a supply of fresh 
water; these are camp grounds that 
were used for so many centuries 
that mounds actually were develop- 
ed from the accummulated ashes, 
shells, and other refuse. 

4. Ceremonial areas, somtimes near 
old villages; here may be relies of a 
special religious nature 
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5. Burial grounds, also often near 
prehistoric camp or village sites 

6. Caves and rock shelters that 
once were occupied by ancient men, 
these are much more valuable if 
they are dry and thus have preserv- 
ed all the items that the Indians may 
have left : 

7. Rock outcroppings where Indian 
women have worn mortar holes for 
the grinding of maize, acorns, and 
other food staples 

8. Quarries for mining obsidian, 
flint, and similar materials useful in 
the manufacture of arrowheads, 
spear points, knife blades, and other 
articles 

9. Workshops for fashioning stone 
tools and weapons, usually near quar- 
ries 

Naturally, bone-diggers will work 
closely with the scientific institutions 
in their area whether an organization 
like the Archeological Survey Asso- 
ciation of Southern California exists 
or not. They also will keep up-to- 
date on current literature on exca- 
vations throughout the U. S. and the 
rest of the world. Then they will 
maintain their bone-digging gas 
buggy ready to navigate forests, 
deserts, and mountains. In addition 
to problems of transportation, these 
hardy adventurers will consider prob- 
lems involving camping equipment, 
rations, and the appropriate tools 
for making scientific tests. On some 
forages in the desert, drinking water 
may be carried fifty miles or more. 

No matter what the obstacles or 
complications, however, the man with 
“bone-digging pox” will find a way 
to venture off in search of new prizes.

Life may have recently started on 
the planet Venus. 

The most recent physica] evidence 
shows that conditions on the earth’s 
nearest neighbor, about 23,000,000 
miles closer to the sun, may approxi- 
mate those on the earth nearly a 
billion years ago when the first prim- 
itive living things evolved in the sea 
slime, H. Spencer Jones, Astrono- 
mer Royal of Great Britain, once 
wrote in an annual report of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Dr. Jones examines the possibility 
of life elsewhere in the universe, 
which is interesting in this day of 
speculation on rocket ships to the 
moon. Outside the planetary system

of the sun, evidence is scanty and 
any speculations highly conjectural. 
in the sun’s family physical condi- 
tions are apparently such that only 
Mars and Venus possibly can sup- 
port life of the same pattern as that 
on earth. Superficially Venus, be- 
cause of its temperature and mois- 
ture conditions, would seem to be the 
most favorable. 

But, the British astronomer says, 
within the past few years spectro- 


scopic studies have revealed some 
strange things about the rather 
heavy atmosphere of the planet. 


First, no trace of water vapor is 
found. The surface of Venus is 
hidden beneath heavy clouds and it 
is difficult to comprehend how clouds 
could form without water. The find- 
ing may be due, he says, to the fact 
that the atmosphere of Venus above 
the clouds is exceptionally dry. 

The second strange showing of the 
spectroscope is that there is no dis- 
cernable free oxygen in the atmos- 
phere but very much more carbon 
dioxide than in the air of the earth. 
This enables the astronomer to con- 
struct a tentative picture of what 
the planet looks like under its cloud 
veil. 

“On a cooling planet the size of 
Venus,” he says, “we should expect to 
find both water vapor and carbon

dioxide evolved from the 


exist alone. The surprising thing 
is not the absence of oxygen in the 
atmosphere of Venus but the abun- 
dance of it in our own atmosphere. 
The oxygen is continually being de- 
pleted from our atmosphere by com- 
bining with other substances and 
there must be a source of replenish- 
ment. This is undoubtedly provided 
by the vegetation on the earth’s sur- 
face which extracts carbon dioxide 
from the air and uses the carbon for 
building up the plant cells, giving out 
oxygen. ‘The supply of carbon diox- 
ide is in turn replenished by proces- 
ses such as combustion, respiration 
and the decay of vegetable matter. 
When life started on the earth there 
was probably plenty of carbon diox- 


ide but comparatively little ogygen~ 


in the atmosphere. 

“Thus we seem to see in Venus a 
world where conditions are somewhat 
similar to those that the earth passed 
through millions of years ago. Any 
life on Venus can be, at the most, 
primitive plant life. It is possible 
that life may be in process of gradu- 
al development and that in millions 
of years to come, when life on earth 
may be nearing extinction, Venus 
may be the home of higher and 
higher types of life.” 

The problem of life on Mars, de- 
bated for almost a century, still is 
an open quéstion, Dr. Jones says, 
although at present there can be no 
life of a very high order unless or- 
ganisms have been able to make ad- 
justments to conditions of atmosphere

issued in Paris with Charles VI as 
King of Spades, Odette as Queen 
and a page dressed in white with a 
falcon for the Knave. The Club suit 
has King Francois, Duchesse d’ 
Estampes as Queen and the Knave 
is a Knight’s page. The Heart suit 
has King Louis XIV, Duchesse de La 
Valliere, as Queen. The Diamond 
King is Henry IV. This deck was 
issued by Grimaud, Paris. These 
were reprinted in 1891, with colors 
a little brighter than the earlier 
ones, (See illustration.) 


In 1878 O. Gibert, Paris, issued a 
pack in the costumes of that period. 
The Knave of Clubs, is now shown 
holding open the carriage door and 
the manufacturer is identified in the 
lower left corner. The heart suit has 
the King as a hunter, the Knave is 
his page or valet with the dogs on 
leash. The Queens are ladies of the 
court and are dressed in the costumes 
of the period, and so are the Kings 
and Knaves. This was only the be- 
ginning of some very attractive and 
interesting cards and a variety of 
types. There were many other issues 
of costumed court cards during the 
century. 


Several things should be noted at 
this time. During the eighteenth 
century, France was involved with 
Napoleon and his armies, and very 
little was given to the history of 
ecards during this time. We do not 
have too much history on the use of 
cards during this era. During Na- 
poleon’s popularity it appears that 
cards were entirely hand made. The 
Log shown are claimed to be circa 


About 1811 Napoleon commanded 
Gatteaux, David, and probably others 
of whom we have no record to make 
newer style cards which they did 
briefly. We later find the usual style 
by Gatteaux, very similiar to the ones 
pictured here. 


France manufactured many cards 
for export, and records in 1714 show 


Rouen imported to Spain, Switzer- 


land, Russia, Denmark, Flanders 
and England. Later many of the 
card makers emigrated to Belgium, 
Holland and Germany to continue 
their trade, because of the high 
duties imposed. Limoges, Thiers and 
Bordeaux also imported to Spain as 
did Toulouse earlier. Later many 
were sent to Algeria from Marseille 
and probably other parts of France. 


France, the same as England had 
many special issues such as the her- 
aldic playing cards of De Brianville 
of . Lyons, circa 1660. This issue 
shows the arms of the States of 
Europe, of which a very important 
part of a gentleman’s education was 
to know and identify any crests or 
arms on sight. In this deck the arms 
of France are on Hearts, Germany 
on Spades, Italy on Clubs and Spain 
and Portugal on the Diamonds. A 
little book of explanation as to whom 
the arms belonged was included. 
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When De Brianville first issued 
this set he entitled the cards “Valet” 
and “Aces” yet used the arms of 
princes and nobles. This was an in- 
sult and slur on the heraldic nobility. 
The plates were seized by the magis- 
trates but when it was shown he 
erred through being unaware of his 
breach of etiquette rather than with 
satirical intent the plates were re- 
turned when he agreed to change 
them and use the titles “Prince” and 
“Chevalier” instead. 

In 1678 Antoine Bulifon establish- 
ed a society in Naples. to play at 
“Blazon” a game of armorial bear- 
ings. Because of the scarcity of her- 
aldic decks it is assumed the game 
did not enjoy prolonged popularity, 
as did other games of which we have 
decks. 

In 1670 another heraldic pack was 
published. In this pack the arms of 
the four suits represented Italy, 
France, Spain and the North. The 
Kings are marked “R” (Roi), the 
Queens “D” (Dames) represented by 
men and the Valets “P” (Princes), 
the Aces “C” (Chevaliers). The 
suits were arranged as follows: 

Heart Suit: “K” King of France; 
“D” Son of France; “P” Prince of 
the Blood; ‘“C” Ecclesiastical Peers. 
Spade Suit: “K’” Emperor of Aus- 
tria; “D” King of Hungary and Bo- 
hemia; “P” King of Great Britain; 
“C” King of Poland. 

The French rate the Heart suit 
higher than the Spade suit, so the 
effect can readily be noted on the 
powerful country of Great Britain, 
to be placed below, not only of 
France, but also below Spain and 
Portugal of the Diamond suit, and 
then occupy only the “P” of the 
Spade suit. A similar pack was im- 
mediately engraved in England in 
answer to this and the Hearts and 
Spades changed places, so the King 
of Hearts which had been the King 
of Spades became the King of Spades, 
and the Prince of Spades, which had 
been the King of Great Britain be- 
came the King of Hearts in the 
English version. The Emperor of 
Germany became the Queen, Hun- 
gary and Bohemia became the Prince 
and Poland became the Ace of 
Hearts. The Three of Spades in the 
French deck shows the arms of the 
seventeen provinces of the lower 
countries. 

A beautifully engraved series of 
cards were issued in 1692, published 
in Lyon. The suit siens are: fleur- 
de-lis for France, eagle for Germany 
and Flanders, rose for Italy and the 
sion for Spain and Portugal, On the 
Ace of the fleur-de-lis are the arms 
of the Duke of Berry. Armorial bear- 
ings are shown on. each card and 
the court cards are portraits of: the 
European rulers. 

In 1698 there was an uncut issue 
printed from copper plates with the 
usual suit signs which have full 
length figures and for the court 
eards with full armorial bearings. 
The numeral cards have the coats- 
of-arms of the noble families. 

The deck of Fables was based on 
Greek myths with the myths _ illus- 
trated by Stefano della Bella, a fa-

mous Florentine engraver. A reprint 
of the entire edition at Paris was 
made in 1698. 

There were very few issues of 
note during the eighteenth century 
and it was circa 1814 when the “Jeu 
des Drapeaux was issued under the 
restoration in honor of Napoleon’s 
return. A title card shows the name 
on a flag carried by one of the old 
Guard. On a pillar beside him are 
the names of all the great victories 
of Napoleon from Ulm to Moscow. 
The cards picture Napoleon’s sol- 
diers and the suit sign is shown on a 
flag carried by one of these men, on 
each card. They are hand colored 
and like most French cards, slightly 
smaller than English cards of that 
period. 

One of the most beautiful and the 
best known to collectors today was 
the issue of Louis XV. The various 
rulers of France are represented on 


the court cards. Hearts being the 
Roman Occupation; Spades, Henry 
of NaVarre; Diamonds, Napoleon 


and Clubs, Louis Philippe. These 
show the costumes during the Pow- 
dered Wig period, men and women 
with dainty hands, fans, flowers and 
ermine as costume accessories. This 
is one of the daintiest of the French 
issues. 

“Indian Whist” is another deck 
which is scarce and unusual. (This 
is one of the many decks which may 
be seen at the Cincinnati Art Mu- 
seum). It is not very well known, 
but interesting and attractive, and 
shows unusual designing, lithograph- 
ing and coloring, The numeral cards 
are decorated with a floral design in 
the background, and the court cards 
show Indian costumes. 

Transformation issues from France 
are sometimes very attractive as 
well as fascinating. There are also 
deluxe issues very cleverly drawn 
sometimes of burlesque or political 
nature, An issue of the nineteenth 
century called “Cartes a _Rire” 
(Cards to amuse) was designed as a 
satire on the newspapers. 

France has issued more fortune 
telling and game cards, earlier re- 
ferred to as “educational” cards. 
Lottery cards were used in France 
as well as some of the other coun- 
tries. This wiil be our discussion for 
April. 


A satisfying hobby for Mr. E. 
Radnell Free, Burlingame, Calif., is 
carving pieces from driftwood. As 
he follows the natural contours of 
the piece as much as possible, the 
natural simplicity of form is re- 
tained. The carvings may be. used 
for decorative .pieces in the home, 
such as, wall brackets, or ‘used with 
fresh flowers. He uses all kinds of 
wood and his work was recently on 
display at the Public Library in 
Burlingame. Mr. Free finishes the 
pieces with a coat of clear lacquer 
and polishes them with floor wax.

and temperature which cannot be 
imagined on earth. 


Millions of years ago, however, 
even a very high order of life may 
have existed on the red planet. As 
Venus represents what the earth was 
once so Mars represents something 
approaching what the earth will be 
in its old age. 


Thus far it has not been possible 
to detect either oxygen or carbon 
dioxide in the Martian atmosphere, 
although there is indirect evidence 
for existence of small amounts of the 
former. Water vapor must un- 
doubtedly be present. Although there 
are no seas, the polar caps must be 
regions of ice or snow. The red- 
dish color of much of the surface 
of Mars is probably due to the oxi- 
dation of iron-bearing ores by atmos- 
pheric oxygen and it is marked con- 
trast to the uniform grey rocks of 
the moon where it is known that no 
oxygen can exist. 


“The extreme tenuity of the Mart- 
ian atmosphere,” says Dr. Jones, “is 
responsible for great diurnal varia- 
tions of temperature, A scanty at- 
mosphere with very little moisture in 
it does not have much blanketing ef- 
fect. Near noon in the equatorial re- 
gions the temperature rises to about 
50F but in the afternoon, as the 
sun gets lower, it falls rapidly. After 
sunset the cold becomes intense and 
the minimum temperature at night 
is about 180 degrees below zero. With 
such an enormous daily range of 
temperature, the conditions for any 
form of life must be very trying. 
Whether animal life can exist seems 
doubtful, though it is impossible to 
assert that life may not have evolved 
to meet those conditions. In Mars 
we see a world where conditions 
probably resemble those that will 
prevail on earth many millions of 
years hence, when most of cur pres- 
ent atmosphere will have been lost. 
Mars appears to be a planet of spent, 
or nearly spent life.’ 


There remains, of course, the pos- 
sibility that other stars than the 
sun have families of planets. It is 
even probable. The most widely ac- 
cepted theory of the formation of 
planets is that they are due to the 
collision of close passage of two stars. 
The stars now are very far apart 
and such an event is very improb- 
able. Calculations show that it might 
happen once in about 5,000,000,000 
years. That is longer, some astron- 
omers believe, than the earth has 
existed in its present form. Long 
ago, however, the stars may have 
been closer together and possibilities 
of close approaches much greater. 
But even so there can be very few 
planetary systems in the Milky Way 
galaxy of approximately 60 billion 
stars. 


Even with a planetary system the 
chances are strongly weighted 
against the possibility of life in any 
form similar to that existing on 
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earth. If a planet is too near the 
parent sun, like Mercury in the Sol- 
ar system, it will be too hot for life 
to exist. If it is too far away it will 
be too cold. If it is much smaller 
than the earth it cannot retain any 
atmosphere, If it is much larger, 
like the planet Jupiter, it will have 
retained too much atmosphere, for 
when hydrogen cannot escape, the 
formation of the poisonous gasses, 
ammonia and marsh gas, appears to 
be almost inevitable. 

But, says the British astronomer- 
royal, “we must remember the vast- 
ness of creation. There are about 
100,000,000 separate universes in the 
region of space accessible to obser- 
vation, and we know not how many 
more beyond. If in each universe 
there are not more than two or three 
dozen stars with families of plan- 
ets, the total number of planetary 
systems within the relatively small 
region of space which we can sur- 
vey is immensely great. 

“If the proportion of planets on 
which life can exist is not more than 
one in a million—and our survey 
of the solar system suggests that this 
is a considerable underestimate—the 
total number of planets where condi- 
tions are suitable for life must be 
considerable. So it seems probable 
that there are other worlds where 
life exists, though that life may be 
entirely different from any form 
with which we are familiar.”
